Heneage. supervi.sor of athletics al 
Dartmouth, which were held during thf 
past week. There were two confer- 
ences ye.sterday, McLaughlin first meet- 
ing Heneage and then ron.Miltmg with 
the mayor. 

ENDS CONTROVER.SY 
■The withdrawal of the Boston College 
ob,|ectlon and the autom-'^tlc approval 
of the mayor were foretold in The Her- 
ald la.st Saturday morning, April 25. 

It ends an IntcrccUegiate-politlcal 
controversy which cxplfxied two weeks 
ago and which involved Baston College, 
Holy Cross, Harvard, Dartmouth and 
Stanford. 

The only matter wliich now remains 
to be settled is the site of the Boston 
College-Holy Cross game. It is ex- 
pected that within the next month, or 
Ie.v5, It will be known whether the con-

McLAt^GHLIN LETTER 

The McLaughlin letter which really 
made. po.ssible the staging of the Dart- 
mouth-Stanford game was a.s follows: 
I have Just had a conference 
with William J. Bingham, du'cctor 
ot athletics of Harvard tTiivui.-.ity, 
and Harry R. Heneage. .supervi.'^or 
of athleticj! at Dartmoutli College. 
Both Mr. Bingham and Mr, Hen- 
eage expressed to me their sincere 
regi-et that the .scheduling ot the 
Dartmouth-Stanford game at Har- 
vard .sUdium had created a situa- 
tion which under any clrcumst<'inces 
might prove cmbarra.ssing to Bos- 
ton College.

How the members of the planning 
I board vnW look on the problem of nolse- 
abatcment cannot be accurately fore- 
told, because no serious consideration 
has yet been given the question, ^•■'. it 
is a fair a,s5umptlon that the recommen- 
dations which will be presented PViday 
by Miss Elizabeth M, Ilcrlihy, sccrptai->- 
of the board, will be transmitt^?d to 
Mayor Curley. It l.s probable that he 
will be advised of the need of the crea- 
tion of a commission to (five further 
study to the subject, preparatory to 
recommendations for the enactment of 
I city ordinances or of additions to exlst- 
I Ing regulations of the health depart- 
ment. 

To data New York has not achieved 
pai-ticularly noticeable progress in 
noise-abatement but there is a cam- 
paign in progress which Is expected to 
result in the adoption of a deflnlte 
policy of enforcing sections of the sani- 
tary code which make it a punishable 
offence to disturb the quiet or interfere 
with the comfort of individuals. 

New York has thu.s far mot the noise 
nuisance with simple regulations in- 
ter.ded to eliminate principal .^lources of 
complaint. Planning board oHiclaJs feel 
that Bo.ston can do no Ix-tter llian to 
follow the lead of New York unles.s it is 
decided to be wi.se to make a demand 
on the Boston Elevated for the .tunkinrg 
of trolley car whecl.s with worn flat 
surfaces, which cre.^lc so much nol.'i* 
that the cars fonn ot.e of the principal 
cau.ses of local complaint. 

In New York the use of radio Inud 
speakers which di.^turb the nuiet and 
comfort of persons is prohibited. 'Hiere 
Is no ordinance or healtli riciiarlment I 
regulation In that city wlilch specifies 
that rndlo.s whtcli are audible a certain ' 
distance are a comirion nuisance. | 



NOISY MOTORISTS 1 

New York liaa silenced auctioneers 
who have boen arcustomed to resort Xn 
notse to attract attention a* well as 
cu.'tomers and Boston ts considered to 
be In need of local regulations which 
Will guarantee like silence. 

In every municipality there Is con- 
stant complaint about the practice of 
motorists who signal occupants of 
buildings with their electric horns in- 
stead of with the bells which are heard 
only In the homes or apartments of 
those whose attention Is int<=nded to 
bo attracted. 

The lazlne.^3 of motorists Is consid- 
ered to be the real reason of this nuis- 
ance which it is felt can be controlled 
in Boston a.s well as In New York. In 
the latter city the aid of manufacturers 
Of motor horns has been enlisted for 
the purpo,se of produchig harmonious 
sounding horns. 

"Tills blowing of automobile horns," 
said Mlss Hcrliiiy yesterday, "can be 
easily brought under control as was the 
Illegal iLse of automobile lights. It Is 
one of the principal catises of com- 
plaint, but one which is susceptible to 
quick correction. I am not so optim- 
i.stic that I am looking fonvard to the 
day when we in Ba-iton can boast of 
dogs which wlil only bark softly and 
harmoniously or when we can train 
cats to refrain from Indulging In night 
disttirbances. But there are noises 
which can be abated and it is quite 
probable that Boston, which need not 
expend any large sum for study or In- 
vestigation, can make con.siderable 
progress toward a noiseless city." 



The withdrawal of the Boston Coilece 
alumni objections and the apprrival of 
Mayor Curley of the Dartmouth-Stan- 
ford game was a graccfu'. combination 
and happ.\ solution of a problem in 
which politics for the first time took a 
liand in intercolU-giate aihletic-s.

Senate bills authorizing the cjfy of 
Boston to borrow $1,000,000 outside its 
debt limit for the constriiction of two 
mimicipal buildings in Dorchester were 
ordered to a third reading by vote of 
the House of Representatives yesterday. 

Tile measure to authorize the erection 
of a building at Field's Corner was ad- 
vanced on voice vote while the bill au- 
ihori/ing the construction of a similar 
building in the vicinity of Franklin field 
wa.s advanced by a rollcall vote of 141 
to 73. 

Enactment of the bills by the Legis- 
lature will ijass to Mayor Ciirley and 
the city council the rinnl decision to 
ord<'r. construction of cither or both 
proposed buildings, the legislation for 
\\hich was reported ari\'e)sely by the 
committee on municipal finance. 

Representative George P. Anderson, 
Back Bay Republican, and regarded as 
the Curley simkesman in the House, op- 
pased pa.ssage of the bills and declared 
that, they did not have the approval of 
the mayor. Anderson led the Hou.se 
fight a few days ago for the Curley bill 
lo borrow .SK^.'iO.OdO out,side the ' debt 
limit for the development of the East 
Boston airport. 

Representatives John Halliwell of 
New Bedford and Eliot Wadsworth nf 
Boston vigorously oppo.sed the bills. 
Halliwell declared fh.il the city of Has- 
ten is not now in a position to borrow 
more money outside it.s debt limit and 
predicted thai, n"xt ye.ar the city may 
be compelled lo reduce lt,s valuation by 
more than .$:iO.O00,0OO. 

Wadsworlh riiiestioneri the actual need 
of the buildings. He .said that the city 
has borrowed up to all rea.sonable lim- 
its Passage of the .SI, 250,000 airport 
bill, he .said, has resulted in a flond 
of petitions .seeking reduction of valu- 
atlnn on Boston property, amounting to 
.$l.iO,000,000.

Or 
be permitted to enjoy the benefitB of 
American naturalization? How can <:n 
American citizen be loyal if lie ad- 
heres to the code of the Third Inter- 
national for world revolution, and takes 
an oath to defend the Soviet Union? 
Why, if the Soviet Union should be 
defended, don't they go o\'er there and 
defend It? 

"In spite of the malicious falsehoods 
a.nd appeals by Communists to class 
hatred, the spirit of A.mer.can democ- 
ra.cy is 'marching on, and is still the 
dream and the hope of the oppressed 
and the struggling masses the world 
over. We have recently seen an 
American boy. born in poverty on the 
East Side, rise from the sidewalks 
of New York to be elected lour times 
liy the people as Governor of the b'tn- 
plre State. Atiother example of o'.ir 
spirit of democracy was the election of 
Herbert Hoover, left an orphan with- 
out funds in childhood, to the highest 
office i.n the gift of the American 
people. 

"LiCt UK give thanks that we are 
American citizens, and live in a 
country that alfords equal opportuni'y 
to all, .nnd life, liberty and pursuit of 
happiness. l,ft us rededicate ourselves 
to the prop<isltlon that a Government 
of the people, by the people, and for 
the people, shall not perish from the 
enith. Let us re,Tll!rtii our Viehef In o'li 
republican form of goi.t-rnment, be- 
cause it is tile fairest, safest, sound-^ot 
aiTd most honorable and best form of 
government devised by the mind c! 
man. Uet us be proud of it; let vs 
cherish it and defend it against all 
its defamei's and trndurer:^ and 
enemies, both from without and from 
within." 

"The employer, whose conduct in re- 
ducing emjiloyment breeds Com- 
munism. Is as great aii enetny to the 
Fla^ as an.y," said Mayor Curley. Con- 
tinuing, he declared. "If this Govern- 
ment Is to continue as a Government of 
law, we must have orderly behavior, 
not too radical and not loo conserva- 
tive. We don't lack coura-e. The 
ma3.'>'r t^iortion of America is of pioneer 
stoc! '"his is a good day to take an 
account of stock, to see whether we are 
going .anywhere definitely, or whether 
we are drifting. 

"At the time of the Boston Massacre 
there were those nho said It was sheer 
non.':ense to take up arms a,'^.ilnst the 
mother country. But we did, .ind suc- 
cessfully. l/Jiter there were those who 
said we could not gain freedom for the 
black man, but we did that too. 

"i"'! I have no hesitation In believ- 
ing t^i.%t l;kc;s'lse we can solve the 
problems of industrial depression. Bm 
ive cannot solve it by a lot of hot air 
and a red flag, or by an appeal to 
Russia." 

Other Speakers 

Mrs Bessie Hanken of Revere, past 
national president of the auxil'ary, 
directed her t imarks to an attack on 
an organi;:ation knowi» as the Pio- 
neers of America.

cial luhcheon. Here Congressman 
' Fish was hailed as "the first veteran 
who will '^ecome President of the 
United States," and presented with B 
dlam.o;id-st added V. F. W. emblem. 
Mrs Oo'j .! was in charge of the 
luncheon and pr&slded as toastmaster. 

There were more than 5000 persons 
j at this pat iotic rally. Over on the 
I Mall (he Communists attracted almost 
as many, alt.hough Harry J. Cantor, 
who acted as chairman of the meet- 
ing, annuimced that his audience 
numbered between 12,000 and 14,000. 

By actual count of the upraised fists 
in the singing of "Tiie Internationale," 
there were 29 Comm.unists at this cele- 
bration and. judging from applause 
given to the speakers calling for a. 
revolution, there were some 50 more In 
sympathy with the orations and 
projects. 

Ecsidcs Harry Cantor, the other prin- 
cipal speaker was Richard B. Moore 
of New York, a National Director of 
the International Labor Defense. 
.Moore outlined the advance of Com- 
munism, in Soviet Russia and said that, 
"li! spite of the Hoovers, the Fishes 
and Doaks, wo will follow In the foot- 
steps of -Jie Russian workers and 
bring .America back to the workers. 
He denounced war and capitalism, and 
demanded a seven-hcur workday and 
five-day work week, unemployment in- 
surance and appropriation for relief 
of the workers instead of for war 
gases." 

Cantor charged that the "bosses" 
were trylnj to steal May Day for the 
workers by promoting cou.nter-demon- 
strations. 

There were almost as many police 
officers as spectators on tiand at noon. 
"Three patrol watons pulled in at the 
Charies-st gate as the"meeting started 
and backed up ready for use If pas- 
sengers presented themselves. Mount- 
ed officers were on the outskirts, and 
the hill below the Soldiers' Monument 
was blue with uniforms and sparkling 
with brass and badges. 

The Communists had erected a small 
stand, draped with red crepe paper, 
and across the top was a sign an- 
nouncing May Day and various Com- 
munistic projects,' 

Because the displaying of placards Is 
In violation of the park rules, patrol- 
man Timothy J. Murphy of Division 1 
removed It. During the speaking a 
grorip of young Communists displayed 
placards calling for various "re- 
forms and denouncing various persons. 
Supt Crowley snd other officers oau- 
lioued the sign-bearers to put them 
down .<ind the signs disapneared. The 
meeting was quite orderly "and the jo- 
lice had nothing to do but listen to the 
condemnation of themselves, at which 
they smiled. 

A four-piece band. In which the mel- 
odies were carried by the bass drum- 
mer, played for the singing of Red 
songs and. between songs Irving 
Keith, organizer of the Young Com- 
munists' League, led a cheerinjr sec- 
tion.

By the time the "lilgh table" group 
had hnished, most of the under- 
graduates, ii.iving .started earlier, had 
WW. for the Students Common Room 
for their oofl'ee and smokes. The 
"high tablers," however, rose in a 
body and repaired to the privacy of 
the Tutor's Common Itocun. there to 
drink coffee, smoke and talk to thrir 
hearts <onlent. 

Mayor Curley and most of the 
gueiits last Monday stayed imtll 
shortly after 10 o'cIocIj.

Kxcept for the hall-dozen or so 
i;ndergraduates who sit at the "high 
table," the undergi-ftduates play no 
part In a "high table."

Dun- 
ster House, like Lowell, has two com- 
mon rooms, but both of them ar» 
open to undergraduates, and w'leii 
distinguished company is enjoying it.«> 
coffee and cigars, it mingles quita 
freely with the undergraduates of thd 
house. 

What, anyway, is the purpose of tho 
"high table'".' 

Well, regarding the matter broadly, 
the whole idea of the "liousB plati'* 
was to extend the Halyard cduciition- 
nl process beyond the cia.ss room. Mr 
Harkness and I'res Lowell are agreed 
that eating is part of an educaiion. 
Instead of grabbing a sandwicli at f. 
one-arm lunch, under the house pla 
the urulergraduates sit down to << 
leisurely meal, with tutors and profes- 
sors sometimes dropping in to join 
them. It's ju.st another part of th« 
elbow rubbing method of education in 
■wliich Pros l.<:iwcll has always 
strongly believed. 

Kating together, furthermore, ^ive.« 
each of the "houses" more of a sub- 
stance, makes each a more deliiiito en- 
tit y--or IS supposed to do so. 

Whether the 'high table' 'at Lowell 
accompli.shcs the purpose of tha 
"house plan" more effectively than 
does the "low table'' at Dunster is a 
question. There is no doubt that th» 
"high table." besides enjoying tlie reg- 
ularity -ivhich comes from a weekly 
repetition, is also .somewhat of a func- 
tion, a ritualistic representation ot th* 
"house." Beyond that, it does not 
seem to enjoy an> advantages over th» 
Dunster House "low table." 

-Another High Table Conilnjf 

Indeed, as far as the clianccs v.liioh 
the students get to mingle with distin- 
guislicd scholars, politicians, and .^o on, 
the Lowell Hou.'e procedure seems to 
l-ig behind the Dunster House sy.-ti in. 
Had Mayor Curley, for instance, been 
House Muster Grcenough's guest in- 
stead of House Ma.ner Coolidgc's, after 
dinner he would liave had Iiis coffee in 
the larger Dun.ster House Common 
room, and iny and all undergradnatcH 
would haviv been at perfect liberty to 
join in tho conversation. At Lowell 
House Mayor Cmley had tho chanc* 
only to meet a half-dozen or so stu- 
dents, and these, no doubt, becauso 
of the overwhelming number of 
"'grownups'' who were on hand, proba- 
hly kept into tho background. 

At least one more of the ne\r 
"Houses" is to have a "high table'' 
next year, this being Prof Roger R. 
Alerriman's Kliot House. Prof Merri- 
man, like Prof Coolidge, did sotne 
studying at Oxford and is strong for 
the "liigh table" idea. Perhaps others 
of the five new "houses'' which are 
to be opened next Fall al.so will main- 
tain a "high table," but it seems more 
likely that, except for Lowell and Kliot. 
the hjuscs will follow the Uunstei 
House system, with distinguished 
Ruests as frequent visitors, but with 
no platform for thein to sit upon and 
Willi no common rooms rescived for 
the excliuiva una of the tulor<<

The mayor spoko publicly, for the 
first time since I ho death of his son, 
of his love for the Ixiy.

Reference had been made by speak- 
ers to James M. Curloy's organizing 
ability, as demonstrated In his organi- 
zation of the court, once known as 
Rostonla Court, but which wa.s changed 
shortly after his death. Jamrs Jr., 
wa.s chief ranger of tho court. 
Ma.vor Curloy then .said; 

"Fields are fair far away." That's 
an old Irish saying. T'he restlo.ss 
spirit of the .^ge, this constant 
striving to engage in .something 
without purposo. this wanting to bo 
on the way without knowing where 
we are going.

He cited the change in 
the tcachln- of the present Keneration 
to venerate and respect authority, be it 
reliRiou.s, civil or famiiy, and pro- 
nounced the lack of such teaching a 
serious danijer. 

"We find the horrible truth tliat this 
soi-t of Irreverence nnd disobedience un- 
der .some very misleading title is being 
taught In even some of our .schools, and 
I regret to say. even, T am t/)ld, in 
some of our churche.^." he said.

My dear young men end woir.en 
I am very hapi^y to .sec you heie 
before the altar, performing your 
religious duties. Devotion to re- 
ligious duties Indicate that you are 
firm in yovu' failli and In tlie ex- 
pression of that faith by your ap- 
pearance here in church today and 

your nproaching the altar and yciur 
reception of the ble.'sed .sacrament. 

It ts certainly a most appropri- 
ate moment tospeakof thedanger.s, 
which beset the youtli of toci'dy. tlie 
only remedy against which is active 
and strong faith, which i.s a Chri.s- 
tian inheritance, such a.s you are 
evhihi'.ing here today, and'that i.s 
wliy J reinire with you. 

The dangers whieii beset you to- 
day arc of sucii enormity and .so 
constantly before you and around 
you that only the greatest, nrmne,-,s 
and devotion to your religious 
duties can cffer any projection 
against them. To begin with, there 
is a, great, menaee to the reverence 
and respect due to all .authority. 
That menace is never so obvious as 
it is in our r(wn time, when even 
little children are liegmninp to 
llirow off tlie tradllion.'il reveience 
which Christian children were al- 
ways taught t/> ol-)ser\-e towird their 
parent.s. And this i.s no mere 
chance liecau.se we find tlie horvlhle 
truth that, tliLs sort, of irreverence 
and disoliediciiee under .some very 
misleading title is being openly 
taught in even some of our school's 
and r regret to .say. even.

In my generation it w.is the mast 
normal tiling in the world for chil- 
dren In lie hroiiRht up with respect 
for then- elders and their families 
and we were all happy in that spirit 
of docility and nbedienec. while we 
w.-'i-e children. That accounts for 
'lie normal attitude which ]ieople 
before the present age a.s,sumed 
tow.ard their elders, whether of the 
family or of the state or the church.

Tt w.i.s a normal thing for the 
children lo be brought up in that 
a'mosphere and an unnormal child 
wa.s a, rare exception. But they of 
course hnd tlie natural spirit, of 
youth and here and yierc, there 
were acts of riisobedience, ' which 
goes without saying, nut 'at that 
tlmej and it ts not so very long 
ago. nothing else was tau(?ht in 



school. Now it seemj! to be the fact 

to train the children to disrupt 
everything, except their own im- 
pulses. That is the .so-called self- 
expression, a fancy title, covering a 
very riisagreeabie fact. 

Even the pagans understood the 
necessity of this in the formation 
of .society and in the con.servatlon 
of all tint wa.s proper in social life. 
The .Jews liad It and still have it 
T am told In a. \cr^ strong .sense. 
"Honor Thy Father and Thy Moth- 
er" was one of the commandments 
giien lo Moses and the .Jewish peo- 
ple, during all time until recently, 
understood the full meaning of this 
and of other responsibilities of pa- 
rental authority and fllLal obedi- 
ence. 

-But of course the great break 
came with the so-called Kcforma- 
lion In the ifiHi centiuy. when at 
that tini'^ there was an o}ien rebel- 
lion against constituted religious 
discipline and nuthority and It is 
only a short step toward dl.sobedi- 
ence of civil authoritv. They of 
course could fore.see very little of 
the monstrous consequence of open 
r^lxlllon at that time, but I think 
the ryes of many of them are open 
to the fact that if the gate Is or>eu 
wide against all obedience and dis- 
cipline that at once there is a men- 
ace to the very foundations of .so- 
ciety itself. I:i the main, what- 
ever the logical conclusions might 
be with regard to tlits rebellious al- 
titude toward leverence. the fact is 
that the old Catholic traditions still 
st^od firm, despite tile theoretica.1 
viev/ about liberty, reUgious and 
and civil. 

All well-bred people, Protestant 
as well a-s Catholic, were brought; 
up in the norms of filla! respect 
and reverence, toward whoever had 
a right to command or direct them. 
But of late there Is. all over the 
world, a \cry deluge of rebellious 
and inflammatory opposition to all 
sort of control, whether It be civil 
or rellKious or family. Back of it 
all of course i.s the .'■pirit of atheism 
and communism, which is flooding 
all Eurn])e and beginning as we 
know to make it.self felt in Ameri- 
ca. The attitude that each one Is 
his own master is the modern gas- 
|)el of communism, that is spread- 
ing before the world. 

And we see unfortunatelv its i-e-

A warning: acainst disrespect of au- 
thority, whetlicr it bo masked under 
tile term "^clf-expression" or appears 
as Communism, was given by Cardi- 
nal O'Connell at tlic Cathedral of the 
Holy Crass yesterday.

The Cardinal's Address 

■My dear young men and women." 
began tho Cardinal, "I nni very iinppy 
to see you here hcfore the altar per- 
forming your religious duties. Devo- 
tion to religious duties indicates that 
you aro firm in your faith and in the 
expression of that faith, by your ap- 
pearance here in church today and 
your approaching the altar and your 
reception of the Blessed Sacrament. 

"It is certainly a most appropriate 
moment to speak of the dangers v/hich 
beset tho youth of today, the only 
remedy against which is active and 
strong faith, which is a Christian 
inheritance, such as you are exliihiS 
Ing here today. And that is why I 
rejoice with you. 

"The dangers which besot you to- 
iay aro of such enormity and so <on- 
itantly before you and arcnmd yon 
hat only tho greatest firmness and de- 
/otion to your religious duties can 
iflcr any protection against them. T.i 
legin with, there is a great menace to 
he reverence and respect due to all 
luthority.

Break Came at Reformation 

"But, of course, the great break came 
with tho so-called Reformation in tlic 
16th century, when at that time there 
was an open rebellion against consti- 
tuted religious discipline and authority, 
and it is only a -short stop toward dis- 
obtdienco of civil authority. They, of 
course, could foresee very little of the 
monstrous consequence of open rebel- 
lion at that time, but I think the e.v«:< 
of mn.ny of them are open to the fact 
that if tho gate Is open wido against 
all obedienco and discipline, that at 
once there is a menace to the very 
foundations of society itself. 

'In the main, whatever the logical

"All well-bred people, Protestant as 
well as Catholic, were brought up in 
tho norms of filial respect and rever- 
onca toward whoever had a right to 
command or direct them. But of late 
there Is, all over tho world, a very 
delugre of rebellious and Inflammatory 



normal thing in the world for children 
to be brought up with respect for their 
elders and their families and we 
were nil happy in that spirit of docili- 
ty and oiicdience, while we were chil- 
dren. That accounts for the normal 
attitude, wliich people before tho pres- 
ent ago assumed toward their elders, 
whether of the family or tho State or 
the church. 

"It was a normal thing for the chil- 
dren to be brought up in that atmos- 
phere and an unnormal child was a 
raro exception. But they, of course, 
had the natural spirit of youth and 
here and there, there were acts of dis- 
obedience, which g(tes without saying. 
But that time-and it is not so very 
long ago-nothing else was taught in 
.school. Now it seems to be the fact to 
train the children to disrupt every- 
thing, except their own impulses.

'Honor 
thy father and thy mother' was one 
of the Commandments given to Moses, 
and the Jewish people, during all time 
until recently, undcrstocKl the full 
meaning of this and of other respon- 
siljilities of parental authority and 
filial obedience.

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MAYOR CURLEY DEFENDS PROJECTS 
WHICH GIVE JOBS T O UNEMPLOYED 

Replies to Char^ of "Reckless Extravagance" 

Made by Tax Association— That Group Attacked 

And Supported in City Council Meeting 



The r*o«nt statement of the Massa- 
cbusetta Tax Association charging 
"recklesn and needless extravagance" 
In certain construction projects by 
Boston officials to relieve unemploy- 
ment brought fourth a statement yes- 
terday from Mayor Curley and also 
came up In the City Council, where 
Councilor Donovan of East Boston at- 
tacked the association and Alexander 
Whiteside, Its vice president, while 
Councilor Norton of Hyde Park de- 
fended the association. 

Mayor Curley, referring to the East 
Boston Strandway aui the filling of 
South Bay, declared the benefits that 
will accrue are not confined merely to 
the giving employment, but afford 
additional industrial and recreational 
opportunities. "Sane spending Is In- 
telligent economy," eaid the Mayor. 

Councilor Donovan told the Council of 
the advantages of the Strandway pro- 
ject. He said the Massachusetts Tax 
Association might be composed of ex- 
cellent tax abatement experts against 
the city, but that they did not know 
the needs of the city.

Deplores "Luxuries" 

The project was classed as a luxury

Mayor's Statement

chusetti Tax Association, in a recent 
statement, deemed it expedient to ap- 
ply the term 'reckless and needless 
extravagance' to certain projects ad- 
vocated by officials of Boston in an 
attempt to relieve unemployment. It 
is to be hoped that such a careless and 
far-wide-of-the-mark statement will 
not blind the citizens of the community 
to an !nte!!!£:ent consideration of the 
facts. 

"An excellent presehtation of such 
facts Is to be found In a report, re- 
ceived by me today, relative to the 
work of the Public Welfare Depart- 
ment. This report contains the follow- 
ing significant statement: 'It Is worth 
noting that the rise in Boston's relief 
for this period (January, 10.30-Fobru- 
ary, 1031) would have been somewhere 
over $700,000 Instead of $578,000.' 

"The difference between the two fig- 
ures used In this statement Is approxi- 
mately $125,000 for one month, or. ou 
the basis of a year. $1„500,000. In other 
words, if the trend of Bo.ston'.s ex- 
penditures for relief has followed that 
displayed throughout the country. It

The conference in the mayor's office 
was attended by the transit commis- 
sioiiers and the members of the plan- 
ning board.

Mayor Curley will not. bs a CHndldate 
for a fourth term as Mayor In li);i8, he 
told his departinent heads In /arewoU 
conference this morning, pieparatorj 
to his stoanilng for Europe from New 
York Friday.

DIRECTORY ISSUED

Lists Some 8000 Persons— Gov Ely and Mayor 
Curley, \\liose Pictures Are in It, Receive Copies 



Gov Ely and Mayor Curley yesterday 
received in the mall complimentary 
copies of the latest edition of the Chi- 
nese bUHlne.ss directory of New Eng- 
land, and both oflicials were flattered 
and amused to see their names in Chl- 
n'?so in captions for the published por- 
traits of both in the volume. 

Wong C. Poy, leading Boston China- 
town merchant, assembled the material 
for the directory. There are some 8000 
Chinamen in New Enf,'.and. and tlie 
business enterprises a"o listed by 
States. 

Of thi.s total about 4500 live In Gre,H- 
er Boston, and Mr Poy says there are 
approximatel.v .3000 Chinamen, 1000 chil- 
dren and 150 Chinese women. There 
are about 200 Chlne.se families In Bo.s- 
ton's Chinatown, Harrison av, Beach. 
7'vler, Oxf(»rd and fTudson sts. In what 
used to bo Irish residential territory, 
called the Old South Cove. 

The Chinese people are proudest of 
their numbcr.s In New England educa- 
tional institutions, and the names of 
the Chinese students at Harvard iTni- 
verslty and Massaohusctt.s Institute of 
Technology are listed In the directory. 
There are 80 at Harvard and .''.5 at 
Tech, ns well as other smaller groups 
at Boston and Tufts Colleges, H.ad- 
cllfTe, Wellesley, Smith, Mount Holyoke 
and Yale Colleges, to any nothing of 
tho.ie in fine arts and music schools. 

There are 70 Chinese restaurants li 
ICtuisachusetts, of which 40 are in Bos- 



ton. Tliere are some 1500 hand laun- 
dries, conducted by Chinamen in Great- 
er Boston, a little less than half of 
Which are scattered throughout the 
city proper. Then there are four wet- 
wash laundries In Boston, conducted 
by Chinamen who have learned ma- 
chine processes. 

Chinamen began to migrate to the 
United States to join the California 
"gold rush" In 1840, the volume tolls, 
but the Hrst Chinamen to arrive in 
Boston came In 1868. 

These Chinamen were member.^ of a 
diplomatic mission, but a few years 
afterward their humbler countrymen 
made their way East to Boston. At 
the visitation of the official delegation, 
Mayor ShurtlefT tendered them a din- 
ner in the old St James Hotel (no-.v 
the Franklin Square House), which 
was, at that time, Boston's finest ho- 
tel, centered in what was the city's 
best residential section, prior to the 
filling In of what was to be the Back 
Bay, reclaimed from what was the 
Charles River. At this dinner Gov 
Bullock, Senator Charles Sumner. Dr 
Oliver Wendell Holmes (father of Jus- 
tice Holmes) and Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son welcomed the visitors. 

While most of the Chinamen at pres. 
ent In Boston have come by way or 
tlie Golden Gete, numbers have come, 
and are coming, through Canadian 
porta and by way of Seattle, Wash. 
The Greater Boston Chinese popula- 
tion has about doubled In two decades, 
Ur Foy asserts.

The Mas.5ach\isptts Tax Association 
wa.s yesterday assailed and defended ai 
City Hall liecause of its rritlcism ol 
"recklPfs and needless extravagance" Ir 
building and construction projects ad- 
vocated by Mayor Curley.

rtHLEYS RF.PLY 

The auswrr of Mayor Curley read in 
part: 

It i.s unfortunate that the Mas.sa- 
chusetts Tax Association, in a re- 
cent statement, deemed it exped- 
ient to apply the term "reckles.s 
and needless extravagance" t,o cer- 
tain building and construction pro- 
jects advocated by officials of the 
city of Bcston, in an attempt to 
relieve existing unemployment. In 
one hrealli the commission labelled 
the jirnject in question as being 
vain and superfluous and charged 
the officials concerned with care- 
lessnes.s and thoughtlessness. It 
i.'? to be hoped that such a care- 
less and far wlde-of-the-mark 
statement will not blind the citi- 
zens of the community to an intel- 
ligent consideration of the true 
fact.s. 

An excellent presentation of such 
facts is tx3 be foimd in a report re- 
ceiicd by me today, from th« so- 
cial agencies of the city, relative 
to the work of the public welfare 



department. This report contains 
the following significant statement, 
"It i."; worth noting, however, that 
the rise in Boston's relief for this 
period (.January 1930 — February 
19311 would have been .somewhat 
over $700,000 instead of $578,000." 
The riifTerencc between the two 
flcurcs used in this statement is 
apiuoximatcly $12.3,000 for one 
mo}ith. or, on the basis of a year, 
,«1 .son nnn in ,ithf>r wnrHs. If tho 
trend of Boston's expenditure.'! for 
relief had followed that displayd 
tliroughout the country, it would bo 
necessary to provide by direct ta.\- 
ation, in addition to what akeady 
has been provided in the biidfrrt, 
an amount equivalent to an in- 
crease in the tax rat« of seventy- 
eight cents.

Murray in tiiree 
o.ireols. other propert.v owners are Wil- 
l;;uu II. and Rose Ring, t^harles P, Mat- 
thews and Herman X. Haas. 

Though this large taking, N'.bich a.-- 
' ording to the mayor will mean an outlay 
of at lea.st $150,000, has been in th* 
minds of the street commission's engi- 
neers, the plans for a wider Center

After careful, detailed study, the Bos- 
ton Council of Social Agencies endorses 
the integrity of Boston's unpaid board 
of public welfare, and linds that iu view 
of all the dilTiculties the department's 
administration of relief work during the 
winter deserves high commendation.

Mayor Curley, on Eve of Sailing, 

Says North German Lloyd Is 

Interested in Boston Plan

NEW YORK, May 8 -Sailing for 
PlymouUi, Eng, on the liner Frani;f 
tills afternoon. Mayor James M. 
Curley of Bo,ston said that as a re- 
sult of conferences here with of- 
ficials of the North German I^Ioyd 
Mrie, he has high hopes of seeing 
four-day crossings of the Atlantic 
inaugurated direct from Boston. 

North German Lloyd officials, the 
Mayor said, were interested in Bos- 
ton railway facilities at the Boston 
plsrs, and the devclopmuni. of an air 
terminal at, Kasl Boston. 

The Mayor pictured the Bremen 
and the Europa using Boston as a 
port instead of New York, and savInK 
Chicago passengers a day and a half 
and New York passengers & day by 
eliminating 250 miles of ocean travel. 

Four Days Away 

Present also at tho conference with 
German steamship officials were Col 
Thomas J. Johnston and Charles E. 
Ware of the Fort Authority. 

With both pLane.s and «teampr-train 
connections at Uc-iton witli New York 
Hnd the VVe,st, the Major argued, New 
York should be only four days and 
four hours away from Europe, with 
Chicago 41, days away. 

"We talked the matter over briefly," 
leclared Mayor Curley, "ancl from the 
nterest tliat I found 1 am encouraged 
■a make a. survey of European port 
conditions and hold conferences with 
iuropean steamship men, 

"X asked these New York ofHcials 
o come to Boston May 19 to consider 
he feaelbllity of trying out our idea, 
vlth a view to the ultimate establish- 
nent of four-day sailings. They 
greed to come, and later aft^r my 
eturn we shall have another chat. 

"My argument to them was that 
toston was about 250 miles nearer to 
luTope than any other American port 
n the Atlantic Coast, and that, wo 
ali«ve tJwt }f the North German 
iloyl or soma other oompany caw ttt 
> estafcl^ah that aainng It 4rcnild prove 
ttirraaJJ advantageous to the port

One )«iint on which he wns partlcu- 
Kirly emi)h.'iti<-, whs th:i( he wanted 
more Ko.ston express bo.its of tho fu- 
ture to stop (it some port of the Irish 
Free State, probably Cot^h. and that 
the talks which he planned with offi- 
ci.Tls of Franco and Italy would have 
siJnlI;ir import. 

Briefly, Mayor Curley has gone to 
rCuropc with the Idea In mind of "sell- 
ing" Boston to Europe. The various 
rallro.-Kls. ho Indicated to the steam- 
ship officials, were. heartily In favor of 
the idea, and would furnish every fa- 
cility thet one might expect to all 
points.

"I have several things In vit/vr on 
my trip," he asserted, "but tho main 
thing we are interested in is getting 
steain.>>hiij busines, and wo are going 
to" get it."

By the time that the Mayor 
had nanaea over iii* uiinga 10 xne 
porters, a sergeant appeared and re- 
ported. 

The trip to the dock with the ac- 
companiment of the motorcycles was 
made in record time and Mr Curley 
and his daughter, Mary, had ample op- 
portunity to receive the niimorous 
friends who were waiting for them on 
the ship.

The row, which has l^ccn brewing for 
;everal weeks, burst widc-ofK'n last 
light when Walter Oilman Page, chair- 
nan of the commission, at liis home on 
"lantucket, termed Walter K. Watkin,", 
lecreiary of the organization, "a little 
3it senile" and said he has been u-sing 
jower he doesn't )>o,s.se,'is. 

Mr. Watkins. however, a.v;erted that 
the first tlie members of the commis- 
sion-knew of a contract heiuR awarder 
to John F. Paramino, the sculptrn'. fni 
the two tablets was when they rear 
about it in tlie newsp.ipers, tiiat hr 
has notified the .sculptor not to pc 
ahead with the work, and that the 
commission had nRrecd to pay not more 
than $800 apiece for tablets, unless they 
were of out-standine importance, while 
the contemplated tablet.s will cost ,$inO(l 
apiece. 

Charles K. Bolton, librarian nt. the 
Boston Athenaeum. rpsiene<1 from the 
commission about a week a«o. In his 
lett^-r to Mayor Curley he stated thftt 
he was KolnR to t«kp n trip to Kurope 
for his health and would he imable to 
coiitlnue as p member of the commis- 
sion. 

Althoush Mr. B'llton dc<liiicd to 
comment, on his resicnalinn last nich' 
It, was learned that the real rea.son Is 
because he has been dissatisfied with 
the work the comini.ssion has been do- 
hiR. /..s,sociatcs declaird that Mr. Bol- 
ton, as well as other members ot the 
commission keenly rccnled the fact 
mat a contract harf bpeti awnrdeO b(v 
the city for t.he prectlnn of lh« tAhiPl/i 
without the full »u(horlMt.|on of the 
commi.s.sion. 

It was pointed out that memberji of 
the commission had voted In favor of 
small, short, inscriptions on the tablets. 
With pictures eliminated. The tablets 
as proposed now, however, call for pic- 
tures. 

Questioned x-i t/> the slatun of tlT" 
tablets last nlpht Mr. Pa«e declared 
that the siib]pct is hfloR studied liy the 
commission and the inscriptions which 
will be placed on them are belnn ar- 
ranged. He continued: 

I think you'll And that, the tab- 
lets win go up. This whole thine 



la ail an error on the part of the 
secretary. Mr, Watkins assumed 
powers that he didn't possess and 
there has been nothing offlclBl 
back of his actions. No vote has 
evpi-" been pa.s.s<'d by tho commis- 
sion, to my knowledge, which would 
give anybody any reason to as- 
sume that the tablets wouldn't be 
erected 

We have tabletfl on the Old 
South Meeting Hou.se and on T-'an- 
piiil Hall and there Isn't any rea- 
.son win- we .shouldn't have them 
on the old State 'House. The mayor 
lia.s signed the contract and I've 
signed it and as far as I am con- 
cerned the tablet-s are going up. I 
don't know of any higher au- 
thority than the mayor, 

I think iliat the .secretary ot 
the comml.slon lias been very rtis- 
loyal. He ha.s sflrred this thing 
up and it has resulted in a lot of 
.societies prot/'stlng against the 
tablets. He has pa.s.sed out, a lot 
of misinformation and people have 
l)epn led to lylieve that the old 
State Hou.se was going to be dis- 
figured. 

Tlie .secretary knew that the In- 
scriptions .suggested for the tab- 
let.s were oniv tentative and thai 
they were not absolutelv adopted 
and yet, he criliclspfl them. The 
whole matter will be .spilled at 
the next meeting which will prob- 
ably be held in alwnt two weeks, 

SO(;iKriES PROTE.ST 

Mr. Walklns, however, maintained 
that the tablets have never been au- 
thorized by the commission and that he 
notified Sculptor Paramlno not t<i go 
ahead with them because he didn't 
want the city held li.-ible for them. 

It nl.so was learned that further fuel 
was added to the row when Chairman 
Page warned all the members of the 
ccmmission not t:) pav anv attention 
to Mr, Watkins's communications af- 
ter the latter liad called a mcrting of 
the body. 

The Bostonian Society and the Copley 
Society have both protested again.^t the 
erection of the tablets. The Rostonian 
Society meets in the old Stale House 
but ina.smueh as the society leases the 
building from the city it has no con- 
trol over what, shall go on the outside 
of the structure. 

Wilfred F. Kelley of the Dorchester 
high school for boys and a member 
of the commi'sltui said that he under- 
stood thai a meeting will be held m Ihr 
ni'nr future by the commission at which 
the whole matter will be thrashed out. 
He said that he was not pre.srni at the 
original meeting when the matter of 
the t.iblcis was bi-ouglit up but he 
undeistood no final vole has ever been 
taken by the commission. The ohly 
one taken that he was awaie of. he 
said, was a vole to lefer the whole 
matter to a EUb-commiltee. 'fhl.s sub- 
commit lee is expected to report at the 
ii'^'xt meeting, he said.

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POUnCS AND POLITICIANS

The Legislative Committee on Elec- 
tion Laws, as was expected, has re- 
ported a bill providing for pie-primary, 
political conventions in fhia State, but 
it is by no means certain that the act 
will go through the Houae and Senate ; 
according to current rumor the pro- 
posed legislation is acceptable to the 
upper branch and must stand or fail 
In the House. 

One prominent Democrat. Repre- 
sentative Roland D. Sawyer of Ware, 
favors the bill, but the attitude of 
i most of tlie members of that party is 
f In doubt. The Republicans will be in- 
I fluenced by the attitude of their State 
I Committee, but some Republicans will 
probably hesitate about supporting a 
bill T.'hich, its opponents say, takes 
something away from the voters. 

As a matter of theory, the argu- 
ment against the pre-prliuary conven- 
tion is not very convincing. No mat- 
ter what It does, the people will have 
an opportunity in the primary to ac- 
cept or reject the advice which the 
convention ha.s given. But the im- 
piirtant practical feature is tliat the 
candidates endorsed by the convention 
will have a great advantage in the 
primary over those who run without 
that approval, and It Is probable that 
In most cases the former will win in 
the primary. There will be excep- 
tional ca.ses. Some candldatoF would 
doubtless pi-efer to run without the 
endorseraent of the ''machine." In 
general, however, nomination by the 
convention will be a great asset in the 
prim.-iry. Perhaps it should be so. 

Lieut Gov William S. Toungmau has 
taken a decided stand against the prc- 
I primary convention. He believes, ap- 
parently, that It Is designed to prevent 
his nomination tor the Governorship 
In 1932, but the chances are that he 
need not worry on that score. Unless 
conditions changs In the next ttrv 
months, he will probably hav» no op- 
position In tiie primary, Irrespective of 
the fact whether there will or will 
not be a pire-prtmary convention. The 
truth is that moat of th». ambitious 
Republicans are not anxious to run 
against Gov Ely; they are willing to 
frlve Mr Youngman his opportunity 
l.ccauso they think he will prol)ably 
bo defeated at the polls and thus leave 
the field open two years later, when 
Ihe Pcmocrats will have to present a 
new candidate for Governor. 

One hoars every day that Ex-Gov 
Al vnn T. Fuller and Ex-Gov Frank G. 
.Allen propose to be candidates for the 
I Republican nomination for Governor 
1 in 1932, but it seems a good bet that 
neither will run until the prohibition 
question ceases to trouble the party 
in the State. 

■ A bout Gov Ell/ 

Another current rumor Is that Gov 
I Ely will not bo a candidate for a sec- 
j onrt term. A close friend of Mayor 
I Curley said Just before the election last 
November that Mr Ely had promised 
i not to run again under any clroum- 
I stjinces, but thoso stories are on a. par 
'•with the statements of candidates tor 
' public olHco who say the Governor has 
promised to appoint them. Such re- 
ports must be viewed in the light of all 
the circumstances— the most Important 
of which Is that the people who «prea.4 



them would like to have them prove 
true. 

No one could blame Gov Ely If he 
made up his mind that two years in 
the Governor's chair were enough. Ho 
is dally almost overcome by applicants 
for office. He has had, and will prob- 
aWy continue to have, trouble with a 
hostile Legislature, whose members 
think tliey are bound by tho laws gov- 
erning political strategy, to oppose him 
whenever they can, although they have 
tho greatest admiration for him as an 
IndlvidTial. Tho Governor has had all 
tho honor his present offlcra can give 
lilni. He is not one of those who are 
content merely to wear the badge of 
ofiico; he wants to do things. 

In spite of all these facts, however, 
he will probably run for another terra 
unless he has given his word that he 
would not, and It Is reasonably safe tc 
assume that he has not done that. 
Most ofEce-holders are tMsposed to look 
for that "vindication" which reelection 
alone can give. 

Another reasonable assumption Is 
that no Democrat can defeat Gov Ely 
In the primary If the Governor decidef 
to run. It Is common knowledge that 
Mayor Ourley would like to be Govern- 
or; he has said so himself. The Mayor 
possesses great political strength not 
only in Bo.ston, but In the State at 
large, and yot few experienced poli- 
ticians believe he would luw« much of 
any chance v^ taking the nomination j 
away from Gov Ely; they feel confi- | 
dent the Mayor will not make tho at- I 
tempt, but wili wait until tho present 
Governor has had his second term, If 
he cares for it. 

If Gov Ely made it known today, or 
did so In tile next few months, that he 
has had all he wants of the Governor- 
ship, there would bo a real scramble 
for the Reputilican nomination for that 
olilce. In .-ipite of the troubles caused 
by tho prohibition issue, there are 
plenty of Republicans who would be 
glad to run against Mr Curley, or al- 
most any oilier candidate the Demo- 
crats could find, but the pro.spc ct of 
opposing a Democratic candldiito for, 
reelection at a time when tho Repub- 
lican party is divided on prohlbiti-m 
deter.? everybtxiy except Mr Youngni:iii, 
i who, naturally enough, looks for pro- 
motion and believes he can be elected. 

I The Boston Elevated 

The troubles of the Bo.ston Elevated 
have apparently not been endcrl by 
I the bill which the Committee on Ways 
and Means has reported to tho I.,cgl3- 
lature. Its opponents are many. Some 
think toe system should be turned 
back to tho sttK'kholdcrs; others be- 
lieve tho State, as represented by the 
Transit District, should buy tiio prop- 
erty; still others object to various 
jirovlslons in the bill, especially to the 
one that tho period of public opera- 
tion shall run for 28 years unless tho 
district in the meantime takes over 
the ronrl. 

Most people believe that the friends 
of public ownership can make little 
headway against the bill recently re- 
ported by the committee with. It Is 
said, tho approval of Gov FJly. Tho 
Governor has brought It about tliat 
tho Transit District i.T a tew years 
can buy tho common stock of the Ele- 
vated at ffi5 a share. It seems im- 
probable that the Legislature will now 
proceed under the act of 1918. which 
provldee that the prlo* tor the etook 



shall be fill a share. Even those wno 
favor public ownership — and It Is 
knowTj that Gov Ely himself Is in 
that group — cannot fall to see the ad- 
vantage of waiting. There Is, of 
course, the possibility that the system 
can be operated most of the time with- 
out a deficit. In which case the price 
for the stock would not go as low as 
J85, but even then the bill now be- 
fore the Legislature provides that tlio 
stock shall be acquired at not more 
than $105. 

There is also the contingency that, 
if another long fight develops, tho 
members of the LegIsia.turo may be- 
come thoroughly disgusted with the 
whole situation, as they almost were 
two years ago, and vote to turn the 
property back to Its ow^nors, placing 
the responsibility on tliem to control 
and manage their own system. Many 
troubles are in sight In that path. If 
the stockholders uf the road regain 
posesslon of their road, they may de- 
cide to raise the fares, to cut down 
tho wages of tho employes, or take 
other steps which would be distasteful 
to tho public. .And yet it is not beyond 
tho range of possibility that the Legis- 
lature may become so provoked that 
it will seize the opportunity to wash 
Its hand.s clean on tho subject. 

Tho Indications at tho moment are 
that tho bill Just reported has a better 
chance of passage than any of the 
a.c.t3 considered in previous sefcislons 
of the Ixigislaturc, but no one would 
ho greatly surprised if another fail- 
ure occurred, and the existing condi- 
tions went on for another year. ;

Why did .o' .somebody notify I lie .scliool 
eommiltee? What i.s the purpose of tiiis euriou.s 
measure? Will the new law hamper Rehool- 
house BuildinR Commi.ssioner Louis K. Rourke, 
just as he is gettinr; into his stride in the im- 
portant duties committed to him? Will Ihe bill 
complicate matters whicli Ihe new syst"in. 
adopted as the reinilt of the .school survey, was 
intended to simplify? 

It is not very surprising that the nature of 
the bill was not noticed by the ordinary specta- 
tor of legislative proceedings. It was described 
as "legislation relative to the applicRt:o-.i of the 
law relative to the construction, alteration and 
maintenance of buildings in the city of Boston 
and to the giving of certain notices by the 
build 'ns commip.'-ioner of said city." To read 
the bill would \,\y no information to the aver- 
age intelligpnt p?rson. It .simply said that a 
cci-nin section of a certain law of IPl,'^. as 
amended by a certain .ser-tion of ;> l:iw of Hi.'i, 
and as amended arain in 1923, should be lurllicr 
amended by the .substitution of a new section 
entirely. And nil there is in this .substitution ts 

this: 

The provisions of tills act shall not apply 
to public hiiThwuy mid railway bridges, 
quays or wharves, nor to buildings belong- 
ing 'to and occupied by the thiited States or 
the commonwealth, nor to railroad stations 

Iu.sed eNclusivcly Jor railroad purposes, nor 
to voting booths erected and maintained by 
the board of election ccrmmissioners. 
It is an omi.ssion in the substitution which 
disturbs the school committee. The oiipmal 
law contained a'.so this exception: 

nor to portable or permanent 
school buildings erected and maintained by 
the schoolhouse department. 
Those words are left out of the new law. 
The school committee, and doubt!e.=s the new 
< schoolhou?:e commi.ssion, a.s well a.s Louis K. 
\ Rourke, would like to know why. 

The a-t as a whole deals with the duties 
of the building commi.ssioncr and with our 
building Inws. II contains requirements as to 
l.ssuance and revocation of building permits and 
his authority to order the stopping of work on 
any structure until he allows resumption. The 
section, now amended, exempted from the all- 
's thority of the commi.ssioner certain building.'!

belonging lo Siinolk county. The effect ol the 
law. therefore, i.s to require the .schoolhouRfi 
commission to deal with the building commi.s- 
sioner at City Hall (n a degree that was not re- 
quired before.

' ' THE RAILROAD CHESSBOARD 

Mayor Ciirley of Boston thinks that the four main trunk Inie 
railroad systems which will probably be constitutt'd as the result of re- 
cent negotiations, should be granted sections of tlie New England rail- 
roads, to establish free eonipetition. He ha.s written to the New Eng- 
land governors' railroad committee that the Pennsylvania railroad is 
credited with having acciuired a working control of the New Haven and 
nostxDn and Maine railroads, and as the New York Central controls the 
Boston and Albany, he is satisfied that at the present time the main 
railroad lines of New England are already in the hands of outside in- 
terests. He favors giving a New England outlet to \Aic. Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad and also to the Van Sweringen system, so as to place these 
lines In active comix'tition with the Pennsylvania and New York Central. 
If this can't be done, then he wants steps taken to divorce the New 
Haven and Boston and Maine from the control of the Pennsylvania. But 
if the Pennsylvania tln-oiigh subsidiaries and stock ownership does really 
control the New Ha^en and Boston and Maine, it would not be likely to 
relinquish its Interest without a long and hard fig'ht. 

Then there is the plan actively backed by Providence business in- 
terests, which would divide up the control of most of the New England 
companies among six different trunk lines. Enthusiasm in the Rhode 
Island city for this plan seems to be excited by a hope, which looks 
slightly visionary elsewhere, that such a move would lead to an extensive 
seaport development in their city. Boston's experience, however, has 
shown that seaport business is not wholly easy to obtain or keep. The 
majority sentiment around here lias felt that If there was to be any mer- 
ger, it should \x a combination of the Boston and Maine and the New 
Haven under New England ownership. But while our people have de- 
bated others have acted, and control today, as Mr. Curlr.v concludes, 
may lie outside of our section. Some might a.sk, whether New England 
financial Interests could not acquire a sufficient block of these stocks 
even now, with prices of Boston and Maine around 60, and New Haven 
around 90, to exercise a powerful influence in the policies and future of 
these roads?

The s-.eaker h.nl uttered but a half dozon -words -when he was 
l»aule<i vi, irougly away to a polive station, a portion of the crowd fol- 
lowing hrm. A second Cimununist took up the address where the first 
was interru, i -il. but he met the same fate, and a portion of the crowil. 
followed him .>ii his w;iy to durance. .-V third speaker began, and the 
process was ri|ii'a<ed, Meanwliile, tlie disturbance attracted others 
and the crowd ^'.i w t') .--cveral huiilred.

The second way to disarm him 
is to permit liim to talk unmol.vsted. Our Conimunsts in Boston take 
«xcee-.iing care that they talk in i).a,-e.s where it is certain police will 
interfere. If they are arre.-ted. ii they succeed in receiving an odd 
•poke on the jaw fiom a policeman tliey then become martyrs and, of 
fourse, every cause thrives on maityidom.

During the past few weeks, editorials have a,p- 
peared in several papers of nearby communities 
against the proposed plan for annexing to Bos- 
ton several small towns for the purpose of ex- 
tending the Metropolitan area. 

Of the many editorials which have been read 
by us on the subject, one which appeared in the 
Canton Journal seems to cover the question the 
most thoroughly and we reprint it here in part ag 
further proof that we have not been alone in dis- 
couraging from the beginning an idea which would 
terminate our fondest ideals: 

"There is an increasing agitation at present for 
a Greater Boston. Mayor Curley, of course, is 
anxious to see Boston take a more prominent po- 
sition among the big cities of our country. Accord- 
ing to Mayor Curley's first plan, each town and 
city entering this larger municipality was to re- 
tain its own individuality and self government. 
This would be a grand thing for Boston, but we as 
yet fail to see how the small town would benefit. 

"But the Greater Boston battle which has al- 
ready started at the State 1 louse is a different 
proposition. The present bill calls for the forma- 
tion of a municipal corporation. Professor Beal 
was chairman of a committee to make a study of 
the subject. Under the terms of his measure, the 
cities and towns in the metropolitan district would 
be federated into a city to be called Metropolitan 
Boston. 

"Each municipality in the district would be a 
borough, while the whole municipality would be 
governed by a .president, elected from the dis- 
trict at large, and a council consisting of one 
member from each borough for each 20,000 
population. 

"Just imagine how little Canton (Norwood) 
would have to say about its own government? 
Corporation Counsel Silverman of the City of 
Boston urges that either of these plans be report- 
ed favorably. Silverman is opposed to the sub- 
mitting the question to a referendum vote to the 
citizens of the cities affected but thinks the Legis- 
lature could remedy the situation. 

"This would seem to be a high handed proced- 
ure, might should not make right. I he smaller 
towns should have the right to decide whether 
they wish to remain an individual town, governed 
by their own citizen.s or become the lai! end of 
a big city, governed by voters who have no inter- 
est outside of their own locality." 



Practically every other town that has come un- j 
der the proposed plan has voiced these same sen- ! 
:iments. From the beginning we have been of the ■ 
jelief that v/ith thi; realization of such an idea, 
*^orwood would immediately lose its individual- 
ity — its greatest asset at the present time. 

The idea should not have its origin in Boston,

\p City and Town Highways 

Three bills iireseiiled lo the LesislaUire this 
year call for the rtistribiitiou of a imrtioii of the 
revenue res^fived by the stale from the ;;asoUiie 
tax anions the cities and towns for highway (on- 
stniction. A bill by Mayor Ciirley proposes that 
half the Kasoline receipts be so distributed. 

Objections are raised lo inlerferina so seriously 
with the ronstriirtive plannins ot state officials for 
the future development of the roads of the com- 
monwealth and they seem based on sound loRic. 
But the fundamental Idea behind the proposition 
presented is also sound. Any motorist wlio moves 
nutside his own bailiwick frequently undergoes tlie 
unpleasant experience of riding along over heaui:- 
fnl pavements until he comes to the bounds of ;i 
city or town, there to jounce and .iolt along until 
the state-maintained highway is reached again. 

Already the state highway people have lilieriti- 
ized their methods and bring the stale road much 
closer to the center of thickly populated communi 
lies. The Paxlon road was carried by the stale lo 
Tatnuck square and the new llolden roiul w.'s 
l,ronght well this side of the city line. It would b- 
profitable to all motorists who tour the state lo 
have this policy extended even more. 

The main highways Into and through th.- 
tnwns and cities of the state are used by many 
thousands of molorists from outside the communi- 
,iP, in which they lie. Aulomobllisis from all over 
the state and neighboring slates have an interest 
in the paving of (Jrafton street, Shrewsbury street. 
West Bovlston street. IMeasanl street. .Main street, 
and l.in.oln street. They also have an Interest in 
Park avenue, now only partially brought up lo date. 
Thev have an interest in I he widening, regrading. 
and repaving of Hi.--hland slroot and nelmoni 
vtreel for the.se are lo form a ronne<tlng link be- 
■,ween the East and North and West. They have 
an interest in the completion of Chahdier street lo 
Tatnuck square. 

It would be well worth while for the .slate to 
consider more liberal aid in the development of 
municipal road work like that mentioned. All cities 
in the commonwealth have similar thorougllfllrei^ 
the proper development of which means much to 
,1,0 entire motor riding public. The state cou'd 
insist upon a proper widening, p sound gradin?; 
,,o,i,v, and a substanliai type of paving if sta e 
,Tid were to hr granted and thereby assure wo.-k 
that was well planned and properly executed. 

Experience has made it p^ain that city and lowi 
...venues are not sufficient to enable Ihem lo keep 
abreast of the increasing demands of traffic .. 
larger measure of .state aid within communities 
proper would go far toward promoting greater 
highway progress. If legislation is re.).iired to make 
this possible it should be passed and this can 
,.asilv he done without depriving the stale officla.s 
of all authority relative to the expenditure of bal, 
,he funds now at their disposal for that purpose.

"Speaking over the radio during the 
primary campaign I said that immedi- 
ately following my election I would 
call a conference of leaders of busi- 
ness, of labor, economists, and heads 
of state bureaus to co-operate along 
the lines of the plan laid out by the 
industrial conference of 1921 for the 
relief of unemploymenl. 

"It is an extraordinary thing — in

"The full force and effect of the 
stock market collapse was apparent 
last November. Immedialely in its 
wake, as everyone knows, hundreds of 
thousands of men were thrown out of 
employment in all sections of the 
country.

■As conditions got worse after the 
first of tin- year Gov. Allen took no 
steps toward having tlu' state meet 
them.

Most of tliein were .sum- 
marily rejected. I have been unable to 
learn" that I he Governor ever sent for 
leaders of tlie Legislature or propo- 
nents of these resoliilions to take any 
steps whatever to have proper legis- 
lation jjassed so that I he state miglit 
successfully combat Ihi' unemiiloyment 
problem. One resolution to appropri- 
ate money to provide for employment 
during periods of general depression 
was referred to the next annual ses- 
sion. Const ruclivc ijroposals jiroviding 
for the eslablishniMit of a slate re- 
serve fund for the purpose of employ- 
ing citizens on public works in tini'S 
of business depression were promptly 
allowed to withdraw. Such funds have 
been in existence in some other stalls 
fen' years. A petition relative to com- 
piling more complete statistics con- 
cerning labor and wages by the De- 
partment of Labor and Industries wa.s 
given leave to withdraw, as was a 
similar iiroposal which was reported 
favorably but rejecled by the Senate. 
Finally one proposal was allowed to 
pass, that providing for a special com- 
mission not to go ahead and plan to 
meet tin? unemployment .situation but 
to investigate it and consider possible 
remedies 

"On Oct. 1. LeRoy Swectser, head ol 
Ihe Department of Labor and Indiis- 
ines, invited to ihe State House ii 
number of social and industrial expert' 
interested in the unemployment prob- 
lem. 

"The Governor did not even attenc 
that conference. Mr. Swcetser had nf 
plan to l)ring forward, no dcflniti 
ideas of organization or procedure. Hi 
merely proposed tlie aijpolntment ol 
a number of committees 'to investi- 
gate,' ■ 

"The Democratic platform confirms 
my suggestion. Speaking upon that 
plank before the convention. I said: 
The task whicli immediately confronts 
our parly is to create an economic 
condition by co-operative ellort that 
will result in wider distribulion of the 
profits of industry. Following my elec- 
tion I propose to call a conference of 
leaders of business, of labor, rcono- 
mist.s and heads of state bureaus.' The 
Governor endeavors to tell you that he 
is responsible for an enlarged iMiilding 
program, and points with pride to the 
admlnislralion of his .social welfare 
work. In his inaugural of 1927, His 
Excellency, Alvan T. Fuller, said: 'By 
my direction. Ilie commission on ad- 
ministi-alion and finance has during 
the i)asl year made a careful study of 
Ihe building needs of tlie Coirimon- 
wcalth with a view to preparing a 
constiuclive program for a wise ex- 
pelidilure of capital outlay. This study 
has convinced me that the Common- 
wealtli must immediately meet largely 
increased expenditures for np'fi con- 
istruction it 11 is to live up to its obli- 
gations to the sick ami unlorlunate. 
Failure to provide funds for this 
would of necessity involve a lowering 
of our standards for care to a degree 
v^Jhich the citizens of Ma.ssaciiusetis 
would not apiMove.'

"It was under Gov. Puller's guidance 
lliat Ihe progress of social welfare im- 
provement was mapped oul. and to 
him belongs the credit of it. It was 
Gov. Fuller who formulated the plan

Long and Rupert S. Carven, the Bos- 
ton city auditor, for an hour and a 
half. When he e-ame out he told re- 
porters that the city of Bttston was 
going to spend $6,000,000 for public 
welfare work this year, an increase of 
approximately $2,000,000 over the 
I amount expended for the purpose last 
year and that he thought the state 
I ought to be willing to help the vari- 
ous municipalities meet .such added 
burdens, at legist In part, 
I Mayor Curley said he did not expect 
I that the state would pay the full 
I amount of the increase but thought it 
j might fairly iiay half.

lon. Tn view of the large consump- 
tion of gasoline tlirnughout the state

a period of four or five years. He- 
contly the real estate boards and 
other nrgaiii'7,ations interested in 
land and buildings spoke out against 
any further increase in the tax bur- 
den on real estate. They declared 
that real estate is carrying too much 
load now and their contentions are 
supported by high officials of the 
state department of corporations and 
taxation. 

In the proposal for increase in the 
jncomft tax there comes a protest 
from the business interest!. The 
point i.^ made that the income from 
business cannot properly be cut down 
to that extent, if we are to bring 
about a return of prosperity. The 
business men say thoy are the ones 
whose success will mean 'he return 
of normal conditions and they point 
out that any crippling of their bu.xi- 
Tiess now would liave far-reaching 
effect in continuing the period of 
depresfinn. In opposition to the 
proposed large increase in the in- 
come tax it is claimed that the pres- 
ent prices of products and the close 
margin of profits in most lines of 
business will not allow for such an 
increase in the income tax. 

Indications new are that the addi- 
tional burdens which have oome as 
n result of the long period of un- 
employment will have to be shared 
by a variety of interests. The gaso- 
line tax may properly bear a sub- 
stantial part of the cost of new road 
construction. The proposed increased 
poll tax for men and possibly the 
assessment of a small poll tax on 
■women may take care of the old-age 
pension requirements without much 
Jiard.ship. It may be found possible 
to raise the income tax sufficientlj 
to give a part of the revenue foi 
public relief disbursements, levying 
upon real estate the rest of what is 
required for that purpose, 

Vltimately we m;iy liave to come 
to a process where small taxes are 
levied here an<i there by the state 
to place upon the well-to-do the bur- 
den of caring for those who are un- 
fortunate. Long continuance of the 
period of unemployment will certain- 
ly have no other result than the ex- 
tension of taxation to cover tlie costs 
that come to tlie public. If we are 
to buy our way back to pros; -rity 
tiirough great programs of public 
work we will he.ve to pay the cost

Beacon Hill Awaits Fight 
On Two Important Issues

BOSTON, Mai-:h 9— Two confer- 
ences at the State, ilouao between 
Mayor Ciirley of Boflton and Gov- 
ernor Ely — the first of which pass- 
ed almost unnoticed — [ironiise to 
brin« one of the jsreat JcRislaitve 
bailies of years to JJwicon ilill. 

The Curley visit resulted in the 
proposal of the- Mayor that the 
state Income tax be raised l)y 10 
per rent, the additional tax to bo 
imposed on the 1030 reluriiK, 
uhioli were filed during January 
and February. Some iiuestiou of 
(■onstilulionalify as to such taxation 
on an old return lias been r.ii.sed 
but ua.s instanilly dismissed by 
Mayor Ourley, who pointed out 
that in 19 IS an additional tax was 
Imposed on foreign and domcfitic 
corporations to pay the war bonus. 

Curley wishes the revenue rai-'-'ed 
■by the additional slftte income lax 
to be returned to cities and towns 
to pay the enormous bills that are 
Incurrinjf to meet ths demands of 
poor relief in the.so dcpre."«5c'd 
economic times. 

Opposition to the Curley plan 
■will, of course, be tremendous and 
Is natural for no one. or no one 
class, wants his taxes raised. This 
additional tax would come out of 
th» rich and the prosperous, tliose 
fortunate enouf^h to have suffici- 
ent moiwy to bo subject to stute 
taxation. 

Propononts of the Curley in- 
come lax rais'^ plan — which al- 
though not absolutely endorsed by 
Governor Ely, is called by Ely as 
good a plan as any advanced to 
him — will argue that the nueded 
revenue is cominjf from the very 
eourca that should be made to pay. 

They point out that in order to 
meet •xcessive demands for ex- 
penditures because of hard times, 
dema.nds of the recently passed 
old ape pension law, etc., provisions 
aro already l^elnp advanced for 
taxinir the poor and those, who al- 
though tliey liavo some of the lux- 
uries of life, can by no stretch of 
Imagination be clawsod as wealthy. 
Proposals have been made ,or will 
very soon bo made at the State 
House, to increaso the gasoline tax 
by one cent, to liuu-ease the poll 
taxes for men by on« dollar, mak- 
ing it %Z instead of $2, and malt- 
ing: the new poll tax for wpinen 
$2, Instead of nothing-, as at pres- 
ent, and to increase the state tax. 

An lncrea«e of the state tax, it 
is pointed out, affects real estate 
and the ftm.nll iirenertv ownovo- 



increase in tlie gasoline tax af- 
fects every car driver, the owner 
of the flivver as well as the owner 
of the Rol Is, the owner of the 
cheap commercial vehicle as weU 
as the owner of the most costly 
van; increase of the poll tax for 
men and the creation of a poll lax 
for women affects everyone. Now 
the bulk of "everyone" Is not rich. 

Hence It will be pointed out 
when hearing's reopen on these t,!x- 
ation (luestion.s, all the proposed 
taxes, excepting the increase state 
income tax, would take money out 
of the iiome owner, who is poor 
or of moderate m"'ans. It will fur- 
ther bo contended that these great 
additional tax burdens cannot, and 
should not, be borne alone by lho.sc 
of the lower strata of eociety^fl- 
naiLcially speaking — and that some- 
thing should bo done to tap the re- 
sources of those higher In th» fi- 
nancial scale. 

Proponents of the increased 
state income t.-ix will n>ake much 
of a statement contained in the re- 
port of the cominitlne of taxation 
issued -April 2S, 1030, in which it 
was stated; "Every dollar of tax 
laid on machinery a.Uid real estate 
is a direct burden in competition 
but the fcxes raised from intangi- 
bles are not a burd<'n on industry,

The f|ue«tinn Is being asked on 
all sides, "Where is taxation lead- 
ing us; will there never lie an end 
of taxation?" The answer is that 
the present limes are pre.senting 
extraordinary nnancial problems, 
wliich were augmented by the last 
l/Cgislature, which passed a.n, old 
age peiiHion la,w without finding a 
source from which the revenue to 
meet the reriuirements of the law. 

Those who contract bills must 
be prepared to meet them; those 
who do not have an earning capa- 
city must receive a.sslslance from 
those who have — or go hungry. 
This applies to people In govern- 
ment groiiiis as to individuals. The 
problem of r^iisin^- money to meet 
dflma.n.da Is before the state. u 
must and of course will be met, but 
the meeting of It will be only .iftcr 
n n-oTYinndnns lerrlslntive struggle.'

Such an In- 
come tax increase, he snid, had been 
employed to meet the .soldiers' bonus 
after the war, ana later m making up 
a refund to national banks made nec- 
essary by a tax decision of the Su- 
preme Court.

Iji commenting upuii the proposal of th*" 
Ways and Means (A<mmittee of the Gpneral 
Court to finance an advance proji;rMm of piibli.: 
works by short term not-.", governor Kly is 
quoted as statinfr that the plan does not furnish 
as mijch relief to the citits and towns as liis 
plan for ten-year bonds that could be cairicd 
by a quarter of a one cent increase in the 
gasoline lax instead of three-fifths. 

It is a little difficult to follow tlie Governor 
ill sucb general estimates either in theory or 
in fact, for he does not ai))iear to take into 
consideration any dilference in rates for shon 
term notes or long term bonds. Otherwise he 
cculd hardly claim such a fixed <lin"crence !n 
the carrying charges. The difference between 
ten-year bonds for road imilriing and four-year 
notes is not simply the ditTerence between ten 
and four years, as has been suggested. 

In advocating his plan for ten-year Ijonds the 
(Governor has stressed the advantage to the 
.State of the present lower costs of materials 
but apparcntl.v he has not taken into con- 
.'■ideration at all the advantage to the State of 
the present lower costs of money, and e.-pecially 
the difference between the going lates for botulK 
and for short term notes. K\. present money is 
relatively cheaper than materials for road or 
for buibling construction. 

Recently the city of Xpiinglield sold $;.:,()()0,0()n 
nine months notes at le.ss than 2 per cent, l.tH'. 
in fact, and, we believe, Boston sold some sliort 
term notes at aljout the same figure. This was 
at n time when the (iovennor's commission, ai)- 
pointed to pull Kail \i\\-(% out of its financial 
difficulties, bad to pay 'l'^ per cent on bonds 
with the .State's guarantt'e behind them. Be- 
cause of special conditions this may not be a 
fair comparison, but it c*i be safely said that 
if, after legislative authoi^yation, the State put 
$10,000,000 or .SaO.OOO.OOO ten-year bonds on flip 
market, they wovdd have to be sold at a rate 
about twice as liigli ns Springfield and B'lston 
have recently obtainf:d on their short term i.otes. 
As conditions of th" money market are the 
.■^taie could proS.-il;!'' ihat slioil tern! notes for 
oiK^ hair the rate ii wnnld olitain fin ten-yeai 
bond is>-iies. 

While it is true tliat the .■ni oi tizat'on oi 
$20,000,000 in four years would cost more 
annually than the amortization of the same 
amount in ten years, the actual sivini'; to the 
State anil, therefore to the taxpayers on the 
same amount of road or building construction, 
would easily he from A:! 000.000 to $t;,000,000 
depending on wliether the bonds were to be of 
the .serial pa; ment class or pa.vment at maturity 
by a sinki'ng fund established out of revenue. 
When it conies to a (|uestion of relief for the 
towns and eities it is a (|'iestion whether 1hi~ 
difference in costs for the sanir! wor!\ Wduld not 
be worth more to them than other suggested 
( V jiedierl ■^. 

Inasmuch as, the advanced program in )oad 
construction is assumcl to anticipate needs for 



sucb construction for the next three or lour 
years, it seems to follow that the carr.\-ing costs 
and jiayment of short term notes would largely 
be taken care of out of the gasoline tax without 
any increa^^e at all, un'ess the revenue fioin 
(hat tax n-ere to he di voled lo other than high- 
way neei!s.

Two of these are emhodied in Covcrnor J<;iy'.-, 
proposals to advance tlie normal program for puli- 
lic buildings and highway consliuclion. The third 
is Mayor Ciirley's plan to have the state assnnie 
part of the extra htirden of welfare relief which 
the business slump has imposed upon the cities 
and towns. 

The ways and means comniiilee has approved 
the governor's highway program, hut has ajlopted 
the Shattuok plan tor financiUK it. This calls for 
an increase of one cent in the gasoline tax, de- 
signed to take care of short term notes limited to 
four years, instead of the ten-year bond issue 
which .\lr. Kly advocated. 

In addition to the f lO.OOO.uiia of liislmay con- 
strtiction, the coiumiltee would erect the $l.,"iiHt,- 
Oltn office building for the i)ulilic worlis depart- 
ment with revenue fron\ the same source. This is 
not a serious departure from the policy of limit- 
ing the gasoline tax to highway construction, since 
that work is one of the department's im|)ori,inl 
f unit ions.

All of these major items niiist be considered 
in their relation to each other. Dut in the attempt 
to avoid an Increase in real estate taxes, xve are 
faced with the Immediate need of deciding between 
Mayor Curley's plan for adding to the iniome tax 
and Ihe association's plan for boosting the gaso- 
line tax and diverting this revenue to Ihe cities. 

Once this "giis " tax goes up. It is not likely to 
conip down.

Increase of Gasoline Tax 

' It iH wise to abandon the .sugges- 
tion ojC Mayor Curley lor a 10 per 
et'nt increase in state income taxes 
tliis year, and in turning down his 
proposal the mayor and selectmen 
from the 65 towns and cities who 
so acted yesterday followed the 
course which will meet with ccrxcral 
approval. 

The further unanimoti.s action of 
the .selectmen and mayors that a 
one cent increase hi the gasoline tax 
of the state be endorsed will prob- 
ably be supported by most citizens, 
if condltiohs today seem to warrant, 
and there is considerable evidence 
that conditions so warrant the aris- 
ing of additional funds. 

Ga.soline is high in this state, ex- 
cessively high, and at times unrea- 
.sonably high. And there is lack of 
uniformity in the price of gasoline. 
Ina.smuch as no dealers or com- 
panies are in business wholly for 
their health, and each one must be 
making some profit, it is evident 
that the margin on gasoline is not 
negligible by any means. 

When consumers in this state 
know that they are paying from 
\h to 20 cent,s per gallon for stand- 
ard grades of ga.soline, compared 
v/ith less than 15 cents in New York 
state, with corresponding reduction 
in prices across the country till the 
Pacific coa.st is reached, where, due 
to a gasoline war, the price is now 
five cents a gallon in places, nat- 
urally not all take kindly to any tax 
on ga.soline, and certainly not to 
continue lncrea.se in the tax on 
ga.soline. 

However, the public is getting ac- 
customed to the stringency of the 
times, and probably autoniobile 
users will not strenuou.sly object to 
the proposed increase, if they can be 
assured that the increased revenue 
will be expended where the powers 
that bo promi.sc it will be expended. 
Certainly if there must be increase 
of taxes, it must fall first on the 
luxuries, and In many instances 
gasoline nnist be regarded as one ot 
those daily commodities that i.< 
much of the time a luxury.

Govfcinor Kly's prescut:;lion of his policy 
over the radio Tuesday iiisrht was the clearest 
explanation lie has m.iHc of his proposals for 
meeting the existing situalion and the most lojf- 
iral statement of his reasons for them. The 
whole matter may have hccn somewhat clarified 
in his own mind by further consideration, by 
some modifications of proposals for taxation 
■ that he had previously endorsed and by an in- 
1 clination not to quarrel with the General Court 
.over the methods of borrowing for highway and 
building construction. 

Though the Governor had twice spoken in 
endorsement of Mayor (:urle\'s proposal for a 
10 per cent increase in -pTtyTrTents on current lax 
returns, he entirely omitted reference to it in 
hi.s radio talk, an omission that may hr.ve been 
quite discreet, inasmuch as Mayor Curley him- 
self had shortly before abandoned this offspring 
of his mind, when it completely failed to gain 
the favor of' the sixty-five mayors and select- 
men '.vhom he had assenihled for the consideia- 
tion of tne propo.sal. The sentiment of that 
conference, while varied, finally resolved itse'f 
into an emlorsement of a i:nc-ceiit increase in 
the jfasaline tax with a peimanent division of 
the present two-cent tax so that one cent would 
go to the cities and towns for their own road 
building and road maintenance. 

The Governor, however, appears to lia\e 
varied this propcisal, providetl the intrea.-ed gas- 
oline tax were ^o be adjusted to his ten-i-ear 
bond issue by using one half of the increase for 
ten years to carry clKirges o.i the bonds, while 
the other half would be returned' to the cities 
and towns. This proposal, however, would he 
subject to revision in case of the adoption of the 
four-year plan for the issue of short term notes, 
a plan that; the (;overnor would now be inclined 
to accept if the (icneral Court deemed it wiser. 
In any ^enl, the proposition for immediate 
extra road construction simmers down to a ^ 
process of finan'-ing from a throe-cent gasoline 
tax, some part of whicli might he distributed to 
the cities and towns for partial relief from in- 
creases in rei'l estate taxes. A portion of the 
rfevenue from the gasoline tax would go to offset 
increase.': in tlie cost of welfare work of the 
cities and town=. It is virtually a plan for the

However sound the argument, it is not at ftll 
likely to gain the enthusiastic acceptance of au- 
tomohilists who constitute about one fourth of 
thp population. They are not likely to be pla- > 
cated or converted when reminded that if they I 
won't pay an additional tax on their gasoline f 
rn top of insurance charges, and other expense^-., f 
they will get it on the ho\ises they own or rent. 
The a\erage individual regards a tax as a tax 
no matter how it falls on him. provided he is 
conscious that it is falling on him. Of cour.se. 
the ideal tax from t'ne standpoint of the gov- 
ernmental expert looking for rovrnue is one that 
hits the taxpayer without his being aware of it. 
Unfortunately the limits of this agreeable ideal 
l,ave been reach.eil.

A«k»60 Legislators to Aid His Bill to Give

Mayor Curlf-y, while disclaiming 
any intention of oUstructlng the 
governor's program, which is now 
the issue In the major political bat- 
tle at tlio State House, urf,'ed the 
legislators to bade relief for cities 
and towns by sacrificing a portion 
of the highway construction pro- 
gram. 

He asked suppor'. for his bill 
providing for the distribution of 
one-half of the present 2.ce.nt gas- 
oline tax to the cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth for their 
highway funds and thus release 
J5,000.00D in appropriations In 
their budgets for public welfare de- 
piniment purposes, 
i The mayor's appeal whk made 
behind closed doors in the classical 
Dickens room of the Parker House, 
where the legislators had previous- 
ly been his luncheon guests. 

The governor had no advance in- 



formation of the meeting and h« 
had departed early in tlie after- 
noon for his Westfleld home with 
no knowledge of what had occur- 
red. He was not available last 
night for comment on the unique 
procedure. It disclosed that be- 
yond question there Is no co-oper- 
ation existing between the two 
most prominent Democrats in the 
State in relation to the Democratic 
administration's plans for relief of 
the unemployed. 

Coming eo speedily after the 
nuiyor's subseiiuently repudiated 
proposal for a flat 10 per cent, in- 
crease in the income tax it wa.s re- 
Kardcn as almost certain to anger 
the Governor. In substance he 
told the a.spembled legislators that 
under no circumstances could thr 
Governor provide lor expenditures 
to th« extent for which he had 
submitted recommendatlona. 



i;nder the existing system of 
contributions to the highway fund, 
the mayor said that the state re- 
reived approximately $20,000,000. 
A return of one cent to the muni- 
cipalities, he continued, would 
leave fl5,00(),000 in the state fund, 
a sum $3,000,000 in excess of Its 
capacity, according to his figures, 
to expend with any degree of effi- 
ciency.

The tax was assessed 
for the purpose, and only that purpose, of road construction 
and maintenance. The suggestion of Mayor Curley would only 
open up the pathway for more tremendous impositions tipon 
auto owners. 

If one-half the present gas tax is turned over to the 
cities, the State Highway Department will demand more gas 
taxes to keep up with its road construction and maintenance 
plan, and everyone knows we are getting poor results from 
our tax investment now, without going further into the pock- 
lets of the people.

Citit's and Ihe "Gas" Tax 

It would be Mil iiiterci^ting situa- 
liun if, ill the case of t'ne ultimate 
(ji'fcat of all liiir state public works 
projects, the jilain issuf of an in- 
crease in the jiasnline tax for the 
relief of the municipalities should be 
fought o\it in the Legislature. 

If present lendenoies continuo the 
cities ami town will not he able to 
avoid curtailment, whetlier it is in- 
jurious or not. Springfield, for ex- 
ample, favorably circumstanced 
though it may be as compared with 
many other niutiicipalU ies, nuiy lind 
it imperative to cut down its street 
work and confine itself as much as 
possible to operations that can he 
carried on by the jobless who are 
depending on the welfare depart- 
ment for their support. 

Tlie alternative is a rising tax rate. 
It i:i common knowledge that the as- 
sessed valuations here are now in 
many cases much above the selling 
value of the real estate, in spite of 
the fact that reductions amounting 
to some millions of dollars have been 
made in the last two or three years. 
A higher tax rate in such circum- 
stances would be manifestly injuri- 
ous. 

If the assessors sliould recognize 
this condition ami make a general 
reduction the efTect would be merely 
to increase the tax rate. But it is 
unlikely that they will do so becau.se 
sales under present conditions can- 
not he regarded as establishing fair 
prices — the prices reached by willing 



liuyers and willing sellers. They 
ha\'e more the cliaracter of forced 
sales, on wiiich assessments are not 
supposed to be based. 

But even the maintenance of the 
present tax rate when assessments 
are inecjuitahly high, if only tem- 
porarily, means in realit\- an in- 
crease of taxation. To increase the 
late means a good deal more than 
it would in normal times, with value 
and assessment bearing a reasonable 
relation to each other. 

In h'all liivcr it has lieen found 
that -alvalioti lies only in radical 
cin-tailment of the city's expendi- 
tures.

Evacuation Day Is 
\. Observed in Boston 

Belated Tribute Paid to Famous Native Son, General 
Henry Knox, Who Brought Guns to Dorchester 
Heights and Won Bloodless Victory

BOSTON, March 17 (;P)— Boston, 
celebrating today the 155th anniver- 
sary of Its evacuation by the British 
In the Revolution, pays belated trib- 
ute to a famous native son.

Astonishment pipped Sir WlUlam 
Howe, commander of the British forces 
hert on the mom of March 5, 1778, as 
he trained his glaas on Dorchester 
Heights. For there, frowning down 
at htm, was an ugly array of cannon

posed t« possess.

The CurleT^plan w^Hd turn 
back to oities and towns half of the present gaso- 
line tax as a measure of welfare aid. The moat 
stressed argument In its behalf is that the funds 
thus released would go for •dircn" help to the 
needy, whereas the highway program would sup- 
pJy only "indirecf help- the jobs which the pro- 
gram Is designed to create being regarded appar- 
ently as an lndlre<:t form of help. I 

This flaming devotion to "direct" help is a sud- 
den—and it must be said, too — an unexpected de- 
velopment. Resolred Into Its elements, "direct" 
help li nothing other than the dole under another 
name. The welfare departments of cities and town* 
dole out help to the needy. To be sure, it is a pro- | 
ceeding with which no one can quarrel. When fel- 
low-townsmen are in need the rest of us must help 
them; Indeed are anxious to help them. This will- 
ingness on the part of the rest of us, however, does 
not modify the circumstance that the help thus 
extended Is to all Intents and purposes the dole, 
against which so many sociological considerations 
contend. Also there ar» many among the needy 
who, because of reluctance to sale for charit.r, shy 
• way from the dole. 

Much more desirable sociologically and much 
more desirable from the standpoint of those among 
the needy who are where they are because, through 
BO fault of their own, they can And no employ- 
ment is a plan whereby jobs rather than doles can 
be furnished. 

It is .fobs which the highway program w.-.uld 
furnish. If we could furnish enough jobs the neces- 
sity of giving doles would be cut to a minimum. 
Unhappily it is impossible to furnish enough jobs. 
Doles (or welfare work) must be continued, and 
continued on a rather tenerous scale for some 
time to come. That at least Is the prospect at the 
moment. But even so, we should not lose sight ot 
the realities. We ehould always be alert to substi- 
tute jobs for doles wherever and whenever we can 
Mayor Curley's bill, it would seem, tends the other 
way around. It would give the doles precedence 
Since the terms of his proposal are not at all com- 
patible with the terms of the way, and means pro- 
gram, the one Is necessarily destructive of the 
other. Of the two the ways and means program Is 
infinitely preferable. Later a more suitable mode 
of aiding the cities and towns to meet their wel- 
fare eipenditureg can be devised.

Back at his office today after 
spending & few days In Boston, Mayor 
Ashley refused comment on the peti- 
tions of 20 mills aislcing abatement of 
1930 texes. He also refuged to dis- 
cus* the proposal of Emlle Auger that I 
a finance commission be established i 
for New Bedford. | 

"I know about the mill petitions I 
and the suggestion of Mr. Auger," 
said the mayor. "I heard about them 
while In Boston. I have nothing to 
say on either matter now." 

Will Act fcr Otizens. 

As the time is approaching for «et- 
tlnjl salaries of city offlcUls, the 
mayor was a«ked If he had any com- 
ments to make concerning a poeslble 
wage cut. 

"No," he said. "Except that wlvat- 
ever action Is taken on any matter 
will be for the best Interest of the 
citizens." i 

At the meeting of the Mayors club 
on Saturday, Mr, Ashley was called 
on by Mayor James M. Curley to tell 
the mayors nlmT^hi thrmclil of tlie 
proposal to Increase the poll tax of 
men by $1 and assess women $2 poll 
tax, pert of the Increased revenue 
to go to the state. In calling upon 
Mayor Ashley, Mayor Curley spoke of 
him as a "mayor who has had more 
experience in governing a city than 
any of us." 

Curley Endorses Ashley Stand. 

Taking the noor, Mayor Ashley said ; 
"It actually cost the city of New Bed- 
ford $13,000 when we had a poll tax 
divided between the city and the state. 
The commonwealth collected from the 
city its share of every poll tax assessed. 
We failed to collect some of the polls, 
but the city had to pay. That is 
exactly how it will operate this tim?;." 
Mayor Curley endorsed that posi- 
tion and added that only 70 per cent 
of the assessed poll taxes are collect- 
ed in Boston at a cost of 30 per cent 
of the revenue to make the collections. 
The legislative committee on taxation, 
in his opinion, Is seeing a mirage In 
this respect.

Mayor Curley of Boston made one 
of the most effective appearances in 
his whole career at Beacon Hill this 
week when, before the Ti-ansporta- 
tlon Committee, he advocated letting 
various ralli-oada enter Ma.ssachu- 
setts for the purpose of competing 
between themselves. Curley declared 
that the roads now here were having 
it too soft and that there must be 
i lower freight rates brought about 
through competition of the roads if 
Massachusetts was to thrive indus- 
trially. 

For over an hour Curley analyzed 
the railroad situation and its effect 
on the various Massachusetts Indus- 
tries.

No Great Damage Yet

I original plans for a marine port by 
appropriating the present landing field 
to the exclusion of the ('ommercial iii- 
t(M-ests of Boston. And yet. it is now 
time to question tlie expediency ot 
further expenditures for air facilities 
on this property, in view of the possi- 
bilities of marine development and 
the need of that site in connection 
therewith. 

Trunk Lines Projected 
The propositions now being consid- 
ered for the rearrangement of western 
trunk line connections for the New 
England railroads, under which the 
Boston & .Maine may be allocated to 
tile N'ickel Plate with trackage rights 
to both Canadian systems, thus mak- 
ing Boston a natural coast outlet of a 
vast continental hinterland, are of 
i striking encouragement to develop- 
j nicnt of the port of Boston.

Differentials IVIay be Overcome 
, The handicap of Atlantic port diftir- 
lenlials now operating to the disadvan- 
tage of Boston may be overcome and 
equalized by lower ocean rates, in the 
I opinion of shipping anthoritie.s. So 
ll<uig as Boston is penalized by the 
i imposition of port differentials. Its 
[shipping interests are not obliged to 
continue as a party to the conference 
agre(>ment for equal rates to Europe. 
Therefore, when Boston has western 
and mu-thern connections to supply 
traffic to its terminals in quantity, if 
will find Boston shipping ready to 
carry on, at rates suflicient to over- 
cune the longer rail haul, at any 
competitive cost, as established by 
the Interstate Commerce commission 
or otlierwise. The short and quick 
ocean trip to Europe is a factor of 
great importance towards the early

Harbor Channels Provided For 
The National Covernineut and the 
Commonwealth have done much and 
are ready to do more for the opening 
up and dredging of Boston Harbor 
lanes.

At today's meeting Curley prob- 
ably will again urge support of his 
proposal to return 1 cent of the 
present Ll-cent gasoline tax back to 
cities and towns. It would be a good 
bill for Boston, because Boston 
would get the lions .share. The 
Ijoinl astainst the bill is that it de- 
jjrives the public works department 
ol almost half its revenue for road 
building in all .sections of the state, 
■Western Massachtisetts would be 
hard hit by such legislation. 

The mayor also will tmdoubtedly 
emphasize the need of his own 
building program, which entails the 
borrowing of about $31,000,000 out- 
side the debt limit. It is under- 
stood that there is very little en- 
thusiasm for this measure on the 
part of the committee on municipal 
finance, which is considering it. The 
majority of the members of thus 
committee feel that the present is 
not the proper tim£ for such an 
ambitious program.

The mayor told the iegislai.ors I hat 
if they Bupix>rted these bills he v.-ould 
be pleased to write to their constitu- 
ents next fall that they had done 
cverythhig to lielp keep down the tax 
rate In the city. He did not say what 
might be done il they do not support 
the measures. 

In opening, the mayor said there Is 
no way to Justify any Increase in tax 
rates. In any city or town, \uider ex- 
isting conditions, and that ways and 
means must be found to prevent any 
Increase of the burden oi\ the already 
overbui'dened. 

MassachusetLs cities, lie said, are 
faced with an outlay in exces.s of .$7.- 
000,000 for public welfare work.

"Last year's automobilff fees and 
gasoline tax," ho said, "brought to the 
public works dcf)artnienl ol the state 
approxliTiatcly $19,000,000.

Titisy Pedestrian 
Proves a Problem 
In Road Accidents 

Stal« House, Boston. April 7— The 
1 drunken pedestrian has become al- 
iinost as much of a problem Ir. high- 
way safety as his intoxicated biocher 
behind tlie steering wheel, and al- 
I though it is true that the pedestrian 
under the influence of liquor usually 
I kills no one but himself, even such 
form of modified suicide constituted 
a .substantial part of last year's la- 
tality toll. , 

Figures given to the governors 
cornmittee on street end hlf?hway 
safety by the registry ot motor vc- 
hi'-les show that six per cent, of the 
447 pedestrians killed last year were 
either drunk or had been drinking, , 
i while nine per cent, of the drivers m- ■ 
tvolved In fatal accidents which took- 
a total of 735 lives were in the same ■ 
condition. i 

While the bar*-- figures do not re- | 
veai complete details, such as the I 
possibilltv of a sober motorist Ijelng | 
killed in an effort to licdge a drunken | 
pedestrian, or a fatal accident in- 
volving both Intoxicated driver and ' 
walker, the scores of the two classes 
are accurately listed in the investiga- 
tion which the r^istry made of every 
fatal accident last year. 

In fla*^ figures they show that 36 
motorists involved in fata! accidents 
were drunk at the i;lme. while 11 had 
been drinking. On the pedestrian, 
side. 11 were drunk and 22 had been 
drinking. The grand total amounted 
to 109 lives, whicli ii sobriety could 
have saved tliein v.otild hiivc meant r .

Clerk of Court Nicholls Draws Sketch 
For soum; time, previous to any defi- 
nite start on the "ourthouse addition, 
the people of f^^ast Boston had been 
agitating some kind of improvement. 
When William C. Maguire was clerk 
of court, he nutdi^ a sincere elTojt to 
obtain added space hut without suc- 
cess. Then Mr. John S. C Niciiolls 
was appointed clerk by Cov. Calvin 
Coolidge in 1920. and at ouci^ took \ni 
the battle for more courtbou.-ie space. 
.-\ccordins to Mr. Nichidls, there was 
nothing satisfactory in the old (|u:ir- 
ters except the ad\ilt c(Uirtrooni. The 
remainder of the building was coii- 
gested ami there was a dangercnis 
stairway to enter. Mr. Niciiolls at 
once wrote Mayor (^urle.\-, who rei)lied 
that he had proniisi'd to build the 
Dorchester and Ri'ighton courts, and 
when they were completed would give 
his attention to the needs of Ea-it Bos- 
ton, This .Mayor Curley did, w^heii ho 
again came to oilice in 10:50, Follow- 
ing a consultation with Judge Josepli 
11. names. Clerk of Court Nicholls 
created three sketches. The lirst one 
called for the taking of tlie second 
floin- of the police station, plus tlie 
present floorage for the ciuirthou,s.>.

Brown however, ha.s never loaned th« 
use of the stadttim for a contest and the 
request. If made, must be pR,s.seri upon 
by the Athletic Council. No official re- 
quest for the Stadium had been made 
last night. 

Chlcaso SMe favorert 
In the meantime Darlninuth Is seek- 
ing a site for the game. Soldiers' Field. 
Chicago, and Franklin Field. PhiladPl- 
phla. are considered favorably. Arrange- 
ments to plav the grime In some other 
city have already been started, according 
toHeneage. htlt'if Mayor Curley changes 
his mind, the game will be played In 
Boston. 

Dartmouth men are disappointed at 
Mayor Ctirley's refusal to permit the 
game In Boston, while Boston College 
people are somewhat elated that there 
will be no comivtitlon from one of the 
most attractive intersectlonal games of 
the sea.son on the date of their meeting 
with HoW Cross. 

The situation likewise emphasizes the 
break In athletic relations Ijetween Bos- 
ton College a.nd Harvard which have 
been at odds since Bivston C'ollege 
"dropped" Harvard In 1921 when the 
Crimson decllne<l to schedule a football 
game In 1022.

The stanch old Republican 
principle of protection of 
home industries was intro- 
duced into the amateur sport 
of college football when Ma- 
yor James M. Curley of Bos- 
ton, refused a couple of out- 
sideis, Dartmouth and Stan- 
ford, permission to play at 
Harvard on Xovf^'mlx'v 28. 

Mayor Curley fi-ankly stat- 
ed tliat such a contest would, 
undoubtedly, reduce tlie <^ate 
receipts of the game to be 
played on that date by Boston 
college and Holy Cross. 

Furtliermore, to prove that 
his action is purely economic, 
His Honor added that if the 
invaders attempted to move 
the struggle up a week and 
conflict with the Harvard- 
Yale game, he will also I'ally 
to the defense of the Eli- 
Johnny finances, and refuse 
to issue a permit. 

Dartmouth, located in the 
hills of Hanover, N. H., and 
Stanford, which will cross at 
the mountains from here to 
Palo Alto on the peninsula be- 
low Trisco, are now arrang- 
ing~to' transfer tlieii- meeting 
to Chicago or Philadelphia. 

.Such civic earnestness not 
only iiiti'oduces a new and 
disturbing element into foot- 
ball but has, undoubtedly, 
brought no end of chagrin to 
numerous impoi-tant academ- 
ic personages. I'his contest, 
the second of a home-and- 
liome series, was i>ersonally 
ai'ranged for Dartm.outh by 
Pj-csident lOi'ncst Hopkins, 
one of the gentlemen most 
interested in deflating foot- 
ball. 

It was conceived as an af- 
fair between two social 
.schools; and Bill Bingham, of 
Harvard, emphasized this 
phase by offering the use of 
the Stadium.

It is the 
fir.st tlmt! since the day.s of Washing- 
ton when so few regular .soldiers were 
to bo found in and about the largest 
city in New Eni^land. Tiie 200 the 
maj'or of Boston refers to embrace 
clerk.s at the Army Base, caretakers 
•at the several forts and other special 
duty men. 

A recent reijort of the inspector 
eenera! of the Army shows the Army 
garrisons as being "dangerously 
weak." It indicates that unless the 
civilian autlioritics are less parsimo- 
nious it will not be lonp before the 
Army sinks back to its low pre-war 
level. 

Calvin Coolidge recently wrote: "In 
sioite of all otn- other precautions, the 
peace we enjoy still has in it a large 
mca-sure of prei)aration for national 
(defen.se. No self-respecting people 
desiring to live tmdcr a reign of law 
at home and abroad can afford to ne- 
I gleet their Army." 

[ Today the Army is not large

niK mstnictors for the civilian com- 
ponents of our military forces. Cur- 
tailment of Army personnel attached 
to llie National Guard, the OfBcers 
Reserve Corps, the various units of the 
Reiser ve Officers Training Corps the 
Citizens Military Training Camps Is 
going on all the time. These duties 
make such a demand upon the regular 
forces that Army units everywhere 
are left without sufficient men to 
carry on their training .schedule

Mayor Cvirley started the fireworks 
when he refused pernilsslon for the 
game at Harvard Stadium, which is 
located in Baston territory and comes 
under the jurisdiction of the Boston 
authorities. Recently there has been a 
!>eiitiment seeking a conference .-and 
this seems likely to bring a compro- 
mise. Mayor Curley returned yesterday 
rorn Clucago and offered the Sunday 
date as a possible solution. It was 
also suggested that the Sunday date 
might L)€ taken by the Jesuit colleges 
and the game staged at the Harvard 
Stadium, 

Holy Cross has been an outsider in 
the controversy. Mayor Curley's origi- 
nal ban came as a surprise to the col- 
lege otflcials and they have been slow 
to comment on the situation from the 
start. The officials have taken the 
attitude from early in the year that 
the date and site of the game has not 
been definitely decided despite the fact 
that the Boston College announce- 
ments lia\e been that the game would 
be played on the usual date at Boston.

One of the alternatives now leaves tUe 
way oi>en to bring the game here on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Har\ard has done nothing, for the 
whole matter rests with the mayor. A 
suggestion was made last week that 
Dartmouth and Stanford might play 
on Sunday, Nov. 29, and Harvard 
passed this suggestion to Dartmouth. 
This apparently wa.s niled out, as was 
the proposal tliat tlie contest be shift- 
ed to Tlianksgiving. 

Harvard Editorial 
Tlic Hanard Crimson, reopening 
publication since the spring recess, 
yesterday said in part in its editorial 
columns; 

"The latest chapter in the commer- 
cializUion of- the great American 
autumnal industry was written last 
week when municipal authority was 
called upon to Insure a profitable 
football show next fall between Boston 
College and Holy Crass. Mayor Cur- 
ley's action In refusing a license uer- 
mitting the Dartmouth and Stamord 
football teams to play in the Soldiers' 
Field stadium on November 28 is not 
only a wholly unreasonable interfer- 
ence with the athletic functions of 
several Institutions but an extremely, 
dangerous precedent for the future. 

"Undoubtedly the blame must be 
laid at the door of the Boston College 
Athletic Association, although Direc- 
tor John P. Curley has attempted to 
pa.ss the onus onto the shoulders of 
the Boston College Alumni Associa- 
tion. It is also true that some criti- 
cism might be made of the Dartmouth 
and Stanford officials for seeking the 
stadium for their game. The desire 
to hold the contest in Cambridge does 
not atLse purely from a desire to satls- 
i\ graduate*. The small seating capa- 
city of the stands at Hanover un- 
doubtedly bears considerable weight

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THREAT OF INDICTMENTS WILl 
HALT BOSTON TAX RACKETEERS 



The threat of Mayor Curley to seek indiptiments against 
lawyers, politicians and property owners, who are accused 
of conspiring to secure tax abatements, is the most drastic 
move ever made by any mayor of Boston to protect the tax- 
payers. 

If the facts at the disposal of city officials warrant the 
action which the mayor has threatened, it is hoped that there 
will be no delay in starting the prosecutions of those who 
are trying, without right, to reach into the city treasury, 
and secure money which must come from the pocketbooks 
of the small taxpayers. 

Evidently the big property owners have decided that 
the time is opportune to press their demands for tax reduc- 
tions. The period of depression which has hit them as hard, 
but no harder, than it has hit the owner of a dwelling house, 
has been seized upon as the psychological time for demand- 
ing relief from taxation. 

Mayor Curlep has declared that he will stop a "racket" 
which really threatens to disrupt the financial structure of 
the city. We hope that he will achieve success. He is acting 
wisely, if drastically, to protect the great majority of the 
taxpayers of Boston. 

Usually in lax cases it is the small home owner who 
pays his bills, perhaps under protest that he feels the assess 
ment is too high, bu» without thought of resort to his right 
to ask for an abatement. 

It is not so with the "big fellows" who have learned 
that political influence can sometimes be purcjhased to gain 
tax reductions. 

In the pres^ent situation it appears that lawyers and pro' 
perty owners do not form the group which has asked for 
abatements of many millions of dolars on property assessed 
in the aggregate for $150,000, '00. Investigation has dis- 
closed that alleged politicians who claim to be able to d^ 
things at City Hall have encouraged property owners to 
seek abatements upon the understanding that one half the 
deduction in taxes will be turned over to them as compensa- 
tion for the exerting of their influence. 
i 

Obviously these political fixers are not the small fry. 
They are the falselv labeled "big fellows" who know, from 
experience, that favors can be sometimes obtained, if the 
proper kind of persuasive influence is employed. 

There is no reason why the large property ow^ners should 
not pay taxes in proportion to the taxes paid by the small 
home owners. In any final analysis it is just as burdensome 
for the small taxpayers to discharge his annual obligations 
to his city as it is for the owner of a building in the business 
district. 

We are impressed with the consideration which Mayor 
Curley has shown to the small taxpayers. He has Indicated 
his determination to protect their interests to the limit, even 
though it becomes necessary to seek criminal prosecution of 
contpiraton who would relieve themselvo* of <)1^ burden of 
municipal taxation by shifting the load to those less able to 
bear it.

He thinks he is a world 
conipeller, and the work of governor 
of Massachusetts is a mere bagatelle 
to iiis. A wonderful man is Mayor 
Cnrloi. and he suits tlie Democracy 
of this state much better than Gov- 
ernor Ely. 

If lie enlsrs the primaries next 
year as a candidate for governor one 
would be rash to say he could not 
beat Governor Ely. The latter may 
have sounder vie^, but the former 
has the power to get votes. He has 
magnetism and personality. If 
Youngman meets Curley next year, 
who will be victor? If the same petu- 
lance against prohibition persists, 
Mr. Curley could win. However, the 
voters will by that time get the full 
weight of Governor Ely's increased 
taxation, and a reaction to the Re- 
publican pay as you go policy is not 
improbable.

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FHREAT OF INDICTMENTS Will 
rtALT BOS TON TAX RA CKETEERS 

The threat of Mayor Curley to seek indiqtiments against 
lawyers, politicians and property owners, who are accused 
of conspiring to secure tax abatements, is the most drastic 
move ever made by any mayor of Boston to protect the tax- 
payers. 

If the facts at the disposal of city officials warrant the 
action which the mayor has threatened, it is hoped that there 
will be no delay in starting the prosecutions of those who 
are trying, without right, to reach into the city treasury, 
and secure money which must come from the pocketbooks 
of the small taxpayers. 

Evidently the big property owners have decided that 
the time is opportune to press their demands for tax reduc- 
tions. The period of depression which has hit them as hard, 
but no harder, than it has hit the owner of a dwelling house, 
has been seized upon as the psychological time for demand- 
ing relief from taxation. 

Mayor Curlep has declared that he will stop a "racket" 
which really threatens to disrupt the financial structure of 
the city. We hope that he will achieve success. He is acting 
wisely, if drastically, to protect the great majority of the 
taxpayers of Boston. 

Usually in tax cases it is the small home owner who 
pays his bills, perhaps under protest that he feels the assess 
ment is too high, buf without thought of resort to his right 
to ask for an abatement. 

It is not so with the "big fellows" who have learned 
that political influence can sometimes be purchased to gain 
tax reductions. 

In the present situation it appears that lawyers and pro- 
perty owners do not form the group which has asked for 
abatements of many millions of dolars on property assessed 
in the aggregate for $150,000, '00. Investigation has dis- 
closed that alleged politicians who claim to be able to dr 
things at City Hall have encouraged property owners to 
seek abatements upon the understanding that one half the 
deduction in taxes will be turned over to them as compensa- 
tion for the exerting of their influence. 

Obviously these political fixers are not the small fry. 
They are the falselv labeled "big fellows" who know, from 
experience, that favors can be sometimes obtained, if the 
proper kind of persuasive influence is employed. 

There is no reason why the large property owners should 
not pay taxes in proportion to the taxes paid by the small 
home owners. In any final analysis it is just as burdensome 
for the small taxpayers to discharge his annual obligations 
to his city as it is for the owner of a building in the business 
district. i 

We are impressed with the consideration which Mayor 
Curley has shown to the small taxpayers. He has indicated 
his determination to protect their interests to the limit, even 
though it becomes necessary to seek criminal prosecution of 
conspirators who would relieve themselves of the burden of 
municipal taxation by shifting the load to those less able to 
bear it. . ,

AIRPORT NUISANCE 

Tryintr to Lay Infant Industry on East 
Boston's Own Doorstep 

Many of the leaders at the State 
House fell for the idea of an airport 
expenditure in big figures at the East 
Boston site, first because they thouglit 
the people were favorable to the en- 
terprise and second because East Bos- 
ton politicians seemed to l)e a unit for 
it. But everybody in East Boston 
knows that an airport is not wanted 
as a permanent thing liere, and tlie 
people will never stand f(n- it, no mat- 
ter how great and extraordinary may 
be the expenditures authorized by 
state or city or by l)oth. The ol)jec- 
tions to the airport at that site are 
so fundamental that the voters would 
be justified in taking any steps in 
opposition to It short of physical 
i force and revolution. These objec- 
itions have to do first, with the nuise 
and destruction of property values to 
the homes of 70,000 people, and second 
with the fact that it appropriates the 
site purehased by the state for pur- 
poses of nmrine development. 

Tlie good fellows of the National 
(iuard who anxiously caiupaigned for 
a stale expenditure of ?2,50,i)00 for 
hangars to house nine airplanes ot 
the air forces, made the tactical mis- 
take of Insisting on Eiist Boston as 
the location for those hangars. East 
Boston does not want an airport or 
hangars, or the sinking of $250,000 or 
a million dollars or ten million dol- 
lars of state money as scheduled for 
an airport within Its territory. What 
East Boston wants is the full reserva- 
tion of the state land, fronting on the 
best and only remaining water front 



of the main harbor channel for sea- 
port and railway terminal purposes. 
It nuiy not be this month or this year 
and it may not be for several years, 
that this land will be actually needed 
f(U- piers, docks and railway terminals 
for the c(HnMiercial marine interests 
jOf Boston and New England. But any 
•set of air promoters or liglit minded , 
politicians who th.ink that East Bos- ^ 
ton. after wailiuK for thirty years, is 
going to surrender its l)irtliright for a 
'mess of pottage, would better com- 
mence revising their political future 
Irmn this day onw.-ird. There are more 
tluin 70.000 people in East Boston who 
would vote at the rate of !»!• to one, to 
iuov(> the airijort out of Kast Boston 
immediately. 'I'liey know now that it 
is a miisy nuisance of tlie first niag- 
iiiitiide and must not be tolerated in 
Ithe midst of this cominunily of homes. 
They also know that the airport is 
of no business advantage and that 
tlie opposite Is the case. The fiyins 
business hasn't got any financial right 
to impose on a community like East 
Boston where, for many years to 
come, the enterprise will not be able 
to pay dividends on the cost of its oil 
and gasoline. We are sorry to have 
to characterize an infant industry in 
this way; but nobody ever had any 
right to lay this child on our East 
Boston doorstep. We, speaking for 
the citizens ot East Boston, refuse 
to accept this economic weakling or 
to adopt It to the exclusion of the 
legitimate offspring of the community. 
East Boston was made famous by the 
clipper ships of Donald McKay and 
the community has a right to loolc 
forward to a rebirth of a shipping 
era on Its waterfront reserved for the 
purpose to compare with the old time 
prosperous days. The state acquired 
hundreds of acres of waterfront land 
in East Boston for marine purposes 
and to develop the port of Boston. 
Nothing on earth or In the air shall

Boston. April 28 (/P)— A luncheon, 
tendered by WUUam J. Bingliam, cU- 
rrctor of Harvard athleUc."., to Harry 
PI. Heneage. his Dartmouth ooUcagtif. 
iiid Edward A. McLaughlin, president 
-)f the Boston College Alumni as^ocia- 
Uon, today smoothed the way for 
Dartmouth's use of Harvard stadium 
tor lis Inlersectional (ootball game 
with Stanford on Nov. 28. i 

During the meal, McLatighlin, whose j 
protest to Mayor James M, Curlcy 
prompted that official to announce I 
that he would not sanction the inter- I 
sectional clash because It would con- i 
fUct with tlie annual Boston College- I 
Holy Cross game, and Heneage tpood- 
ily rid the controversy of all misun- 
di rstandlngs and reached an amicable 
agreement over their conflicting 
games. 

After parting with his host and 
Heneage, McLaughlin visited the city 
hall and told Mayor Curlcy that it 
would be for the best interests of ali 
live colleges concerned if lie recon- 
sidered hi.s decision of April 10. The 
Boston College official .-aid he had 
been assured that those responsible 
lor the scheduling of the Dartmouth- 
Stanford game would have selected 
anollier dale If they realized It would 
conflict with the annual clash be- 
tween the Massachusetts Jesuit col- 
lege teams, which provides both with 
most of their athletic revenues. 

The ma.yor again was quick in heed- 
ing McLaughlin's suggestion and noll- 
licd Bingham that he hiul reconsid- 
ered his refusal and would now gladly 



i.s.'-iic Harvai'd a permit to lend its ath- 
htlo plant to Dartmouth and Stan- 
ford. Under an old agreement with 
tile city of Baston, Harvard can not 
turn lis stadium over to out-siders 
without the mayor's permUssion. 

"1 have been Informed of a letter 
wiitteii nic by his honor, Mayor Cor- 
ky," Bingham said tonight, "in ref- 
erence 10 the Dartmouth -Stanford 
game wliich was originally scheduled 
to be played In the stadium on Nov. 
■J8, 1931, subject to the approval ol 
the mayor of Bo.<;lon. 

"Shice his honor has approved, the 
stadium will be available to Dart- 
mouth and Stanford on (hat date. I 
am h.*ppy that niTaugeinenls have 
been made which are satisfactory to 
the authorities of Boston College and 
Dartmouth." 

Mayor Cur!ey'.^ ban was condemned 
editorially by the Dartmouth, a stu- 
dent daily, which pointed out that 
only a few of the student bo<iy would 
bo in pasltloii to see their team play 
Us return game with the Californians 
it tile contest was forced away from 
Boston. 

Among the olliers who earlier lu-ged 
the mayor to reconsider was the Bos- 
ton Holelmen's ass;x:iation, w'hosc 
spokesman emphasized the fact that 
his fellow-members, as well as Boston 
merchants in general, would suffer a 
SbOO.OOO loss If the game was not 
played here. He predicted that visitors 
attracted by the stadium game would 
spend that amount during their stay 
here.

j games within a few miles ,>f each 
I other on the same date was that the 
Kate receipts of one of the games 
would be affected. The chief re^ison 
that the Holy Cross-Boston college 
game couUl not he transfcned to 
Worcester was again money. Possi- 
bl,\ the same could not be saul of 
ITanovrr ;,, the location of the Stan- 
tord-Dartmoiifh game, since tliat 
town Is rather too far north to ex- 
pect playable footliall weath'i- after 
Thanlisgiving. 

To hold such viow.s as tliose .iiist ex- 
pre.ssed is not to attach special blame 
to any one of the colleges concerned. 
That tlies.e conditions arc not for the 
best interests of college sport can, 
however, be asserted with some em- 
phasis. The remedy for th.'in would 
seem to be, perhaps a paring down 
of athletic expenses on the one hand, 
and certainly on the other, the accu- 
mulation of a more substantial en- 
dowment for the support of athletics. 
This would not need to be so largo 
OK to make it po.sslble to do away 
with gate receipts, but It might at 
least lie sufllcient to enable the col- 
i<'Rc.-: uhitdi are not situated in largo 
citie.s to liave genuine hcune, games 
instead of wandering around among 
the cities in search of a .stndiuni 
l.irge enough to furnish a prolUiible 
qrathcring of spectator?). 
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I 'rime and 5e.\ films are to be 
hiiii-eil from Boston movie hou-ses if 
the Boston City Council lia.<: its way. 
.Miijor I'urley has been biiiden ask

Roosevelt'H Popularity 
Reported Nationwide

WASHINGTON. May 2.'>. ^Demo- 
cratic lenders here are frankly aston- 
ished at lhe way in which the Frank- 
lin Roo.sevelt boom, which started 
months ago In the West and South, 
IS sweeping the country. 

Roosevelt today Is stronger than 
Oov. Alfred K. Smith of New York, 
his predecessor In the gubernatorial 
office, was before lhe Democratic na- 
tional convention In 192B. He has 
tl'.e whole-hearted and enthusla.stlc 
support of the southern Democratic 
leaders who were only reluctantly for 
Smith and even predicted his defeat. 
F.ven the statement during the past 
week of Dr. Arthur J. Barton of At- 
lanta. Ga., chairman of the executive 
committee of the Ahti-Saloon League 
of America, calling upon the dry 
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te-ry In memory of the Canadians of 
this country who died in the war. 
Superimposed upon the face of the 
crass., nearly 18 feet above the 
ground, Is a medieval eword, six feet 
long.

Boston's gas consumers have been 
precipitated into a controversy which 
Tor several months has boon brew- 
inj^. Its ramilications were not re- 
vealed until within recent weelcs 
when scores of dissa-tisficd landlords, 
business men and housewives organ- 
ized against the Consolidated Gas Co. 
protesting its service cluirges sanc- 
tioned by the Puljlic Utilities Com- 
mission. 

Several cities and towns within the 
Metropolitan District have taken the 
initiative from the Hub and are or- 
ganizing gas consumers jjrotesting 
units in order to defy this huge gas 
octopus as they term it, in continu- 
ing to add a service charge each 
month to gas bills after meater read- 
ings. Before electricity became a 
widespread illuminating factor in 
homes, factories and sky-scrapers of 
the nation including Boston and its 
suburban centers, gas illumination 
was universal especially among the 
middle and poorer classes. Electri- 
cal illumination and its appliances 
including radio reception apparatus 
has, within the past five years, out- 
distanced gas consumption. They 
are used by all groups, rich and poor, 
who buy all sorts of doodads for 
hook-ups, to cook, read and see by 
day or night. Even ice has been dis- 
carded for keeping foods pure, and 
vontilaling and cooling systems have 
lieen installed with electricity as the 
key furnishing the power for proper 
control of these contraptions. Gas is 
yet an economic utility in homos, ho- 
tels, chain restaurants and hakeries 
for baking and cooking for the 
family also the preparation of foods 
for retail and wholesale consump- 
tion. Measuring gas by meter is a 
very delicate operation. The gas 
consumer does not usually understand 
this mysterious meter reading pro- 
cess. The gas-man appears at inter- 
vals during each month of the year 
to 0. K. a gas meter with his book 
and pencil and proceeds to tally 
whether or not there is a flaw in the 
flow thru the pipes or a leak from 
the main in the street. He adds his 
totals mechanically for a mass con- 
solidatii^n of figures to complete a 
tabulation in order to reach an "accu- 
rate conclusion" to mail each con- 
iumer a monthly gas bill. 

The distracted gas consumer, espe- 
nally the poor who can't «ffo-'' '>i°''- 



trii'ity for illuminalion, is in conslani 
fear of liaving tlie meter locked off ii 
the monlhly statement is ignored 
Failure to pay for these "mysteriou: 
calculations" of the Consolidated Ga? 
meter reader means iniUmt cutting 
otr of light and heat. 

i\'ow comes tiie "seivice chfirge" 

a fandanulwl eliicioncy monopolisl;< 
monstrosity for adding financial re- 
venue to the cofl'ers of this huge gas 
combine. Thousands of gas consum- 
ers are tliinking and usyig the above 
language when they discuss this pol- 
icy of tacking on their gas bills — a 
little more — for what! 

Mayor James M. Curley of Boston 
is leading a gas consumers' organi- 
zation to battle this service charge. 
Mayors of surrounding cities of Bos- 
ton have taken up the cudgels a- 
gainst tlie Consolidated Gas Co. The 
Public Utilities Commission has nev- 
er receded from its position in be- 
half elf the gas combine who control 
tliis commodity. Tlio Commission 
may invoke a compromise yet the 
CoiumonwiaUh needs revenue. Tax- 
ing net earnings of public utilities 
is one of the great items of tangibles 
that tlic state government relies up- 
on to make public improvements. 
Combines must make money in order 
to have their earnings taxed. The 
poor and rich consumers ai'e indi- 
rectly taxed to pay for operation of a 
public utility sanctioned by the slate 
and nation. However, there is a 
question in the writer's mind of the 
wisdom of tacking on to a poor gas 
consumer's bill during this period of 
world-wide financial depression, a 
service charge. 

The Consolidated Gas Co. should 
consider that a monopoly can be des- 
troyed like a nation. A franchise is 
not worth "Hannah Cooke" if polit- 
ical firebrands throw discretion to the 
winds and legislate to revoke a char- 
ter when a public utility corporation, 
manipulated by managing directors, 
force consumers of its product to ac- 
cept a policy without considering 
present conditions or subsequent re- 
sults. A violent political tide is ris- 
ing. To forecast at this time who 
will be at the helm of the ship of 
state and the nation when the water 
is high would be impossible. All

Governor's Council Asks 

Fire Marshal for 

New Set

BOSTON, July 22. -The governor's 
coimcll today disapproved the rules i 
and regulations submitted by Fire 
Marshal John W. Rcth covering the 
manufacture, sale and use of oil 
burners, fuel oil. fireworks, explosives 
and operation of dry cleansing es- 
tablishments. 

The council's action, although un- 
expected, was taken. It i.s iinderslo<id, 
to give opportunity to the fire 
marslial and tiio.se interostcti In the 
indu.^trie,s affected, to get together in 
conferences, to draw up a new ."-.cl 
of rules that will meet with ap- 
proval. 

The action followed a hearing In 
the forenoon, at whicli the personal 
references that Mayot^ Cyjlley and 
Lieut. Oov. Youngnian ha'v. In- 
dulged In were renewed. W'.ille the 
hearing was in progress the lieutenant 
governor, with a broad smile on his 
face, remarked to a protestant "refer 
It to Mayor Curley." 

Opposition to rules concerning the 
sale of liglit fuel oil and oil burners 
was led by Managing .Secretary Clark 
of the American Oil Burners A.s.socia- 
tlon. Inc., representing a membership 
of 10,000. G. R. Christie, represent- 
ing the Standard Oil Co. of New York, 
said there should be no maximum 
degree regulating the flash point of 
light oils. 

When the rules governing the use 
and sale of fireworks were taken up. 
Fire Marshal Reth said he had 
rescinded all permits to manufac- 
turers and dcilers the past nine 
year.-;. This was done, he said, be- 
cause he was endeavoring to bring 
the bu-slne.ss within the actual scope 
of tf 5 law.

BOSTON, July 23 (INS)— A lull 
in the personal compliments which 
Lieut.

Clark maintained that adoption 
would create a hazard Instead of a 
safety measure and that ,some oil 
burners now in operation would not 
conform with the ignition retiuire- 
ments. 

Clark seemed to \-oice the senti- 
ments of all speakers that they were 
anxiou.^ for any regulation tlic fire 
marshal desires "that will not handi- 
cap companies nor fire departments." 
O. L. Bus.=ell. of Boston, wholesale 
fireworks dealer, said that Massnchu- 
,''etts dealers are handicapped Inas- 
much as explosixes banned in thi.'i 
state are easily obtainable- acro.ss the 
lines In New Hampshire and Rhode 
Isla.id. In many cases he said dealers 
were selecttnen in their towns and 
som-timos the whole police de))arl- 
meni and made their own regula- 
tions. "There are not enough police 
to enforce the law," he added.

The suggestion wliich M2Ip'' 
Curley makes to Prcs. H(K>ver tliat 
ho call a .six!Cial se.ssion of Congress 
lor tlie pui'ijose of appropriating 
$1,000,000,000 lor immediate com- 
pletion of public buildings, to the ex- 
teiit of $550,000,000, and $375,000,000 
for flood control jvork, is impractic- 
able, in the light of development of 
the last few months. The fact that 
the economic situation is getting no 
■worse, and the fact tliat it is improv- 
ing .somewhat is suHictent reason 
why tlie Federal goveniment sliould 
go slowly in attempting such a pro- 
gram as that which Mayor Curley 
suggests. The motive is the best, but 
the efficacy of the method is ques- 
tionable. 

The Fedei-al government faced an 
empty treasury when Congress ad- 
journed last march. The govern- 
ment's income has been greatly re- 
duced the past year. The demands 
upon its resources have been heavy. 
The persons who would benefit to a 
negligible degree by Mayor Curley'.s 
suggestion would have to pay the 
bills which his plan suggests. 

The European situation has been 
mentioned, and the suggestion made 
that charity shown to European 
powers .should also be .shown to citi- 
zens of this country. The European 
plan, If it becomes effective, will help 
this country, and to a very great 
extent, especially if attempts are 
made to go further and curtail 
armaments, which are colo.s.sal in 
annual output, as comjjared with the 
sum of money involved in a year's 
moratorium with war debts. 

The .soldiers' insurance plan was 
put through by Congre.ss, with 
dreams of con.siderable relief, and a 
pronounced stimulus to buying, but 
the actual effect has not been as far- 
reaching as .some felt it would be. 

It is doubtful if a special session 
of Congress should be called, with 
an immediate appropriation of 
$1,000,000,000 in order to provide 
work for thase, wlio, in turn and in 
time, would be compelled to bear the 
brunt of the burden.

' A Gas Service Charge.

A new chapter nos.' opens In the 
long-continued controversy over the 

service charge of the, Boston Consoli- 
flate'l Uas Company. The Uepartment, 
of r'uhllc Utilities having refused to 
alter its decision allowlns tlie collec- 
tion of 50 cents a month from each 
customer. .\layor^Uurley has recourse 
to the SuprenleJiiflicial Court in the 
hope of obtainln.q a cancelation of 
this charge. 

The company itself has been before 
the department at least three time.s 
In quest of the authority to impose il. 
The petition for a service charge of 
one dollar was, denied. In a decision in 
which the commission intimated that 
a charRe of half that sum miglit he 
justified. The company applied for a 
charge of "o cent.'! which the commis- 
sion refused to allow. Finally, on a 
third plea, the commission granted the 
right to collect a charge of BO cents. 
Jn the several hearings, the whole mat- 
ter was canvassed thoroughly and 
from all points of view. 

When the Con.-jolidaled acquired the 
Charlestown Gas Company, its rates 
began to apply in the Charleslonn dis- 
trict, which inr,!ude.s parts of t5omcr- 
fillc and Chelsea. Thus a disliict 
whici) had no service charge became 
subject to a schedule which included 
this 50 cent bill. In the resulting -.itii- 
tation. the city of Boston a.'^ked the 
department to abolish it, mainly on 
the legal point that the r-ommi.-^.sion 
had no authority to allow it. (In July 
1 tlie department dismif.<ted the peti- 
tion. There now follows the applica- 
tion to the Supreme Court. 

The argument for the charge i.-^ 'n 
short that many, perhaiw most of the 
customers of the large gas compani-s 
do not pay their way. For each con- 
sumer, a meter is installed and a iiific 
connection made with the gas mam 
There are the cost.s of reading; the 
meter, of keeping the account and ren- 
dering the bill, maintenance and de- 
preciation, to be considered. The com- 
pany asked some years ago that an 
allocation of the costs of laying lh< 
mains and keerdng them in repair 
should be included in a service charge. 
The D. V. V. held that this co.st could 
not be calculated accurately, and that 
it would be unfair to small groups de- 
pendent on long main."!. 

The service charge is ba.-jed on the 
cost to the company of carrying each 
customer, whether he usep any of the 
"commodity" or not. At the time 
when the ."iO-cent charge was author- 
ized, a reduction in rate was made 
from $1.20 a thousand cubic feet to an 
even dollar. In consef(iience, any con- 
.sumcr using 2500 cubic feet or more 
of gas pays less for It than under the 
old rale, and those using less than 
that amount will pay more. It has 
been said re[ieatedly that the small 
householders get the benefit of the 
reduced cost, and the people In large 
homes and In apartment houses use 
hut lilili gas and pay more for what 
they do use.

probably will be based on an act 
passed in 1927.

I Boston Politicrl Speculations 

'^Following quite consistently after Senator 
Walsh's warning to Democrats that Massachu- 
setts is a Republtean State is Senator Marcus 
Coolidge's recent statement tliat he was elected 
by Republicans. As these confessions are not 
disputed, it seems to be possible to lay down 
the principle in Massachusetts politics just now 
that, though it takes a Democratic plurality to 
'ionTin:'.te a Democratic candidate in this State, 
it takes Kepublican votes to elect him. 

Both parties are naturally concerned in such 
a principle. Presumably both are givinpr it 
seiious consideration from somewhat dilfei^'nt 
I.cints of view. The tact that ^5 per cent 
of the Democratic piiniary vote is east ol 
Worcester and larcety in and about Hostor 
naturally provides fond lor thought to a West- 
ern Massachusetts candidate for (lovenior 
which Governor 101 y would be. if he soukIiI re- 
election and if the political ambitions of Mayoi 
Curley should so far cx-i the better of him a? 
to iniluce him to .<eek iioniination. 

The Governor was exceptiotudly fortunate in 
the Democratic i)rim:iries of last year. Though 
ho had two Eastern candidates against him, one 
was a natural tailender and the other, John V 
Fitzgerald, had formally withdrawn and taker 
temporarily to the hospital. Nevertheless Gov- 
ernor Ely won the nomination over the self- 
renounced and invalided candidate by only ;!2,804 
plurality, of which about 27,200 came from the 
15 per cent of the Democrats in the four west- 
ern counties. If Worce.^ter County is included, 
his primary plurality came wholly from that 
and the four western counties. The 85 per cent 
of the Democracy in the eastern section divided 
its allegiance rather menly between Governor 
Ely and the man in the hospital. 

There seems to be an inclination in Boston 
jiist now to raise the question how the candi- 
dacy of Governor Ely for renomination might 
fare, if M ayo r Cuiley ,^l,"nld make up his mind 
to become a catTlTtTlate. If last year Hh per 
cent of the Democracy biokr even between Gov- 
ernor Ely and a man who was no longer a can- 
didate, what would be the effect on 85 per cent 
cf the Democracy if Mayor Curley should un- 
dertake a mobilization for his own candidacy? 
Though the Democratic politicians of Bostoi 
are speculating considerably in advance of the- 
l!t32 primaries, it is possible that they art 
thinking about the dilTerence between nomina 
tions and elections. It might be ea.sier to nom- 
inate Mayor Curley than to get the Uepublicar 
votes to elect him and it might be harder tr 
renominate Governor Ely than to get the Re- 
publican votes in Western Massachusetts to elect 
liim. 

All that can really be said safely at thif 
early stage of speculations is that, should Mayoi 
Curley enter the contest for the Democratic 
nomination for (iovernor he would not with 
draw his camlidacy and retire to a hospital 
c( me what may. He is not of the withdrawin( 
or retiring type.

*AUhough Governor Roosevelt or New York has 
not vet formally announced his candidacy fo. t e 
presidential nomination of the ^^f ^^""'"T ^^„^''/„ 
'the campaign which his friond.s have -^J^^^fJ 
on hLs behalf has made impre.^s.ve P "gf^.^s^ 
Within the pa.sl week, Mr. James A^ r»'-l^>.;'^<^ 
Chairman of the Democratic Stat^ ""TTTut 
New York, has returned from an extended tnp 
mrough the Wo.,t, with reporU that Governor 
Roosevelt Is the outstanding favorite of the Demo- 
crats beyoi^.d the Mississippi tor the nomination. 
Still more significant is the recent announce- 
ment of Mr. Joseph Guffey of Pennsylvania, 
where he Is a power in the Democratic Party 
that its delegates to the national convention will 
almost unanimou.sly .support the canoidacy of 
the Governor. 

Such pronouncements make jjlaln that the sup- 
porters of Governor Roosevelt have no fear that 
his candidacy will suffer because it is ad- 
vanced a year before the conventions. Ordinarily 
pre.sidential candidates prefer not to be too far 
in the lead at such an earl.v, date, btit perhaps 
the friends o! Governor Roosevelt ha\e f!Ood rea- 
son for their activity. The oppositiou wUhin, the 
Demwratic Party to his nomination is not open, 
but is for Ihe most part under cover. Apparently 
his friends believe that the best way to prevent 
the "dark horses." .such as Mr. Newton D. Baker 
' of Ohio. Mr. Owen D. Young and Mr. Alfred E. 
Smith, from becoming formidable contenders is 
to pledge as many 'eadeis as possible in advance 
of the convention. 

The pronouncement, of Mr. Guffey Ls parti- 
cularly notfworthv because he was. in 1928. one 
of the most vigorous supporters of the candidacy 
of Governor Smith. His enlisimcnt in tht; cause 
of Governor Roosevelt means that, if Mr. Smith 
intends to seek renomlnation, he will be obliged 
to fight for it. 

Whether nr not the Democrats elsewhere in 
the East will be influenced by Mr. Guffey's ac- 
tion remains to be seen. Sentiment for the re- 
nomination of Mr. Smith has been strong in 
Connecticut, Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
although Governor Roosevelt has already made a 
cojvert of I^yor Ctjasy "^ Boston. Perhaps the 
Democn's t^%ew England will reaiRin loyal to 
"Al" to le end, but if he wants a renomlnation, 
he plftlnlj'caa.ta,te_aothlee 'or stranted.

A marked revulsion of attitude to- 
ward this man has passed over Bos- 
ton during hi.s present mayoralty, 
for a ninnber of reasons.

the natlon-wkle. cruise. 

Mayor Cuilej late last night de- 
nied that THg'^vl.slt of the fliers to 
this city was delayed because of the 
♦1.500 fee and scoffed at the rumor' 
that ho would withdraw Bo.ston's In- 
vitation. "We'll pay the $1500 and be 
glad to see the two boys," the mayor 
utated. 

Word wa^ passed through the 
crowd waiting yesterday at the air- 
port that the filers did not arrive be- 
cau.se they demanded $1500 for ex- 
pense money before making thu trip, 
although Lindbergh. Byrd, Amelia 
Earhart, Hegenberger and the Brem- 
en filers came to Boston without any 
charge for showing themselves. 

That rumor was spiked last night 
by the New England manager of the 
NBC. He explained that the fliers had 
J , been Invited to the Tuesday night air 
demonstration and wre.stUng matches 
at Brave* field and In the belief that 
It had been postponed on account of 
rain until last night, they planned 
to arrive here yesterday until word 
reached New York that the air show 
was over.

Dangers of an Electric Current 



Just why lUcro sliouki be a l)urst 
of publicity just, now concerning 
Boston's oCl-cIiscusseil mayor, Hon. 
James M. Curley, is not altogether 
clear, but the fact remains that a 
a good deal is being said in print 
about his honor. Whether with a 
view to polilical effect or other- 
wise, may appear latej-. Meanwhile, 
one of the best statcmentts of lale 
is the one made this week in "Bob" 
Washburn's column of the Boston 
Transcript. Mr. Washburn said: 

James Michael Curley, mayor of 
Boston, presents an amazing and 
compelling study for esliniate, no 
one more ho in the country. Hero 
is a mail who was horn into the 
only inheritance essential to make 
lU'u what it ought to be, a good 
mother and father. Otherwise he 
had iiotliing, except a high spirit, 
which is much. He was born, not 
with a silver spoon, but with a 
wooden ladder in hia moulh. which 
lie proceeded forthwith to climb. 
Here is a man as to wiiom no one is 
apathetic, whose marked individ- 
ualtity leaves in its wake all, either 
ti'iends or toes, no middle class of 
critics. At the mention of his 
name, all either say it with flowers 
or take to the lire-escapes.

His memory will never 
be so ''.iscouiited and daubed, 
doubtless. 

After varying vicissitudes of early 
years, which were many, a woman 
entered into this man'fi life. 'I'bls 
woman he married. It was a wise 
and savins; stej) for liim. He had 
taken successfully the most crucial 
hurdle of life. She w:.-is of his sort. 
He was of her sort. She knew his 
kind. He knew her kind. In thii-j 
union there was no discordant 
blending of the diverse strata of 
life, good wine with ginger-pop. 
Such are sympathetic and Perma- 
nent unions. She became bis Polar 
Slur, always leading him on, when 
now, a stricken though undaunted 
spirit, he sails his course on what 
by contrast appears to him to be a 
dead reckoning. And so bis craft 
has sailed on, into the dangers of 
fogs, amid the ice, buffeted by 
strong gales and high seas, and yet 
never seeking refuge, amid the still 
sens that are to bo found behind 
the breakwater.

Christian, he has ansnaged the suf- 
ferings of his sick and dying. In 
what proved to lie his last words to 
his son, in the characteristic and ;

East Boston Project Termed 
Subsidy to Port Develop- 
ment Company 



Boston, .Tilly 11 — The Good Gov- 
ernment association yesterday at- 
tacked the proposed Jl.noo.ooo Eaat 
Boston .«tran<^)w-'iy as "iittl» more than 
a subsUiy" to the Boston Port De- 
veloimient company, owner of the 
flit.s which flank the projected route 
of the waterfront trafflc highway. 

Mayo r Curley shurply critirized the 
aSSBBWnWWSia'kement last nishi, de- 
Clarlnff the proposed strnndway was 
an aid to unemployment. 

"It contains a criticUm of contem- 
plated public project.s wliich differ In 
no degree." the mayor .said, "other 
than perhaps in its beini? more vio- 
lent and less truthful from Blmllar 
attack-s made against ever.v con- 
templated project that H now a 
reality." 

Tlie president of the Bo.«^ton Port 
Development company. "William J. 
McDonald, in a reply to the a.'jsocla- 
I tioti'.s attack, said hia company knows 
I nothin.i;: about (he proposed strand- 
way, other than what has appeared 
In newspapers, never has seen the 
plan.s and, allhoii;jh It does not wish 
to Interfere with any ptiblic project, 
prefers that It be n(jt huilt. 

Calling the project "The East Bo.s- 
ton Murtwny," the (!ood Uovernmcnt 
n/isociatlon statement sets forth that 
it has been a "hardy perennial In the 
LcRlslature" and that the ultiiri.ate 
cost, if the city undi'rtakes the im- 
provement, will be tremendous. 

"The tremendous ultimate cost of 
such a proc:cdure," the statement 
continues, "may easily bo startlint; 
and its ultimate results disappointing. 
Wlien all the money is spent, Boston 
w'il find itself with only a mudflat 
"striindway" besinnins in a small 
park and ending relatively nowhere — 
a setni-desertcd mudway to Belle isle 
inlet." 

"Since the major part of the ,idja- 
ccnt land hcloURs to one corporation, 
such a project Is of little more than 
a subsidy to any land development 
that corporation may make. The case 
l« clearly one where those directly 
benentcd should f.ay the cost, yet the 
city ha« announced no Intention of 
nuch procedure." 

Flanks Ronte 

"The roadway would touch Boston 
Port Development company land at 
almost "very foot of the way. In 
many place.s this corporation's lam! 
flanks the proposed route on both 
sidf.". The comixmy owns some HO,- 
000,000 or more square feet of land 
and flats in I'.ist Boston, a.ssessed 
uitdei- the name of the n,'ist Bitstoti 
Development comp.inv for Jl, 072, 000 
in 19S0. 

"In case 'the city couin il uiiHisidy 
votes the loan, it will be jntercstlnpr 
to note the thrice paid for the land 
purchased and the riparian rights «e- 
cured."

Boston, ,JuIy 8 — Mayor Ciirlcy yes- 
terday petitioned the supreme court 
to nullify the recent decision of the 
public utilities department authoriz- 
ing the Boston Colsalldated Gas com- 
pany to exact a ser\'lce charge from 
all consumers. 

In a dotible -barreled attack on the 
department and the Koppcrs com- 
pany, holding corporation for the gas 
company, the mayor coupled a direct 
charge of partiality by the commis- 
sion with a statement that until the 
Koppers company obtained control of 
the gas company, the question of the 
service charge had never been raised. 

In a brief amplification of his for- 
mal statement the mayor indicated 
that he would make an Issue of the 
decision of the utilities department 
and tlial he proposed to lead the 
fight in person to overturn Its deci- 
sion which he assailed as Illegal. 

Much of the mayor's prepared 
statement was confined to an attack 
upon the alleged partiality of the de- 
partment, which he sunimarlzed In 
the as.sertlon that "It Is plainly evi- 
dent that the Interests of but one 
party were coi.sldered, namely the In- \ 
etrest.'. of the Boston Consolldtaed ' 
Gas company." \ 

He denounced the policy of tbe 
Kopper.s company, as "ruthless,"] 
characterized the corporation as an I 
"octopus" and described the service I 
charge "as an arbitrary imposition j 
authorized by the department of pub- 
lic utilities and has no relation to the 
consumption of gas," ' 

The estimated assessment upon 
40.000 or more gas consumers is fig- 
ured hy the mayor at $3,000,000 and 
he .si.id his purpose in appealing for 
Judicial aid was to attempt to obtain 
a refund of th- sum to consumers.

3 Decision to confer with the 

comml.ssloners of school buildings 
relative to the proposal t« build the 
new girls' High school on the present 
site, although two members desire It 
built at Worthlngton street, where 
land and plans are available. 

4 Passage of a school budget lor 

1931 of $1.'^, 959 ,856. to which must be 
added $1,795,512 for school alterations 
and repairs, a total of $17,755,369 for 
all school piirposes except new con- 
struction, which will probably be 
more than $2,000,000 this year. 

5— A disclosure that Mrs. Elizabeth 
W. Pigeon of the committee after an 
intensive study of schools In Boston 
had originated a plan which would, 
by building a new public Latin school 
and transferring students of five 
High schools, provide ample accom- 
modations for all six High school 
populations. 

6— A charge by Dr. Joseph 'V. Lyons 
of the committee, that "police offi- 
cials as well a.s school authorities 
well know" that girls at the Girls' 
High school In the South End are 
"being accosted and ever chased" by 
disreputable men, and that the pres- 
ent location is "unwholesome." \ 
7— A prediction by Chairman Jo- 
seph J Hurley that, because of sta- 
tionary valuations, Increased costa of 
city departments and drop In rev- 
enues, the "tax rat« will b« Increased 
I $5 or $6 this -year." 

Dr Lyons led the attack on Mayor

EXTENSION OF 
BOSTON AIRPORT 
' NOW SHELVED 



Curlej Refuses to Accede to 
"demands of War Dept.; 
Considers Them Imposition 
on the City 

The proposed extension of the East 
Boston airport to include Governor's 
Island was definitely abandoned by 
Mayor Curley yesterday. His refusal 
to accede to demands of the war de- 
partment, transmitted by Ma]. -Gen, 
Fox Conner, and regarded by the 
mayor as an imposition on the city, 
forced the decision to confine the 
airport development to the reclama- 
tion of flat lands to provide a land- 
ing field of 300 acres, and to con- 
struction of a hydroplane ramp. 

The revised plans entailing an e«- 
timated expenditure of $700,000 for 
work to be done by contract, and i 
which win begin In 30 days and be i 
completed within six months will as- I 
sure Boston of an airport meriting : 
the class AlA rating of the depart- ' 
ment of commerce. j 

In announcing abandonment of ! 
the pretentious proposal to level Gov- i 
ernor's Island and to link it with 
the airport. Mayor Curley said; ! 

"The demands of the federal gov- \ 
ernment make It Inadvisable further 
tx> consider the extension of the air- 
port to Include Governor's Island un- 
til such time as the government tells 
what portion of the cost It Is willing 
to asstime." 

The curtailment of the proposed 
extension will limit the expenditure 
neoe.ssary to n sum for below the con- 
templated outlay of $1,250,000 which 
the city council authorlr.ed last week, 
aft*r a bitter controversy. During 
the debate It was charged that the 
con.summatlon of a lease of the Island 
had been blocked by the insistence 
of the war department that the citv 
must not only erect hangars and n 
mooring mast for dirigibles but must 
speclflcal y agree to return control 
Of the Island to the department 
whenever the secretary of waj 
deemed that need existed for such 
action- " 

The city will now proceed to re. 
claim all of the flats owned by the 
commonwealth to the north and east 
of the airport, and will extend the 
andlng field to a point wlthm 800 
feet Of Governor's Island and 150

Mayor.s of two cities liave inter- 
vened to reduce expenditures m tlie 
departments of public welfare. May- 
or Curley of Boston has ordered a 
reduction in the .schedule of weekly 
payments, liis aim being to prevent 
tlie expenditure of more than $1,- 
000,000 in excess of the budget al- 
lowance for relief work. There have 
been numerous criticisms of the 
weekly allotments to families re- 
ceiving aid, and, while it does not 
follow that the maximum payments 
have been excessive in all or even 
in many cases, it is believed that a 
more economical practice can be 
adopted without eau.sing hardship. 
In Worcester the welfare depart- 
ment has requested additional funds, 
and Mayor O'Hara has said that it 
can't have them, as there are tione 
available. But if more money for re- 
lief work is essential, it must be 
raised. 



July 1, 1926 the first air mall 
flew from Boston to New York, with 
Major Talbot Freeman of Colonial

1, 1863 opened the mast famous 
and destructive battle of the Civil 
War, Getty.'sburg, fought between the 
Union forces under Mead, and the 
Confederate forces under Lee. The 
battle opened in the forenoon of 
July 1st, was fought stubbornly 
throughout that day, July 2nd, and 
until 6:30 p. m„ July 3rd, when the 
firing subsided. Lee's intention, if 
possible, of carrying the war into 
the northern states was not fulfilled, 
Washington was never again tiireat- 
ened throughout the war. The com- 
manders of both armies made mis- 
takes in this battle. Possibly the 
chief mistake after the battle was 
the failure of Mead to follow up 
Lee, continue the fighting, and force 
surrender. The total killed, wound- 
ed, and mi.ssing on both .sides 
amounted to upwards of 42,000. July 
1, 1898 occurred the battles of San 
Juan and El Caney, both of them 
American victories.

Plans lor tlie new Chicago post 
office which, after years of delay, 
was to have been begun early in 
this year of unemployment, have 
been sent back to the architects, ac- 
cordins to Tue.sday's Washinston 
announcement, to be redrawn. 

Mayor Curley of Boston has writ- 
ten Postmaster-General Brown for 
permission to pasture a municipal 
cow on federal government proper- 
ty. The mayor wants to make 
some use of the site of the propo.sed 
new Boston post office. The land 
cost Si).Ki4,000. Tlie buildine; was 
autliorized two years ago and ap- 
propriations made for it. Since 
then the department, with a warrn 
bureaucratic wish to put some of 
the imemiiloyed to work, has Ijeen 
getting around to it, as first aid 
in an industrial deiiression. Noth- 
ing ha.s been done, but the deparl- 
nieiit lias the matter close to its 
heart. 

Mr. Curley knows that the un- 
employed have the sympathy of the 
department, but he seems to be a 
practical sort of a man. Six million 
dollars' worth of real estate is wail- 
ing for the bureaucracy to ex- 
tricate its fool ."rom the chair 
rungs or the chandelier or the 
waste basket or wherever it is 
stuck, but that may take a great 
deal of time still. In the case of 
Chicago it's been stuck for about 
20 years. As an interim use of the 
land the Boston mayor suggest.s a 
municipal cow. He is ijractical but 
imprudent. This will give the 
bui-eaucracy a fresh start. 

Mr. Brown will respond asking 
what kind of a cow. Mr. Curley may 
reply any kind of a cow. This will 
lx> fatal. Mr. Brown will ask the 
department of agriculture to deter- 
mine the kind of cow which, graz- 
ing on a SB.OOO.ODO tract of govern- 
ment land in Boston, intended for 
a post office, would produce the 
most butter fats. The department 
nf agriculture will nuikc an analysis 
of the soil and will experiment in 
the development of pasture. Noth- 
ing short of two years will give 
an answer as to pasturage. Mr. 
Brown, if he is still in office, will 
then ask Mr. Curley. if he is still in 
office, what disposition is to be 
marie of the milk, to determine 
whether quantity or quality is the 
objective. That will require a sur- 
vey of the environs of the post 
office pasturage site to ascertain 
the niinil'cr of cliildrm necdinp, 
milk. Tills wU! he undcit^ikcn by 
the census department, but need 
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not occupy more than two months 
in field work and 10 in writing the 
report. 

Mr. Brown — it being assumed 
here and hereafter that Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Curley remain in office In- 
definitely—will then ask the at- 
torney-general whether it Ir, per- 
missible to di3tritaut.c milk pro- 
duced by a municipal cow pastur- 
ing on government post office graz- 
ing land to the poor of a city block 
wherein tlie children average five 
to a family and most of the fathers 
are waiting for work on the post 
office. The attorney-general will 
reply that this could be done in 
Iowa, but not in Ma.ssachusetts, if 
it were a Jersey cow, but not an 
Aiderney. In the cat;e of a Jersey 
cow in Ma,ssachu.';etts the milk from 
a government post office pasturage 
in the time of a depression should 
jgo to the nearest coast guard sta- 
[tion which has shot up three rum- 
I runners in the current year. If 
(the times are flush and the gov- 
jcrnment is not trying to aid unem- 
ployment and the cow ha,s a 
Icrumplcd horn and cream should 
be churned, the butter being as- 
signed to the Charleston. S. C. navy 
vard, and the buttermilk to the 
iSouth Boston i)ost office station, 
i Mr, Curley will notify the de- 
jdejiartment that the cow is dead 
^and Mr. Brown will inquire which 
cow. Mr. Curley .vill tnen rcwrt 
that he him.self is lead and the de- 
partment of justice will make an 
in^'estigation of that. When the 
matter has been .satisfactorily 
cleared ii|> and Mr. Curley is dis- 
covered to be not dead, but only 
groggy, the depar'ment will have 
the |)Ians for the post office re- 
drawn to take into consideration 
the fact that there once wa.s a 
request that the site be used for a 
cow pastin-e and the cheery an- 
nouncement will be made that ev- 
erything is bree^.ing along for the 
rapid completion of the Boston 
post office! 

The only eritici.sm which could 
be made of the proposal for a five- 
iifii^r industrial plan for the Amer- 
ican irovernment is that it should 
be a aOO-year plan. This is a grand 
government.

Where the daughters ol 
assisted families walk the streets at- 
tired in all the colors of the rainbow 
the lamily allowance may well be cut 
down, for It Ls plain that the chil- 
dren are not taking the.se hard times 
seriously. Thos(; people who have 
money in the savings bank and are 
receiving aid, should be put off the 
list. Many such instances have been 
found in the big cities. Credit 
at the grocery should not be made 
to cover items of malt extract or cig- 
arettes. Wc have not noticed that 
men receiving city charity have vet 
given up tobacco. 

In spite of recent good news the 
hard times are not yet over. They 
have lasted so long that we are com- 
pelled a.s a city at thts time to draw 
In our belt-s another notch and face 
the task of the next winter's doles 
\ye must get down to hard pan or 
plunge ourselves into debt which will 
bother us for years. We will do well 
to follow the example of Boston and 
scan the charity list very closely 
More money may safely be given to 
some distressed families, but those 
previously over favored, may well be 
Jut down as Is being done In Boston

last year, $3,290,095, 
exceeding Chicago, its nearest rival, 
by a handsome margin. But the Na- 
tional Recreation Association points 
out that the per capita expenditures 
tell a very different story. Boston 
considered public recreation impor- 
tant enough to justify an expenditure j 
of $2.02 a head. Cleveland, Mllwau- ' 
kee, San Francisco and Newark all 
spent more than $1 on this basis, 
but New York lagged far behind 
with a per capita outlay of only 47 
cents. 

It should be noted In fairness to 
New York that the expenditures re- 
ported in this survey are exclusive 
of the money spent for park land 
and general park maintenance. They 
refer solely to land maintenance fa- 
cilities and leadership costs involved 
in organized activities. New York 
has been spending a great deal lately 
on the acquisitifin of new parks. 

The city ought to be iloing even 
more in providing recreational facili- 
ties for her boys and girls. Most of 
them live in more cramped quarters 
here than in other cities. They have 
further to go to get into the country. 
They need a place to play near home. 
Kvery year it is going to cost inore 
to provide them with reasonably ac- 
cessible playgrounds in the heart of 
Brooklyn and Manhattan.

Janie.s A. Fitzgerald, 
former Park Boarfl chairman. v,*a.s be- 
lieved the leading contender for the 
place until Ur. BJagan's name came to the 
fore. 

The city commitee's iiulor.sement of 
Fitzgerald, however, wa.s .soon found to 
have met with disapproval of city com- 
mittee leaders, particularly those direct- 
ing the committee from without. 

Dr. Eagan last night .said he had no 
fitatemcnt to make iiutll after the con- 
firmation by the Executive Council and 
Intimated that he probaljly would say 
little then.

The governor and senators have 
I alien ihe very sensible view that It 
Is too early to make pcsitlve declara- 
tions. They believe, however, that It 
Governor Smith Is a candidate he 
ran count on the solid support of 
Massachu.setts. If he isn't, that is an- 
oilier niatter and while they have 
wi.?ely refrained from discussing a 
,';Croiid choice they have virtually 
agreed that Roosevelt would probably 
be the .selection. 

Kocisevelt ISooni Tliri\cs 
I'he Democratic presidential situa- 
tion Is really getting to be a very dl.i- 
tiirbing element in the local party 
ranks. There was a great wave tor 
Re -,evelt last month when Col. Ed- 
wai 1 M. House, one-time conlidential 
adv..er to the late President Wilson, 
attempted to start his eastern boom 
with a coming-out party at his sum- 
mer home at Manchester-by-the-Sca. 
There was a galaxy of leaders at the 
little dinner parly and Mayo r James 
M. Cu rlcy . who previously had stated 
Ills pTSTeience for Owen D. Young as 
the 1932 .standard hearer, shifted Ir- 
revocably to the Roo.sevelt cause. Th': 
ot:her leaders were 'nore cautlovls. 
They admitted the personal charm of 
the man. his ability as a vote-getter 
and his eftlciency a^ a public servant. 
Hj v.ould make a good president'al 
randidate, they allowed, but pointed 
out that before any commitments 
were made it would be necessary for 
Massachusetts Democrats to knoA' 
what M Smith., was going to do. 

The Roosevelt enthusiasts, however, 
went to work without delay and with- 
in a week or so a Rooscvelt-for-Presi- 
dcnt league had been formed with the '• 
idea of sewing up the state for him 
without furtlicr ado. Prominent in 
the ovganization was Mayor Murphy 
pf SomervlUe. who will seek re-elec- 
tion. It w-as then that the work of 
organizing a Smith league was gotten 
tinder way. The fact that the leaders 
In this ertort were SomervlUe resi- 
dents and Included Arthur D. Healy, 
■^•ho probably will oppose Murph,'

The Smith committee In 
M.'.i:.achu.setts .'■eems in a very dini- 
cut position, for when they o.ganized 
they made little reservation for the 
contingency of Smith not seeking the 
otfic?. If the former New York gov- 
ernor doe.5 decide to do so then they 
will be riding on top of the world, 
but with all the evidence pointing 
against his canditlaey their only re- 
cou..se is to ask to be allowed to help 
the Roo.sevflt committee or start a 
party war for some other eandidate. i 
Some of the .Smltii committee | 
members are growing restless. Rep. 
James E. Hagen of SomervlUe, one of 
Its Uaders, made this apparent dur- 
IVig the week when he declared that 
It wasn't going to delay m\ich longer 
in finding out the Intentions of the 
foriner New York governor. 

"I'm going, over to N-w York with- 
in the next few wseks," he said, "and 
I am going to see Governor Smith and 
put It up to him. And I am going 
to :-eport back to the committee ex- 
actly what he says." 

Rep. Hagen didn't assume that he 
could accomplish what others have 
failed to do — secure a flat statement 
from Gov. Smith — but he believed 
that thrc^gh accjualntance with some 
of the l«l'ders in that city he wotild 
be able to set a much clearer Idea 
than is now evident in Massachusetts. 
The longer the Intention of Mr. Sm'tli 
remains a secret, the longer the mem- 
bers of the camp.Tlgn committee- 
formed of coui-se without hte knowl- 
edge — will be tied up and prevented 
j from getting on the band wagon of 
1 some other cantlidate.

These are compo.sed of Re- 
publican office holders, heads of G. 
O. P. organizations and other work- 
ers. It Is anticipated that with stich 
a widespread organization the in- 
terest in party work will be increased 
and the possibilities of a more ac- 
tive. Intensive and extensive cam- 
paign enhanced. 

Word has reached headfpi uicrs 
that Worcester has been most re- 
sponsive to the new plan and tliat 
soon there* will bo announced from 
that .section a committee In each of 
two senatorial districts each 
nianberlng 125 members. It Is pro- 
posed to consolidate these two dis- 
tricts end have one committee to 
cover the Worcester Repuiillcan ac- 
tivities on a larger scale than ever 
before attempted.

Said McGlue yesterday to a fi'li'iw 
Democrat: "One thing is cert;'.:.. 
about this coming convention, nnd 
that Is that Massachusetts dele(.',;ih'- 
to the Democratic gathering are go- 
ing to board the train pledged to 
someone. They aren't goin.g to gel 
aboard as a crowd of free lances, and 
then have a few wi.sc politicians in- 
struct them while the train is on the 
way to the convention city.

lieutenant-governors, each one a 
specialist in his particular line? 
This is an age of specialists in 
all other professions — why not In 
the lieutenant-governor's pro- 
fession also? We could have one 
who devoted his entire time to 
chm-ch affairs and baby kissing: 
another, wliose war record ■was 
unimpeachable, could attend all 
Eegion and patriotic affairs. 
Some retired tanner might be 
found who could visit the agri- 
culttiral fairs and a.s this would 
take u)) onlv a month or two 
of his time in the fall he could 
take the governor's iilace before 
the camera for the balance of 
the vear. buying the first peony 
at the beginning of the Anti- 
Rose-Bug-Drive or the first share 
of stock in Help-the-Brokers- 
Weck and thus save the chief 
executive for more Important 
duties. 

As you suggest, it -would re- 
lieve the .seriousness of the Hill 
to have a lieutenant-governor

'$80,000,000 Spendthrift' Ses- 
j sion on Beacon Hill Saw 
Few Clashes.

BOSTON. June IS.^The Republi- 
can Legislatme of Ma.ssachuHetts has 
completed its annual .session and the 
lonely Democrat in the Gubernatorial 
offices not only survives, liut he sur- 
vives with enhanced pi-estipe. Joseph 
B. Ely defeated last Fall the Repub- 
lican incumbent who aspired to a 
second term b.y 16,500 in a total vote 
for tlie two of nearly 1.200,000. A 
Democrat from the western half of 
tlie State, with almost no experience 
in public life, cnnte to Beacon Hill 
with the dreary pros|iect of a succe.H- 
sion of deadlocks between hiniselt 
and the Ceneral Court, 

But there have been no deadlocks, 
few vetoes and only one failure to 
."ustain a veto. The Senate had 
thirty Republicans and ten Demo- 
crats, 

The explanation is simple. The Re- 
publicans liavo manifested a ciispfisi- 
tinn to give the Guveinor a fair 
show. Th" Govinnor has displayed 
a Itnnck for manaRement and com- 
pioinise. He has alluded to himself 
as "a Yankee trader." There have 
been differences and one or two 
"near" Ihin.gs. To some degree the 
Governor lias been favored by luck.' 

The I,.eKislHtuie which has Just 
prorogued has been called an "$80,- 
000,000 spendthiift." The big ch.apter 
In its record deals with .-ipiuoiH'ia- 
tions.

Youngman when he said, "I will 
j have to be like tlie lieutenant gover- 
nor of the commonwealth, who runs 
from one end of the state to (he 
I other and say I have 17 more stops 
I to make. I mu.'st thQnk vou and say 
goodby." 

MaJ. Gen. Smcdley D. Butler of the 
United State.1 Msu-lne corps, the guest 
of honor at tlie dinner, made a radio 
speech that bristled with humor and 
humorous stories. 

He referred to Bunker Hill rnonu- 
ment ns the most typical monument 
of America, because it recognized the 
couratte of a few Americans to op- 
pose their superiors In numbers and 
In tralulng, "Americans have always 
done that," said Gen. Butler. 
"Whether we're prepared for a fight 
or not, wft get In, and by the courage 
and Ronluii that you have shown, we 
usually win." 

He praised Mayor Curley 's gjjcech 
and then went on to belittle all the 
talk about 'wars being at end. "War.s 
will be at an end only when we allow 
other people to 

Trample I'psn Our fiiildven 
and vitiate our right.-?," he said. 

He compared preparation for war 
with the building of fireproof build- 
ings In Philadelphia. He said that, 
unless the high-pressure 1* extend- 
ed, Insurance rates go up. 

"Dusines"! is never wrong," said the 
general. "There l.in't any such thin:; 
ns a fireproof building In the world 
because concrete will explode If it 
gets hot enough. So will the Amer- 
ican temper. Mayor Curley gave me 
a shillr-lah today and I will be well 
armed when I return." 

Gen. BuUcr said that. If Americans 
weren't hot-tempered, the nation 
would not have been founded. He 
declared that even "a rather poor 
decision vigorously carried out is 
lietter than none at all." He said 
Uiat soldiers have been the one un- 
i--pinsli element In life and have e\- 
hlblted It In war. He said that 
Amriican soldiers could not be 
clas.si'd as "blood-drinkers because 
every tune you see a picture of them 
on parade, you see them surrounded 
by children and dogs. Children and 
dogs can't be fooled."

Boston, June 17 — This Is r para- 
doxical holiday In Greater Bo.ston, a 
holiday and no holiday. As Battle of 
Blinker Hill day It is really a holida.^■, 
Icx^al to this coinmiinity. Custom has 
ordained tliat it should be observed 
in other part.s of Greater Bcston and 
for .some years Ihi.s ha.s been the ca.se, 
Thl.s year, however, with buKines,s de- 
pie,s,sion retail dealer.s decided not to 
clo.'ie shop but to attempt to corral 
any pos.sible business. ',rhey arc gen- 
erally keeping opini. although certain 
line.s of whole.saleis have closed. A 
holiday is being celebrated with 
many of thfi would-be celebratorf, in 
the Itarncss of bu.sine.ss. 

This paradoxical situation e.vlends 
even to the Stat* House, which Is 
cl<xsed but is oj3<>n. Not being a legal 
holiday the Slate House is not offi- 
cially cUxsed today. Out of deference 
ic custom it is closed foi- all practical 
purposes. To covei- the law, there is 
a ,skeleton force at work, an.swering 
pcs-sible telephone calls. Excepting 
for that the Stale Hou.se is lifele.ss. 

This contradictory state of affairs 
made it nece.s.sary to po,stix)ne the 
regular meeting today of the gov- 
ernor's council. .Now this was to have 
been a very impoi-tant meeting.

A.'5 
for Smith's own feelings, he would 
be more or le.=s than mortal if his 
desire for a second nomination did 
not increase as the prospect im- 
prove.^ that the Demorrats will 
jweep the country. 

The only reason compelling Sinith 
to remain in retirement must be a 
conviction that he could not be 
elected. The moment he becomes 
convinced that he could win, in spite 
of any possible defection of south- 
ern Democrats, the whole scene 
changes in his judgment. If he 
could win, why should he be denied 
,'1 second nomination ? Cleveland 
was renominated in 1892, after his 
defeat in 1SS8. Bryan was re- 
nominated in 1900, after hi.'? defeat 
in 1896; and the Democratic party 
even tried Bryan a third time in 
1908. One defeat is not necessarily 
conclusive. So Smith's mind might 
work. 

That Smith finds the temptation 
growing stronger need not be doubt- 
ed. The business depression is so 
prolonged and severe that it must

His pre.s.s agent nlithely annoum.ed 
that Curley 'had settled the dispute 
iK-tween the pope and .Mussolini ami 
the ne\vsi)aper?t carried the .'tory as 
one of truth incontestable. It was 
notable that the same papers carried 
other stories sayins the trouble in 
Italy was about as bad a.s ever. But 
the story ot Curley's intervention at 
Rome w:ls not any more blatant than 
ether stories that Curley's prr.s.-< agent 
has thoneht out. If .Mussolini felt 
he h'imsclf was the most bombastic 
man in the world, lie may have his 
doiibt.s now that lie lins met the Bos- 
ton mayor. 

With his return, on tlie same train 
with (if)V Roosevelt of New '^'ork. 
carne tl'.-e annminci'menf that Ciirlry 
is for Roosevelt fir I'resldenf. 1hi.'» 
despite a. .story printed in a Boston 
newspaper about two months ago ihat 
Curley was for "\'nnn^- for President, 
a story never disputed by Cniley. 
,\n<J one of Curley's press agents 
came out yesterday with a .story 
boostinir Cinle.y a.i lunniiicr mate for 
Roosevelt. If anylhins could be more 
imaginaiy than that, it is difficult to 
conceive. In the first place, if Roo.-se- 
velt is the Democratic candidate, ihe 
second-place choice won't be from the 
saiTie section of the country; if it 
were, Senator D.-ivid t. Walsh would 
be a more logical man for the nomi- 
nation than Curley. The .same story 
that boosted Curley (or vice-pre.=iident 
.=ald Curley's frienrls were realizing i' 
wriukl he fooli.sh for him to try to 
oust Gov Kb'. 

Ciirle.v and (Jovernorship

many quarters as a candidate in lO.'ii 
Cor the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination, and the Bostonese Cui-- 
leyites lire .saying he can beat Kly 
ea.sily. They cite the fact that four 
western coimties cast imly ,'in.4.'>7 
votes at the la.sf Democratic primary, 
uhere.a.s .'Jiirfolk county alone I'ast 
91.092. The vole of the finir western 
counties represented slightly more 
than 11 per cent of th-e total vote, 
wliii'li w.as Cll.nibl in that primary. 

Curley supporters contend the IWw- 
tfm Democratic vote will be pi\'en 
him. not <inly hecati.se it is natural 
for these citziens to vote for an east- 
erner over a. westerner, liut r.lwi be- 
cause Curle.v is a suit of a hero with 
a municipal halo around his hend 
anil, like the king, "can do no

HALIFAX, N. S., June 15— The 
Premiers of Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick and Prince Edward Island have 
been invited to attend the ceremony 
of the unveling of the statue of Col. 
Edward Cornwallis, founder of Hali- 
fax, at the Plaza in front of the 
Nova Scotian Hotel on the morning of 
Monday, June 22. 

Sir Henry Tliornton, president of 
the Canadian National Railways, is 
expected to be present and Jo.seph A, 
Conry, of Boston, will come as the 
official representative of the Mayor 
of Boston. The invitation was ex- 
tended to the Massachusetts capital in 
view of the Intimate historical asso- 
ciation of the New England states 
with the founding of Halifax. 

The unveiling ceremony is to be per- 
formed by J. A. Chisholm, Chief Jus- 
tice of Nova Scotia, who is the ad- 
ministrator of the Province in the 
absence nf the Lieutenant-Governor. 
A dioir of 160 children, selected from 
all the .schools of Halifax, will sing 
.several numbers including ••Hail to the 
Day When the Britons Came Over," 
the song composed by Joseph Howe, 
in commemoration of the founding of 
Halifax. , ., 

Following the unveiling and the 
jn-escntation of the Cornwallis per- 
petual challenge trophies to repre- 
sentatives of the Royal Nova Scotia 
Yacht Squadron and the rowing clubs 
of the city, there will be a luncheon at 
the Nova Scotian Hotel, at which Sir 
Henrv Thornton will be the host, and 
at wiiich short addre.s.ses will be de- 
livered. 

The statue, .showing an imiiosmg, 
handsome figure in picturesque 
eighteenth century costume, was 
sculptured by J. Ma.s.sey Rhind, 
A. R. S. A. It is 9 feet, 6 inches in 
height, and weighs .just over one ton. 
Colonel Cornwallis was sent by the 
British Government in 1749 to form 
a Britisli naval base in the great 
American continent. It was named 
after the second Earl of Halifax and 
soon became a rival to the French 
town of Louisburg in Cape Breton. 
In 1750 it superseded Annapolis as 
capital of Nova Scotia. 

Halifax harbor is open all the year 
round and is one of the most impor- 
tant of Canada's ports. The popula- 
tion of the city is about 60,000.

.\merlca cannot look for any encour- 
agement in the way of trade from Eu- 
rope for at least 25 ye!>r.s. he declared.

The deliberate affront of the Ancient & Honorjable ar- 
tillery company to Lieut. Gov. Yoongman, by insistence that 
he should not represent the Commonwealth at the review 
of the command in its annual June parade, adds another to 
the slaps which this candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for governor has been dealt in recent months- 

The acquiescnce of Gov. Ely to the plans of the veteran 
military organization was indicated by his designation of 
Secretary of State Cook to officially represent the Common- 
wealth and it showed that the Democratic governor is not 
averse to taking a political shot at the onuiipresent Young- 
man. 

Mr. Youngman considers himself the leader of the Re- 
publican party in Massachusetts because he was a victor in 
the last state election. That' he has never been recognized 
has not lessened his claim to leadership. He appears to lack 
the support of the outstanding party leaders, both those 
who have failed to achieve success in recent campaigns, and 
the other group who have been clamoring for a chance to 
demonstrate their qualifications to lead the piarty to success 
in 1932. 

Democrats believe that Gov. Ely w^ould overwhelm 
Youngman and it is no secret that Mayor Curley. who h^ 
gubernatorial aspirations, harbors -the idea that he could 
easily defeat the man, whom he refused to invite to attend 
the municipal dinner to the Japanese prince and princess 
who visited Boston some weeks ago. 

Youngman has courage. He gets around. He has been 
touring the state for months in an effort to stimulate inte- 
rest in his candidacy for governor. It is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that even with the opposition of the An- 
cients and the recognized party leaders, the voters may de- 
legate him to oppose Gov- Ely or whoever the Democrats 
choose in the 1932 primary. 

Politidal talk is at a low ebb but the activity of Ex-Gov. 
Fuller, whose attitude on the recently enacted Elevated bill 
has failed to explain why nothing was done during his ad- 
ministration, is assumed to mean thjat he has more than a 
casual interest in the Republican gubernatorial primary next 
year. Mr. Fuller seems to delight in criticising legislative 
decisions although he offers himself as an unmissable tar- 
get for whoever wants to take up the cudgels on the Ele- 
vated control bill. 

Then there is Ex-Gov. Allen w^ho is still smarting under 
the sting of his unexpected defeat by Ely last year.

"Since it is 250 miles nearer Emope 
than any other Atlantic Coast Ameri- 
can seaport, the fastest ships could 
easily mnk,- the ciossing in four 
days, which would be a considerable 
saving." 

Beffire Ma.yor Ciu'le.y sailed for Eu- 
lope he had conferences with North 
Crcrman Lloyd officials and these 
wdll be resumed on his return to the 
Untied States next month, 

"Afterwards," he said, "it is likely 
that the Bremen and Europa will try

I sailing from Boston. The project 
also is being discussed with the 
Cunard and French Lines." 

The Mayor pointed out that Boston 
already has pier facilities, with the 
additional advantage of railway 
tracks running alongside piers which 
were built during the Worid War.

Chicago 
and other centers. 

Boston has s))ent .$10,000,000 devel- 
oping her airport and will spend

But It will require 
much more conclusive evidence be- 
fore there i.s ready acceptance of the 
belief that the Democratic tendency 
In the state is permanently predom- 
inant. 

Rep. Howard S. Shepard of Shrews- 
bury, according to latest reports, may 
be a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for senator to succeed 
Senator Elbert M. Crockett of Mil- 
ford whei, the latter becomes county 
commissioner of Worcester. Mr. 
Crockett will fill the vacancy caused 
hy the retirement of Warren Goodale 
of Clinton, when he reaches the re- 
tirement age In September. 

.Senator Crockett has not yet di- 
vulged If he will retire before his 
irrm ns senator ends or If he will try 
to carry on botii the county conunl.s- 
flloner's ■work and bte senatorial du- 
ties.

Twenty-six American cities which 
extentied their hospitality to the 
French fliers COSTE and BELU)NTE, 
heroes of the Paris-New York west- 
ward crossing', are now the recipi- 
ents of the French people's appre- 
ciation.

After Paris and the rest of Fraroe, 
it is to be presumed that the calef 
cxectitives will try to get a glimpse i 
of other sections of the Continent, ' 
and of course of England. More 
than the average American tourist, 
ic strikes one that an American 
Mayor ought to feel at home in 
foreign cities and countries; he is 
always traveling in the home coun- 
tries or home towns of so many of 
his constituents.

Each to Have Radio Beacon 

With a maximum hop of 350 miles 
for any leg of a journey, trarjat- 
lantic flying promises to become as 
fimple as the present Boston, New 
York and Washington airplane run. 
Each'soadrome will have a radio bea- 
con sending out a distinctive signal 
iind a pilot upon leaving one .sea- 
drome need only head for the next, 
pick up its .signal, and then ride along 
its I'adio bean; until it come.s into 
sight straight head of him.

I Cheaper Than Ocean Liner 

While the estimated cost of the 
eight .seadromes at $4,000,000 apiece 
totals $32,000,000 this amount is sev- 
eral miUion.s less than the cost of one 
of tlie proposed new ocean liners to be 
built In France and the United States. 
A simple figure on the economics side 
of operating this type of service is 
the fact that one round trip each 
day with 4000 pounds of air mall at $4 
a pound will, it is estimated, pay the 
tptal operating expense of the air 
^rvice and the seadrome system. 
The possibilities of dirigible At- 

I lantlc crossings are well known. 

'Many people have felt that the 



dirigible would be the ultimate way 
and the new Empire State Building 
even has a mooring mast erected on 
top for taking passengers from such 
dirigibles. The dirigible has certain 
problems similar to the airplane In 
that it ntust carry a great deal of 
fuel which in tui'n cuts down its pay 
load, although not in proportion to 
the problem this cau-ses the airplane. 
The question of speed works to the 
dirigible's disadvantage. Such a .ship 
mu.st be built very large to get even i 
100 miles an hour while a'.rplanes 
which will have a top speed of 166 
and a cruising speed of 133 are planned 
for the first services on the sea- 
drome route.

Many passengers will ProbaWy 
want to break the monotony ot lie 
trip by stopping over night at the 
.seadromes and enjoying an evening ot 
dancing or the movies. A single over- 
night stop will lengthen the east 
bound trip by 12 hours while stopping 
over two nights would stretch it into 
48 to 60 hours, the latter figure per- 
mitting a very comfortable trip in 
easy ataijes. Yet 60 hours is a short 
time compared with 90 to 100 hours 
by the ta^itest steamers. 

The seadrome plan promises to be 
the biggest challenger to the pre- 
dicted popularity of the dirigible. It

Becomes a Factor in Law 

That the seadrome is considered a 
very real factor in future aviation is 
shown 111 the discussion at a recent 
meeting of the International Aero- 
nautical Juridical Congress at Buda- 
pest as to the .sovereignty over such 
airports, and whether they should 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
League of Nations. 

Since the only definite project of 
this kind is the Armstrong project, an 
American affair, and the United 
States is not a member of the League 
of Nations, this meeting is of partic- 
ular interest. The United Slates De- 
partment of Commerce, reporting the 
discussion, stated that the representa- 
tives of 22 nations at the meeting 
decided that the League should have 
power of intervention in seadrome 
affairs. 

Tiic statiis of a seadrome, if the 
country operating it goe^; to war, was 
also considered. One delegate suggest- 
ed that seadromes be declared neutral 
in time of war: another member 
offered an amendment to the effect 
that in case the seadrome owner be- 
comes a belligerent, the control of the 
seadrome should be turned over to a 
neutral state,

FIRE PREVENTION i 
MEASIRES SAID 
TO HAVE CUT LOSS 
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Business Deprci^sion for 
First Time Shows Little 
Effect on Fire Record ; 



HPECUl TO Tut CHBlSrlAN SCIENCE MONIIOB 

TORONTO, May 12— For the first 
lime a serious business depression 
has not radically increased the na- 
tion's lire las, according to Frank- 
lin H. 'Wentworth, managing director 
of the National Fire Protection As.so- 
ciation at the thirl y-lifth annual 
meeting here. He attributed this to 
improved physical conditions m in- 
dustry and increasing emphasis on 
prevention work by lire departments. 

"The fire waste comicil of the 
Chamber of Comnirrce of the United 
States, witli which we are actively co- 
operating, has continued its conduct 
of the interchamber fire waste con- 
test with gratifying results. The conse- 
quent focusing of the attention of :iOO 
local chambers of commerce upon tlie 
Are safety of their cities must favor- 
ably affect our fire waste totals." Mr. 
■Wentworth said. 

That fires are increasing faster 
than our populations; and we burn 
more than any other civilized nations, 
whether expressed in relation of fire 
loss to per capita wealth, or the num- 
ber of fires per 1000 of population, 
was the statement of F. T. Moses, 
president of the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association 

"The combined lire loss of the 
United States and Canada is approxi- 
mately $600,000,000 annually, Mr. 
Moses said. "Reckoned in terms of 
Insurance premiums paid, the loss ex- 
ceeds $1,000,000,000 The annual fire 
department budget in many com- 
munities equals the yearly fire loss, so 
we must multiply our original $600.- 
000,000 by three. There is a tremend- 
ous indirect cost. The destruction of 
large amounts of taxable properly 
places a greater tax burden on that 
which remains; the destruction of an 
industry Impo.ses large economic 
losses on the wage earner, the stock- 
holder and the merchant. Few cities 
look upon fire prevention as a definite 
business proposition. 

"Methods by which wa-ste can be 
fought include: 

"The establi.shment of a bureau of 
fire prevention in every town and 
adoption of the fire prevention code 
of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers; the organization of regional 
community conferences for discussion 
and adoption of sustained fire preven- 
tion programs; inspections of dwelling 
houses and small mercantile estab- 
li.shments; sustained education in fire 
prevention in public schools a.s part 
of the established curriculum, whereby 
children may be instructed in ordinary 
fire hazards. '

School Bldg. Com. 

Bo.slon, May 12 — Final authority 
on r.onstructlon and repair work In 
Bcston schools, involving the e.xpen- 
dlture of millions of dollars annual- 
ly, is taken from the school build- 
ings commissioners and placed with 
tlio city building department and 
Mayor Curley. under the provisions 
of a law pns.sed by the legl.slature 
and signed by Gov. Ely In April. 

Revelation that the bill had been 
passed and signed without a. single 
Interested school official being noti- 
fied caused a sensation last night In 
school circles and resulted In a hur- 
ried conference of the Boston school 
fommlttee and the board of school 
buildings commissioners. 

The conference decided to start an 
investigation, under Chairman Rlch- 
nrd J. Lane of the school buildings 
coramisslon. Into the reasons why 
the school officials were not notified. 
It was also decided that Gov. Ely will 
be apprised of the Importance of the 
situation today and. If the leglalative 
rules committee refuses to admit an 
amendment exempting the school 
department from the law, he will be 
a.^ked to send a special message to 
the legislature urging the exemp- 
tU'ii. 

Millions of dollars worth ot echool 
construction and repair, which would 
ordinarily be .started during the 
faummer "months when children are 
not in school, may be held up until 
the matter is settled. It Is not be- 
yond pcsslbility that school officials, 
if forced, will go to th» courts for 
relief. 

The bill pa.s.sed last month was in- 
troduced by Rep. Bernard Flnkle- 
Rteln for Mayor Curley. The mayor 
was roundly condemned at the .secret 
meetlu},' lost night for having tried 
to "obtain control of the school 
building department.'

We are told that any proposals to raise the ]ioll tax on men or lo impose a poll tax on women or to jilace a tax 
iiliim specilic commodities will lie unpopidar and coiiseipienl l.c iinacceiitahle to niemhers ot' the l.e^-islatui'e. But we 
suhmil that to place the cost of this law in the propeity tax which is already hui'dcned to the breaking point will 
prove to be eiiiially unpopidar and in addition, imsound and unfair. 

The courageous and fair action would he to iiostixine the o|ieration of the law until the expenditure involved can 
he balanced by a(kHiuate income. JudKiuK by the M'rowinK indiK'naiion against liiKh taxes. es|iecially for avoidable 
purposes, we venture the pi'ophecy that IcKislatoi's will lie surprised to lind how popular such action would prove to lie.

In the recent discussion of real estate assessments in liostiui, a "\ahuitioii surve>" was suyf^ested as a basic 
renii'dy.

"We recommend that a systematic plan for assessing proptu'ty for taxation be installed with complete 
sujiportiiiK i-ecords so as to save the present annual iluplication id' field w(irk. While it will cost (luite a .sum 
to put the assessor.s' ollice in posses.si()n of complete records, this will be more than saxed bv the reduction in 
atniual operating costs with the additional advantaKe that the assessing- will be d..ne niuch better. The 
most important end accomplished li\' inslalliuK this s\stein is that it ser\es to equalize valuations rather 
than to increase the sum total." 

We present these facts to I'cfresh the moinoiy of the taxpax'er and to hriiij.;- him down to date: The previous city 
administration announced its intentitm of making' such a sur\-e\- lookin.u' towards "unit system of assessing," and ap"- 
propriated .'?12r),000 for that purpose in Itili',!. It contracted for an aerial map of the city and for certain expert .ser- 
vices in laying out the new system. The picsent administration ann(uuiced in February l;i;i0 that the expert ser- 
vices would be discontinued because the ,\nt icipateil cost would be prohibitive, but the A.ssessinjr Department was in- 
structed to employ the necessary en>:;ineers and draftsmen to do the same work but on a less extensive basis, cost to 
be about $100,(H)(I. hi that year, tO.'lll, ;>(;,0(I0 was pi'ovided and lhi> year .'?ll,Ot)0 has been made availaiile. It is 
understood that the work is bein>; carried on by N'orthea>lei n fniversity and that it involves lirin^inK the maps 
and block plans of the department up-to-date, Altliouuh n w.-i.s decided to ha\e the contract I'or the aerial map coni- 
jileted, at a cost of $M,00(I, as yet it has not been done. 

While it may he rcf^-retted that this Mirvey is not jirocci^lin^; more rapidly, the fact that the present administra- 
tion is alive to the need I'm- im|irovement in the work of the .Assessing Department is Kratifvinj;-, and the taxpayer 
ma\' look forward to delinile results,

I''i\'e million dollars ot' the taxpayers' money in Huston ^roes toward the purcliase of materials, e(iuipnient and 
supplies for city de|iartments, 'Phis represents over two dollars in the tax rate. .X majoi- part of the purchases are 
made through the .Supply Department which is the central purchasing- a^;cncy for most of the departments. 

The ex|)enditure of this money presents an unusual op|iortnnity to an\ city administration to demonstrate a real 
desire for economy and efficiency. The taxpayer has a rij^ht to expect that t ln' utmost economy will be exercised 
and businesslike methods will be employed. 

Allegations have been made iccentl.\- that in certain instances advantage has not been taken of bulk inirchasing 
and comiietitive biddiiiK. The Finance Commission is said to he studying' the truth (d' these alleviations. The tax- 
pay( r will await with interest the results of this study.

Senator Walfili has been n bin 
nRuie al, th* l»8t two natloniU con- 
ventions, nerving on the resolutions 
commlttpe anil hlmselt writing many 
planks ot the party platform. He is 
dcsllnecl lor even higher honors in 
10;t2. His service at Washinmon and 
hi.s iremenrloux popularity In his own 
state, as rcvraleci by his vote-.£;etting 
ability, brin.^ him prominently Into 
any (liscus,«.lon ol the vice presidential 
honors. There is a general tecllng 
among party le.ulers that the tlmo Is 
not ripe for fither Walsh or Smith to

Mr. Cniicy .said he conferred in the 
last few days with officials of sev- 
eral steamship companies including 
the North German Lloyd and the 
Hamburg American I.ine, and re- 
ceived promises from these to attend 
a conference In Boston later in the 
Spring, when there will be a detailed 
discus.'^ion of his plan. 

He pointed out that Boston is 2,'iO 
miles closer to I'Jurope than is New 
York, and that it is the port for a 
tremendous population, if properly 
served by regular sailings and ar- 
rivals. In the Free State' he expects 
to di.scuss the plan with President 
Cosgrovc and has au audience with 
Premier Mussolini in Rome. 

He v.-iU be gone about six weeks, 
he .said. He was accompanied on 
the France by Edinimd I,. Dolan, 
city treasurer of Boston; Miss Mary 
Curlev. his daughter, and Miss Laur- 
etta Rrcmuer of Chicago, a faiend of 
Miss Curlev's.

BoAioii, May 8— A toll brmgc high- 
way fruni Boston lo Hxdl, the finan- 
cial backing ol whioh ha.s been as- 
sured Mayor Curley, ha.s already been 
planned in detail and now lacks only 
the necessary leRlsUUive action and 
■ the .sanction of the war department 
for the .spanning of Bo.slon harbor. 

Unlike the low level .structure with 
drawbridges prcvio'.isly proposed to 
the legi.slalure. the pre.seni proposi- 
tion calks for a high level bridge with 
a height of 155 feet above the main 
.ship channels, affording ample .space 
■ or the largest bhlps that can navi- 
gat,e the channeks. 

The plan.s. prepared by Frederic H. 
Fay. chairman of the Boston plan- 
ning board, provide for the toll high- 
way to start at the Boston end with 
a bridge from Columbu.s circle. 
South Boston stradnivay. over Dor- 
chester bay to Squantinn bay with a 
structure as high as Brof->klyn bridge. 
The next bridge will bo Ironi Squati- 
tum head to Peddock's i.sland, fol- 
lowed by a bridge from there to 
Bumpkin Island. A causeway from 
the latter i.sland to Nanta.sket at, a 
point near the steamboat, landing, 
completes the project. 

Mr. Fay will appear before the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce this 
afternoon to explain the project. Tlic 
New York backers will be in Boston 
next Monday and confer with the 
local backers In Mr. Pay's office. On 
Tuesday the proposition will be out- 
lined ijefore the Ipglslativc commit- 
tee on highways and motor vehicles 
before whom is pending the neces- 
sary bill lo permit the carrying out 
of the project. 

The location is con.sictered Ideal 
with Its connection at the Boston 
end with the Strandway and the 
Southern ariery and it^s connection 
with the new back state road, now 
under con.structlon. to connect with 
Hlngham.

assessed valuf^s." 

Trends of \aliie8 

Tho .same considcn-ations governin.g 
ehanues in assessed valuations apply 
in relation to changes in general busi- 
nfss r(5nditions. The assessors are not 
lustifled in raising valuations in boom 
times to tho extreme limit of market 
prices- -nor can they be expected to 
reduce valuation.^ in times like th-s 
ureseiU to a scale of values set by fi 
few forced sales. 

The a.ssessors of R.isinn probably 'ire 
as well informed as to values and 
trends of values as anyone m the citr, 
and left to themselves, would grad- 
u.illy and oonservatively conform to 



clianging conditions. But the asses- 
..jois of l^oston are not left to them- 
selves, and right here is where the 
trouble liegins. They are obliged to 
,i;lou' pnliticil expediency to mfluencf 
tlieir .actions. 

K\-ery mayor, like oilier elective of. 
fleers in our system of government, 
has up to th9 present appeared to 
rain more political strength by spend - 
iiuT than by saving and has been im- 
(ier the con.stant urge to get more 
money to spend. The assessors have, 
therefore, been under constant pres- 
sure from the head of the citv iT^v- 
ernment to raise their valuations 
wherever possible and to avoid reduc- 
tioas as long as possible. In .spite or 
this pressure, however, it was always 
possible up to a few years ago to get 
reasonable consideration by the as- 
sessors in genuine cases of over-as- 
sessment and to obtain soine measure 
of relief without going to the coiu-ts. 

The next step in the development 
of the pi-esent situation was the gen- 
eral rise In values of real estate along 
with everything- else during the 1,» 
year.i following the war. This rise | 
was, of course, accompanied by an ( 
even greatf-r rise in tho city's ex- j 
penses, both necessaiy and not so 
necessary. So the continuing pressure 
for more money forced the assessors 
to increase their valuations \ip to flg- 
tires which in many cases are now 
recognized as boom prices and not rent 
values. Furthermore, the principal 
weight of these imcrea.ses fell on ths 
high value downtown business prop- 
erty rather than upon the districts 
where most of the voters lire. 

During the greater part of tho 
period of rising rents and prices, prop- 
erty owners grumbled at the tremend- 
ous increase in their taxes b\it made 
no general and detertnined eltort to 
secure relief. As time went on. how- 
ever, petithuis fcr abatement in- 
creased; the a.ssessors found It more 
and more dillicult to maintain their 
yearly increases In valautions, while 
on the other hand, the demands for 
more money to spend by the city gov- 
ernment continued unchecked. The re- 
isult wa.s tho final step which pre- 
cipitated tho present situation.

BOSTON, May 1.— Mayor James 
;M. Curley has quietly launched his 
(campaign for governor of Massachu- 
setts on the Democratic ticket. Tho 
campaign, the ma.vor has let it be 
known, is under way, though no 
definite public statement has been 
issued, nor have actual campaign 
activities assumed verj' great pio- 
I portions. 

A decision of Gov. Ely to seek re- 
nomination will not force his wlch- 
drawal in the opinion of his backers. 
A report that Gov. Ely will be rat- 
isficd with a single term has been 
accepted by enthu-siastic Curley sup- 
porters as indicative of a decision, 
already reached, that the Governor 
will not \ye an active participant in 
next years gubernatorial campaign. 
Most Dcmoci-atic leas'.eivs, however, 
believe the Governor will run again.' 
Thus far the mayor has not made 
a statement of sufficient clarity and 
exi>re.ssiveness to forecast a formal 
announcement of hLs candidacy for 
the Democratic nomination but an 
accumulation of references to the 
Governor's offlce, all ixnnting lo the 
.satisfaction of the mayor that he 
can be elected in 1932. have created 
the belief, unofficially confirmed

Mayor Curley Wisely Reconsiders 

4 rfistastcful situation with reference to the con- 
t\- difions of a schttluled football game between 
the teams of Dartmouth college and Leland Stan- 
ford university is going to be avoided, after all. 
Mayor James M. Curley has given sagacious re- 
consideration to his original refusal to permit the 
playing of it in Boston. 

It was unfortunate that he should have found 
himself prompted to withhold his approval in the 
first instance. His ori.?inaI decision tended to 
arouse unsportsmanlike sentiments among the stu- 
dents and graduates of Dartmouth, Boston and Holyj 
Cross colleges. It tended to place inordinate em-j 
pliasis upon the commercial phase of contemporary 
intercollegiate football. Mr. Curley's frankly avowed 
attitude was, originally, that the more widely touted 
"football" colleges had too long been allowed to 
skim off the lion's share of the profits assured by 
the general public's interest in football. It was high 
time, he said, that the less uproariously advertised 
"little" colleges of Boston and Holy Cross should 
have a chance to gather in some of this money; the 
more so since both of these institutions commanded 
•1 special popular interest in the Boston area. 

In fairness. Mayor Curley should have recognized 
at the outset, as he has since been persuaded to do, 
that games between Holy Cross and Boston College 
and between Dartmouth and Leland Stanford, 
played in the same city and on the same date, would 
never, except in a trifling degree, rival each other 
in cotnpetition for popular patronage. Each game 
will attract its own particular thousands. Co:-npara- 
tivcly few people who are interested in the one 
would be likely to attend the other, if the two games 
were played on separate dates. And if it is the com- 
mercial stake which chiefly enlists Mayor Curley's 
interest he may now enjoy the knowledge that, with 
two games of major interest goin;; on simultaneous- 
ly, tl'c lily nf Fioston will he permitted to entertain 
80,000 to 100,000 visitors instead of 20.000 to 30,000.

There was 
another emollient, however, working 
in behalf of sanity among all con- 
cerned. That was the fairness of 
the autliorities in issuing a permit 
for the May-day meeting of the 
radicals. For .some 50 years May day 
has been used by radical groups in 
various countries to air the griev- 
ances of social rebels against the 
established order, and tlicre was no 
adequate reason for denying to the 
Boston group of Communists the 
privilege of staging the annual dem- 
onstration. It should be reassuring 
that while the Communist .show on' 
Charles-street mall had several 
thousand people looking on, the fted 
orators could draw applause from no 
more than 30 persons. 

Mayor Curley had remembered 
that this May day was the 109th 
anniversary of the organization of 
Boston as a city. So he issued a! 
proclamation calling pul)lic atten- 
tion to the p.'itriotic meeting at the 
bandstand to be held while the Com- 
munists gave their show half a 
mile away. With Congressman Ham- 
ilton Fish speaking at the band- 
stand and giving Communism blazes 
and old night, as a counter-stroke 
against those who cried, "Di wii with 
'capitalism" on the mall, it was a 
perfect day. 

The mayor's proclamation struck 
lather savagely at some very gen- 
tle-minded and idealistic citizens 
^oing about tlieir business, with his 
thi-usts at "the spurious virtues and 
'illusory values of fictitious paci- 
•fism and insidious intcrnational- 
*ism." The Keds are anything but 
pacifists while the Roman Catholic 
ciiurcn for many centuries has been 
iiitprnationali.st on its own terms. 
But Mayor Q^Hey's handling of the 
May-day cri.sis, on the whole, was 
a gem. To have unmuzzled speeches

Despite tht vt-nciiil arnl ica.^onriiilt' liclicf 
that this is a linif foi' rctrc-ichnu nl rather than 
for incrca.se.s in puhlic f.xptnditure anil ospo- 
cially for increases in the «;alaiit's of state 
cfliciah'.-, the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has approved a measure to double tlie salary 
cf the Governor and to make less i^enerous 
raises for the Lieutenant-tjovt'inor and nieni- 
hers of the Council. By this propc\-al the (iov- 
ernor would receive .'<20,000, er a Ijrxer salary 
than the Governor of any Stale in the Union 
with the exception of New York. At a time 
when state revenues are greatly reduced and 
when the State is bonowing' money for the 
purpose of aidintr the unemployed such propos- 
nls appear to l)e inopportune even on the as- 
Kuinption that for any reason increases in the 
salaries of ten state officers aK>?reKating $15,000 
a year are worthy of consideration. 

A charilahlo view m\v^^i he that as the jiro- 
po.sal has been introduced for consideration, the 
committee was inclined to lean over backward 
in favor of the Governor so far as to leave the 
matter to his approval or disappjoval. It may 
have seemed to the committee that as the Gen- 
era! Court recently raised the salary of its ow^n 
members, it miKht appear spitefully inconsider- 
ate not to grant the Governor the privilege of 
raisins^ the salary of his successor, who might 
be himstdf. 

Incidentally it may be n.itcd that, tlie proposi-

One of llie arguments for an increase in 
the salary of the Govei'nor is that he has to 
•pend a large sum of money in direct j'rimaiy 
fights for nomination. If that is a sound argu- 
ment for an increase in the tiovenior's salary. 
It i.? another ftrong aiguincnl against the direct 
primai-j-. Why should the taxpayers of the 
State be asked to pay the direct primary ix- 
pense.s of candidates for ofhce wdien better nom- 
inations could be made cheaper in a p.arfy con- 
vention ? 

If the .State is to go into tiie liusiness of 
paying t^ primary expenses of candhhates for 
state c^Pi!f{> it would be better to do it directly 
aiul li^Vy lather than by the indirect method 
of an increase in salaries. Possibly if the tax- 
payers were directly saddled with the direct 
^ primary expen.ses of cajididates they might lo.se 
some of their apparent alfection for a system 
that is too apt to work for the beneht of the 
least worthy caiulidates. 

If it is the imrpose of the Ilou.'e Ways .and

.■■fter ft o'clock in the evcnini;'. Besides the case 
of the 70 years old man, who was killed in a 
I'l.'i robberx-. he cited rase.- in which --toie- 
keepcrs narrowly escaped killing for c\en 
smaller Kunis.

Legislators who "fell" for tins' 
coniinilsory insunance law should 
stiuarc themselves with their con- 
stitutents by going on record for its 
repeal and substitution of a demerit 
system.

The ItehohotU clambake was all that was to be 
expected, in so far as I he clams go, hut as a 
eathering of (he political clans it was not e.\citinH. 
They wore not there. We saw fewer than halt h.

.MiMiin. Senator Moran was the only member of 
llie upper branch of the legislature, and llepre- 
sentativc Cray was the only }lou;,e member. At 
other Uehoboth bakes we have seen the major 
portion of the state government In Its higher 
reaches. 

Thi.'J gathering at nehoboth has often taken 
on a good deal of pol.Lica! flavor, In spite of the 
fact that It Is non-political in purport, and no 
speeche.s are made. .Maybe there lurks in the 
thought of some politicians the tradition that on 
an occasion long, long ago, Rehoboth came within 
one vote of being made the capital of Massachu 
setts. As we wandered about outside the Goff 
memorial building and Inhaled the ateam arising 
from the clams in process of being baked, Ueho- 
both, or siu b portion ot It as was visllile from that 
point, looked like a very good place for a state 
capital. After the turmoil ot some days on Beacon 
Hill the ijuiet ot Rehoboth was soothing. 

The Two-Capital Idea 

Neighboring Rhode I.slnnd used to havo two 
capitals, when we were young, and It always 
I seemed to us a very neat arrangement. We might: 
adopt such a plan here, and make our two capitals 
Boston and Rehoboth, adjourning to the latter 
when things became too tangled on Jieacon Hill. 

There Is one other matter that might cause a 
llMIe stir at the council meeting this week, but 
, probably will not. Three public works construc- 
i tion contracts have been awarded, by the public 
I works department and the department ot mental 
diseases, to non-Massachusetts bidders; and the 
word goes about the Hill that these awards will 
he approved by the council, though if it was good 
business to give the contracts to Massachusetts 
high bidders a fortnight ago it ought to be just 
as good business to do it now. However, the 
council said then that it was not going to create 
K precedent, and maybe it will .<!cize this oppor- 
tunity to get its hnlance. 

In the purely political Held there is not much 
stirring this week. The absence ot eager politi- 
cians fi-om the Rehoboth clambake Indicated 
something ot the flagging political Interest ju?t 
I now. The hot weather bred the usual procession 
ot candidates, most of whose names we have ine- 
sented in this column, but now the list, has rather 
run out. 'Those who frankly do not want Mr. 
\oungraan have about agreed that it Is not possi- 
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b!e to fan any revolt against him into flame. We 
still hear mutterings about Air. Fuller, but there 
is not an atom ot eviilence that he has any thought 
ot entering the race. However, he docs things 
in his own way and at his own usne. With lilia 
out. the only ])0ssiblllty ot a contest against Mr. 
Youngman at this moment app(>ars to lie in the 
likelihood iliat former (Governor Allen may he 
urged to enter. He has maintained a discreet 
and proiier silence on the subject, but some ot his 
friends, presumably acting on their own responsl-, 
bility, have been about the state sounding out the 
chances.

The much publicized controversy i 
over the employment of aliens In | 
public institutions is in reality a ' 
tempest in a teapot becau.se so few 
are affected. The truth of tlic matter 
Is thnl It Is being utilized for politi- 
cal purposes. 

Councilor Dowi. of Boston, who 
originated the dlscu.ssion that led to 
Mayor Curley discharging some 20 
aIie7r-Tiui.s'?s"ln Boston institutions, 
has a d:fficiilt fight on his hands for 
re-electioii. T'iie opportunity to orate 
on his activities In behalf of citizens 
in the preset, t economic situation 
lool*., extremely valuable. Thus we 
have what appears to be a red-hot 
controversy. 

There was a general belief that 
Mayor Curley was Interested In the 
dispute as a possible weapon In his 
own campaign should he decide to 
contest with Governor Ely next year 
for the Democratic gubernatorial 
plum. 

Whatever the situation may be at 
present, It can be said that the belief 
is erroneous. The fact Is that Mayor 
Ciu-lev is regarded as nntntronlstlc to 
Dowd's ambition to be re-elected, and 
for him to Join in the dispute -with 
any gusto would be giving comfort 
to the enemy. 

After the city election for coun-

On the one side is Councilor Dowd, 
Chairman FYank A Goodwin of the 
Boston linance commission and al- 
ways a potential candidate for higher 
oiflce. and a number of Boston Demo- 
cratic representatives.

What Happened

^ The Legislature of 1931 having passed a 
oitizen in-efm-enfe act as to imblie employ- 
ment, most of us were inclined to accept as 
final the action of the Boston City Council, 
as supported by Corporation Counsel Silver- 
man, that the employment of alien nurses in 
fact was illegal. When Mayor Curley ordered 
their dismissal that seemed to be the end of 
it except for a few mild protests. 

Now conies former Speaker B. Loring 
Young with views that put a different con- 
struction on the matter. Mr. Young, in con- 
gratulating Governor Ely upon his decision 
not to order the dismissal of the alien nurses 
from the service of the state, takes direct 
issue with Mr. Silverman upon whose finding 
Mayor C urley acted. 

Governor Ely had himself declared that the 
1931 preference law was not retroactive and 
the former speaker agrees with his conclusion. 
To back up that view Mr. Young quotes from 
decisions of the Supremo Court to the effect 
that a retroactive effect to any statute has 
always been avoided. 

Mr. Young denies that the law of 1931, 
wliicli extended citizen preference to employ- 
ment in counties and districts, established a 
new policy requiring the summary dismissal 
of faithful employes who helped the Common- 
wealth in time of need. Such a policy he de- 
clared to be obviously unkind, unfair and un- 
just. 

According to the present state of the con- 
troversy the Boston City Council has made 
one of its regular breaks; Corporation Coun- 
sel Silverman is in bad on his law; Mayor 
Curley has been misled, and Governor Ely is 
the only one in the bunch that has acted the 
part of a well informed lawyer and kept his 
head.

Let the 
mayor and the police commissioner flght it out. 
But when the chief exccutJve of a large city os- 
tentatiously gets n pistol permit he docs a foolish 
and a dangerous thing. He encourages people 
who might be exposed to attack to think that 
toting a gun will make them safe against it, 
when in fact it docs nothing of the kind, be- 
cause in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred the, 
criminal is first to draw. As for the ordinary 
citizen, gun-toting is dangorou.s -dangerous to 
himself and to others. Only a few days ago the 
American Legion convention at Plymouth went 
on record against the interstate traffic in fire- 
arms.

Urged to Increase Mortgages 

Enough So Homes Will Not 

Be Sold for Taxes 



Banks In various parts of Mas- 
sachusetts are being aslied to help 
out in the present period of finan- 
cial stress by increasing mort- 
gages In sufFicient amount to cov- 
er taxes of those whose placea 
may be sold for non-payment of 
such assessments. 

Mayor James M. Curley, of 
Bo.ston, in letters to mayors In the 
state, calls attention to this meth- 
od, whicli is believed to be al- 
leady taiten up by at least some 
ta.x collectors in connection with 
their usual method of first see- 
ing what can be done through 
banks and other mortgages be- 
fore any i)ropfirty is disposed of. 
The letter follows: 
Dear Sir: 

The list of properties submitted 
to me by the city collector to be 
advertised for sale for non- 
paytnent of ta.xes numbers about 
(i.''>00. Many of the persons affect- 
ed and whose properties have 
been adveriiscd are not in a posi- 
tion to (llscliarge tl>eir obligations 
to the city unless assisted by the 
inHtilution holding the mortgage 
on tliese pioperties. It would be of 
immeasurable benefit to the own- 
ers it the banks would increasfi 
the mortgage In suftlclent amount 
to cover the taxes, the taxes then 
to be paid by the banks and made 
a part of the mortgage. 

I do not anticipate that a situa- 
tion similar to the existing one 
will arise again during the next 
decade and since the amount to 
l)e borne by any one banking In- 
stil ution would not represent a 
very great investment and the 
benefit resulting to the home 
owners would he immeasurable It 
v'ould appear the proper course 
to adopt. 

Trusting that you will find it 
possible to consider this matter 
and should your decision be fav- 
orable so Inform me at your earli-

Thf opinion was asked by Mayor 
Forrest, V. Smith because of the ac- 
tion taken by Mayor Curlyy in dls- 
thargliig 18 alieir"TIT(rS?r in Boston. 
Under Corporation Counsel Slivcrman's 
rilling. Mayor Curlcy saici he could 
lake no other course. Ei^ht nurses In 
the municipal hospitals here laced 
discharge under that ruling, but City 
Solicitor Priest today said, "The law 
docs not compel the discharge of the 
alien nurses, above mentioned, but 
they mav be discharged without hear- 
ing' or cause it it is deemed desirable." 
i "I am, therefore, of the opinion." 
lie said, "that nurses, boln graduate 
and under-graduate. In th': employ of 
the City of Haverhill in th" muoicipal 
hospitals, not being clas.sified under 
TiMl .service, are not affected in any 
;-wav by the provisions of Chapter 31 
of the general laws, .ind particularly 
Section 19 of that chapter. There 
IS no law !hat an alien cannot be em- 
ployed ill a position not classified un- 
der civil service." 

The opinion was placed on fiie by 
the city council without lommcnt or 
rending. 

Alderman .lames M. Co'tello. com- 
missioner of health and charities, 
however, stated thai it was not fair 
that graduate nurses from foreign 
countries should come into the United 
States and obtain good po.-llions and 
not have consldcrnllon rnnigh for the 
country to become citizen::. 

Under the ruling of ihc city solici- 
tor, the trustees of the municipal hos- 
pitals can discharge the olien nurses 
without hearing or cause. The ques- 
tion of discharge will prtbahly be a 
dead l.ssue in view of the ruling. 

Under Solicllor Priests ruling the 
question can be taken before the Su- 
preme court for a final opinion. Auv 
group of 10 citizens can bring a writ 
of mandamus to compel the trustees 
to discharge the alien nui.'.es, basing 
their petition en the luiiiig of Cor- 
poration Counsel Silverman. The Su- 
preme court would then have to rule 
whether Mr, Priest's opinion was 
proper. Under Mr Sllvfiman's ruJ- 
ing, the la Boston nurses disehcarged 
have no redress. If the trustees here 
should discharge the r.tirses, they 
would have no redress, but with no 
action taken by the trustees, cltlzeni 
linvr a right '•'' bring a nu.iidaniiis pe- 
illiuii compelling the trustees to dis- 
'charge.them

I HUB MAYORALTY RACE 

Friends Predict Action by 
I State Bar Ass'n Head 



Frederick W. Mansfield, president 
of the Ma.ssachusetts Bar .Associa- 
tion, w'ho polled upwards of 100,000 
votes in his contest against ^layor 
Curley. will enter the race in 1*3:1 
ag^iist former Mayor Nichols, hi.s 
friends predicted last night. 

While President Mansfield preferred 
I to reserve his announcement, it was 
1 learned that he had agreed to make 
i the fight and his intimate friends 
' and adnrirer.s .have already started 
'plans for the campaign, still more 
than two years away, unless Mayor 
Curley should rrtire next year to be- 
come Governor. 

Because of the persistent rumors 
tliat the Mayor would throw his hat 
into the gubernatorial ring next year, 
Mansfield's friends have pleaded with 
him to make an early announcement 
of his candidacy for mayor and match 
strides with former Mayor Nichols, 
who has publicly stated that he is 
merely on a "four-year vacation" 
from the mayor'.'? office. 

Rciiresentatives of the Good Gov- 
ernment Association have conferred 
with Mr. Mansfield recently indi- 
cating that he would again receive 
the G, G. A. endorsement and a cam- 
paign fund of at least .$25,000.

Dowd charged that there are 143 
aliens employed on the construction 
or alteration of schoolhouses and 
that a check of the employes of only 
eight contractors, holding munlclcal 
contracts, has disclosed that of a 
total force of 410 men. 118 fcre nllens 
The demand of the rouucllman 
who was responsible for the discharge 
cf alien nurses at the City hospital 
iind Lonp Island hospital, was com- 
bined with the specific allegation that 
contractors and executives in the 
employ of the city of Boston" are 
protecting alien workers, 

Dowd further charged that abso- 
lutely no effort Is being made by 
city officials to force contractors to 
comply with state Jaws and city c.rdl- 
nanccs and his demand on the mayor 
Is regarded as the forerunner of ac- 
tion to compel the grant of prefer- 
ence to citizens on all public works 
Dowd revealed the receipt of an 
Indorsement by the executive com- 
mittee of the American Nurses' so- 
ciety of America. In Washington, of 
his demand for the removal of alien 
niirses, and a slmllsr indorsement by 
the Italian-American Political club 
of Massachusetts. 

In comment on Dowd'g action, 
Mayor Cyjiey placed on department 
Weftds the responsibility for any vio- 
lations of the laws or ordinances. 
He made known that If his attention 
or that of any department head is 
called to specific cases of the em- 
ployment of aliens, immediate action 
win be taken.

Smith to Bury Curley? 

Massachusetts Democrats who are 
worried at Mayor Curley'.? threat to 
bo a candidate ~Tor~TJTe Democratic 
nomination for governor, are con- 
sidering a plan to effectively side- 
track him, not only next year but. 
as they believe, for all tiine. 

Since Mayor Curley Jumped oH the 
, Owen D, Young band-wagon he ha.s 
i been the most enthusiastic booster 
of Gov. Fi-anklln D. Roosevelt as his 
1 party's next candidate for president. 
He ha,s di.^trib\itPd buttons, encour- 
aged the organization of many 
Rooseveit-for-President club.'? and 
achieved many other things to help 
the New York executive. 

There has been a notable silence 
on the presidential situation from 
other state leaders nf Democracy. 
Such men as Sen. David I. Walsh 
have proclaimed that the state still 
belongs to Al Smith and he can have 
it if he wants It. 

At the same time they are doubtful 
that he will be a candidate for the 
nomination. Meanwhile they say U 
is too early to make definite deci- 
sion with respect to supporting a 
presidential candidate. 

The carefully thought-out plan, 
which, by the way, does not Involve 
the party loaders but Is being work- 
ed out by lesser figures who have a 
hatred for Curley, Is to Implore Al 
Smith to permit his name to be used 
as a candidate In the Ma.ssachusetts 
primaries. The talk Is, . altlioui;h 
there i.s probably no foundation for 
it, that there l.f .a.ssurance Smith will 
agree to aid those who want to get 
tile Boston mayor on the sidelines. 

Should Smith give his consent It 
would mean, of course, that n dele- 
gation favorable to him would have 
to be selected. Curley's tremendous 
activity for Roosevelt would leave 
him out of the picture. He would 
be disqualified as a member of the 
Bay State delegation to the national 
convention. 

With Smith having such a hold on 
the state Curley would be horribly 
cramped for a place In the presiden- 
tial prliiiary .spotlight. There are 
Iho.'-e who believe Curley might even 
try to fight. That would be doubly 
pleasing to his enemies who believe 
It would more effectively mark the 
end of his political career if he dared 
to show the slightest opposition to 
Smith. 

Tt IP a very pU'!";nnt plrture In thi 
iiinid.'j lit tluteo wli'i liciifvo liiat Cui- 
ley Is a real threat to Democratic 
harmony next year, but It is proba- 
ble that It would be more difficult 
to work out In reality than It Is on 
paper.

I he a candidate. Even those who arc 
concocting the Curley plot are ex- 
tremely doubtful. 

They contend, however, It will do 
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no harm If he allows hl» name to 
be used at th<; April primaries Be- 
cause of the opportunity to with- 
draw In favor of Roosevelt or any 
other candidate before the conven- 
tion.

GREEN ASKS FOR 
SPECIAL SESSION 
ON UNEMPLOYMENT 

Head of American Federation 
of Labor Wants to iVleet 
Captains of Industry on 
Labor's Program JQ 

Boston. Aug, 25--The instltutloiM 
of the eMintry now are being sub- 
jected to the most severe test In his- 
tory. Now Is the time for action 
rather than talk to prevent th« col- 
Iap.se of the nation's social itructure. 
This was the kevnote of the address 
yesterday by WUll.Tm Green, presi- 
dent of the Anierican Federation of 
Labor, at the 22d biennial convention 
of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes 
of America. 

In his addres.s the labor head criti- 
cised owners and managers of Indus- 
try In the country for not relieving 
the unemployment situation. He 
declared that proposals from the 
American Federation of Labor for un- 
employment relief by guaranteeing 
every man a Job were repeatedly re- 
fused by leaders of Industry. 

He Joined Mayor Curley In a de- 
niand that P i'MmMil '—Boover call a 
special session of congress for unem- 
ployment relief, urged the five-day 
week and shorter working day to make 
workers' Jobs secure, and assailed the 
"comnil.sslon program" of unemploy- 
ment relief. 

"Labor wants displaced workers to 
bo given educational and vocational 
training .so as to fit themselves for 
other spheres of activity," he said. 

"We want old age pensions and 
welcome an opportunity \a meet face 
to face with the captains of Indtistry 
on our program, 

"We are willing to let the great 
Jury of the American people determine 
between ihelr commission programs 
and ours In order that

for this Intolerable situation square- 
ly where It belongs. 

"Labor, in addition to calling for a 
special .se.sslon of congress to meet 
the present situation and a confer- 
ence l>etween capital. Industry and 
the government to arrange a construc- 
tive policy, also proposes as a rem- 
edy that the worker be secured In his 
Job the .same as a bondholder U se- 
cured In his Interest payments. 

"We mtiBt secure Jobs as science has 
lncrea.sed efficiency, protect these 
Jobs by shorter working days and 
weeks, If Improvements are to mean 
anything to the mas.ses of the people. 
If possible we must make wages 
equal or superior to production so 
that the workers can consume what 
they produce In this country. 

"Congress does not control Jobs In 
private Industry and can only creat« 
Jobs In public service. Owners and 
managers of private Industry employ- 
ing 40.000.000 people alone control 
the Jobs In industry. In all falrn«« 
they should at least establish the five- 
day week as a test, lower the hours of 
labor and maintain the standard of 
uaees lo the lilgliest point |xwslble, 
so that the purchasing power of the 
people would make It posalbto for 
them to consume what they produce.

t WILL LOSE JOBS 

Illegal to Employ Them, 
With Citizens Loafing, Cci- 
poration CouMsel Silver- 
man Tells Mayor Curley 

Boston, Aug. ati^'TmineSTat* 
charge of 14 graduate and sladent 
nurses at the City hospital, who are 
aliens, was ordered by Mayor Curley 
yesterday. He acted, contrary to his 
personal desire, after Corporation 
Counsel Samuel Silverman had ruled 
that refusal to comply with a statu- 
tory requirement might lead to crim- 
inal complaints. 

Of the nurses who were dropped 
by 6upt. John J. Dowllng, 11 have 
filed applications for citizenship. 

The decision of the corporation 
counsel is Interpreted to mean that 
no alien graduate or student nurses 
can be employed at the City hospital ' 
when citizen appllcanto for such 
positions are available. 

Councilman John F. Dowd of Rox- 
bury forced the discharge of the 
nurses. H'; complained that aliens 
were denying employment to citizens 
at the hospital. 

The mayor took cognizance of the 
complaint, asked for Information and 
was told by Dr. Dowllng that 14 
nurses could not establish citizen- 
ship. 

The corporation counsel advised 
the mayor that the Massachiisetts 
law Is specific and commands that 
"on all work of any branch of the 
service of the commonwealth or of 
any city or town therein, citizens of 
the commonwealth shall be given 
preference. A supreme court ruling 
lnt,crprets the law as pertaining to all 
municipal employes, regardles.s of any 
classification within the civil service. 
"1 therefore," ruled Silverman, 
"must advise you that these nurses 
who arc not citizens now employed 
by the city hospital, mu.st be Im- 
mediately removed, as Section 51 of 
Chapter 31 of the general laws makes 
it a criminal offence for any one to 
appoint or employ any person In vio- 
lation of the provisions of Chapter 
i31."

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DODGING THE NEED OF SGHOOLHOUSES 

Boston needs a considerable number of new schoolhous- 
es The need has been acute for years and the building pro- 
gram entailing as expenditure of $9,000,000 approaching 
completion has not met the real needs of the school children. 

Instead of representing the people and caring for the 
interests of the school children, a majority of the members 
of the school committee has been striving to spend money 
for schoolhouses for nothing but sentimental reasons. 

It is not surprising that Chairman Frank A. Goodwin 
of the finance commission has publicly branded three school 
committee members as unfit tt> handle the money of the tax- 
payers. Mr. Goodwin is right. He speaks witij a knowledge 
of facts. He should have taken another step and called UP? 
on the voters to elect a new sch<«>l committee in November, t 

It does not demand super-intelligent men and women 
to discover where schools are needed. T'.e ordinary citizen 
can solve that problem. But the school committee Ices not 
accept the policy of placing schoolhouses where they are 
needed. For reasons which cannot be interpreted, a majori- 
ty of the members insist that schools must be built where 
they want them and their wants are generally based entire- 
ly upon sentiment. , 

If the voters of Boston who are taxpayers are anxious 
to lessen the tax burden which they are shouldering they can 
easily do so by refusing to re-elect members of the present 
school committee and making known their decision that all 
schoolhouses erected in the future shall be designed for 
school purposes. The idea of making school buildings into 
palaces is too costly for the taxpayers.

Boston Tax Rate 
Is $31.o50, Boost 
{<' Of Seventy Cents 

Bo-ston, Aug. 19- -A tax rate for the 
coming year of $.11.60 vva.«i announced 
late yesterday afternoon by Alayor 
CUrli-y. The new rate represents an 
Wcreasa over the former rate of 70 
cents. In the statement accompany- 
ing the rate announcement Mayor 
Ourley declares that he could have 
radticed the figure this year If it had I 
not been for an unprecedented reduc- 
tion in the value of real estate, the 
first to occur in ^2 years. In the com- 
putatton of this rate, however, the 
city was al.so materially a.sslsted by 
being allowed to anticipate the re- 
ceipt of more than $1,000,000 In a re- 
fund from the. Elevated. 

•'It has been my sincere wish," 
Mayor Curley stated, "to prevent an 
increase In" the tax rate for the year 
IflSl. For the first time in 2 years, 
however, there has been a reduction 
in the value of real estate, including 
tangible personal property, which 
amounts to $14,000,000 this vear. 
When it Is considered that during the 
past 10 years valuations have in- 
creased, on an average $40,000,000 a 
year, It is evident that there has been, 
this year a total shrinkage in prop- 
erty subject to taxation of »54.000.- 
000. T

Our own James Michael ('ijj;,l,gj'. than whom 
none la a more inastertul man In politics, begins 
hi.s campaigns early, lie began to run for mayor 
tf)\ir years before he was elected; which is one of 
the reasons be was elected. Mr. Lodge ever had an 
eye for the next contest— and he won a long auc- 
ce.islon of tlirni, 

.Some say tliat it is too early for plans rela- 
tive to the election of a .state ticket next year In 
our grand old Commonwealth; others know better. 
Mr. Youngman has been campaigning for a long 
time, and ho has done so good a job that he now 
has liie field prait ically to himself. During the past 
few wcelis wo liave successively presented the 
names of a nunilirr of men who have been men- 
tioned as po.-isible opponents of Mr. Youngman for 
the govenior.ship, in tlic Uopublioan primary; and 
not one of them has aroused aiiylhiug like popular 
enthusiasm, nor stirred the potential candidates 
themselves to frenzy. 

Lyman for Governor? 

'llic latest name we lia\e heard discussed in 
lliis connection Is tlint of tlic commissioner of 
piil)lic works, Frank Lyman of Kasthampton; and 
he is away on a vacation, and tliinking about sen- 
siliie tilings. \Vn have known P'rank I>yman and his 
folks for a long time, and they are the salt of the 
eartli; and we have not the nerve to go to him and 
ask iiini what ho thinks about running for govcr- 
no:'. 

'I'lie consideration of liis name now Is an ob- 
vious reaction following the wild and tumultuous 
action of the executive council ten days ago when 
li erected the Chinese wall about Massachusetts 
roa* contracts. At that meeting the commissioner 



was iiresenl for an extended period, and though 
tliere is no public rejiort of what he said, it is plain 
enough that he is not at all in syiupatliy with the 
present astonisiiing situation at the state house 
relative to contracts and related matters, 

P'rank Lyman i.? Iliat old-fashioned type of 
])ul)lic official who supposes that he occupies his 
post for the single purpose of serving the public 
to the nia.\imiim of liis strength and ability. He 
earned that reputation when he was In the Legia- 
lalnre, and in those days was jiointed to by high 
powers in the parly as a strong man, dependable, 
sure, cimsiientious and able. Tlio appointment of 
liim to the comniissioncrship met approval and he 
luKs been logging along at the head of the public 
works deiiartnient efficiently and sensibly. It he 
is to be placed at odds with other forces in the 
state house in this matter of road construction and 
reconstruction, tiion so much the worse, in the long 
run. for the other forces. 

'there has been a queer rumor afloat In the 
state house <'onidors, where all sorts of stories 
have their birth, that it is on Ihe political cards for 
Mr. Lyman to be shelved, and for the governor's 
secretary, DeWitt C. DeWolf. to take the position. 
Tliis must be hot-wcatlier gossip, for probably no 
single move by the governor could do him more 
pniilical daniase than the retirement of Mr. Lyman 
- wild is not only an efficient public official, but 
who comes from the western part of the state. 

This current talk of Mr. layman as a possible 
contender for the rtepublican nomination for gov- 
ernor is a natural product of conditions at the 
state house, hul we cannot regard it as more than

While Mr. Donahue may retain his 
post as chairman of the committee, the exigeiiciea 
of his other position necess-arily will inevrnt his 
giving to the work of the parly organization tlie 
attention and time the case demands nnd which 
under other circumstances he would effectively 
give.

Serious Questions Raised by Action of Governor's Coun- 
cil in Favoring Local Firms Over Lower Bidders 
From Other States — G. A. R. Vote Wanes

BOSTON. Aug. S. — This 
is a year of strange doings 
oil tlie Hill. One of thf 
strangest occurred ri the 
uieetlng of the executive 
cduncll on Wednesday ct 
til is week. The fads velvi- 
tivf tt) this have been dtily 
V('|>or!f'(l in tlic ni'ws <ol- 
iniiMs. Tlip slRnKliiiiue of 
I lie in is consldeiiilili'.

The council had before it two hiRhwav <'nn- 
struction contracts. The lowe.st bidder in each case 
wiis irom a concern outside of Massachusetts. In 
ciuh case the award goes to a higher bidder, a 
Massachusetts concern. 

The council dives Into deep waters. In geueral 
it lias been a sane policy that, other thing' being 
equal, Massachusetts concerns Khali have prefer- 
ence. This is not the course that the council has 
iicnv fcillowcd. It has gone much further than 
that. It gives these two contracts to Massachusetts 
coiicc'ins, other things not being eciual. The differ- 
ciue betwren the lowest bids In these two cases, 
and tlie accc-ptecl bids, i,^ about $16,000. 

That the council, or .some of its menihers, wpv.: 
a little apprehensive as to the public reaction, l-s 
indicated in the statement of some members that 
this Wednesday action is not to be taken as a 
precedent. It (annul avoid being a precechiU, 
I'recedents are matters of fact, not of assertion. 
It is of little consequence that any member, or all 
members, of the council, say this departure from 
recognized practice shall not be considered a prece- 
dent. U is of considerable consenuence that their 
action constitutes a precedent in fact. It is not 
les.s a fact by virtue of any denial, evasion, explan- 
ation or other utteranc:e that may accompany or 
follow the act. 

The moment that the council put aside the 
lowest bidder in a single case and gave the con- 
tract to a higher bidder on the ground that Mansa- 
{ :liu.^ells concerns should be favored, it set a prece- 
utnt. Any subsequent or coincidental warning or 
statement to Massachusetts contractors in general 
'that they are not warranted in any assumption 
that their bids would Iti the future be given prefer- 
ence over lower bids from outside concerns, 1* 
inSfteoUvc.

Some of them reach into far parts 
of the country, 'I'heir organization in Massachu- 
setts is a source of iirciflt to the state and their

Chairman Stone, Curlev said, 
agreed that China would be the most 
potential market In the world with- 
in the next If) years for all kinds of 
Imports, Tnd that every effort should 
he made to develop a closer relation- 
ship between tho two countries. 
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Boston Again Important 

It really louks as if the present 
efforts of iMa.vor Curle^', and his 
friends to bufTcf Bitsniess of the city 
by reviving its importance as a port 
may become an achievement. Any- 
way, the present drift of develop- 
ments in the matter of transatlantic 
steamship service seems to point 
that v.ay. Some of the big lines 
have been advertising a 3 1/2 day 
crossing, with the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence as the western terminus. Ot 
cou:.-e. Canadians and United 
Statesians who might go by that 
service would save nothing in time 
or comfort, when the effort spent iu 
gettint; to or from the Gull ot St. 
Lawrence Is reckoned in. It would 
be easier tor them to land at a real 
port, where tliere are .E;ood rail 
connections, even though the time 
spent on the hip were a day or two 
longer. 

For that reason Boston is being 
seized on by rival steamship inter- 
ests to play up in opposition to this 
St. Lawrence .'! 1-2 day service. Bos- 
ton is considerably nearer Kurope 
than .\ew York, tor example, and 
its excellent train service would 
enable New Yorkers or Montrealers 
lo save time by going abroad or 
returning via Boston. According 
to Mayor Curlev some of the big- 
gest and best ships are beginning 
to list Boston sailings for this 
reason. The fact that Boston has 
the only dry dock on this side that 
is largo enough to take ships of the 
Leviathan size is also given as a 
reason why the companies are being 
tlrawn to this port. Already the 
number and diversity of sailin.gs for 
all ports out of Boston in the course 
nf a month Is great enough to sur- 
prise those persons who still think 
of Boston's port business as gone 
to seed. 

Let the good work go on. Quincy 
has water front interests, and they 
are largely bound up with those ot 
Boston. Quincy wants to see Boston 
grow, for as Boston's port activi- 
ties Increase Quincy's wonderful 
water front will surely become 
Jnore largely useful. As with Boston, 
so with Quincy, the seacoast loca- 
tion is its greaLesL asset. .Nothing 
fihould be permitted to prevent It 
from large usefulness when the

BOSTON, July 23 — What Is the 
political future oC Joseph Buell Ely 
ot Westfleld, Governor of th« Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts anfl 
Yankee Democrat? 

This question is obtruding itself on 
political observers of these hot July 
days whenever thought l.s given to 
the audacious dexterity of that po- 
litical pr*stidigitator, Janj^ Michael 
CiiUgj:.

The trick consist.s of takin.sr a lit- 
tle white rabbit, labele'i "My Po- 
litical Desires" and causins it to ap- 
pear and disappear from boxes labeled 
"Vice-President," "Governor," "Lleu- 
tenant-Goveror," and "Xothins." The 
bland Mr. Curley, while apparently 
only Bmiling benignly upon a tempo- 
rarily indifferent imbliu and a highly 
inquisitive press, has caused his little 
white rabbit to pop out from each of 
the several boxes with a disconcert- 
ing rai)idily. 

But somehow, that little wlrite rab- 
bit liceps getting back into the box 
labeled "Governor." The bunny seems 
to like it and Mr. Curley gives no out- 
ward evidence of objectinK to his 
pet resting there Ijetween transfers.

New Mark at Boston 

Boston, July 29 (yP) — New Eng- 
land temperatures today rose to re- 
cord-breaking heights In the third 
day of the heat wave. Several 
prostrations were reported In great- 
er Boston and Worcester. 

The official temperature in Bos- 
ton at noon was 95 degrees, one de- 
gree higher than the record for this 
date set In 1894. Providence re- 
ported a mark of 92 at the same 
hour Springfield reported 92, and 
Portland, Me., 93. 

New Haven was the only city re- 
porting a lower temperature than 
.vesterday with a mark of 88, one 
degree less. Burlington. Vt., also 
reported hipth temperatures. 

The U. S. weather bureau here 
predicted relief late tonight In the 
form of thunder showers. Cooler 
weather tomorrow afternoon and 
night with a change of the wind 
from the southwest to the north- 
west appeared certain the forecast- 
ers said. 

The intensity of the heat caused 
the virtual suspension of work at 
noon In the city hall of Chelsea and 
Cambridge. For the second succes- 
sive day, Gov.
